OTTAWA (CP) — Housewives would 
revolt If the federal government decided 
to give monthly family allowance che¬ 
ques only to poor mothers. Health Mtti- 
ister Monique Begin told a Liberal 
policy convention Friday. , 

"That’s the only cheque many women 
ever receive," Miss Begin said during a 
questlon-and-answer session with Liber 
al delegates in which she and Sports 
Minister Iona Campagnola offered a 
stout defence of the rights of mothers 
and women in general. , 

"The Liberal party still believes in the 
universality of family allowance." Miss 
Begin said amid warm applause 
She was also called upon to defend the 
government’s laws permitting abortion. 
A female delegate from Edmonton 


claimed that current legislation encour¬ 
aged women to use abortion as a form of 
birth control. She cited statistics which 
said that 84 per rent of women who 
received abortions were knowledgeable 
of contraceptive methods. 

"If abortion was not available maybe 
women would use contraceptives 
more." 

Miss Begin disagreed, saying that no 
woman "runs after an abortion—it's a 
traumatic affair.” 

The minister said she would try to 
have more money channelled into con¬ 
traceptive research. 

"Women have traditionally been left 
out of medical research." Miss Begin 
said. "They did not get their fair 
share. ”

"Mr. Cossitt s close links 
with the local special ser¬ 
vices and the CIA (U.S. Cen¬ 
tral Intelligence Agency) are 
no secret in Canada," Tass 
said. 


VANDER ZALM CHIDES 
McGEER FOR HIRING 
AMERICAN FOR ICBC 

VANCOUVER (CP) — Human Resources Minis¬ 
ter William Vander Zalm said Thursday a provincial 
resident should have been hired as president of the 
Insurance Corp. of B.C. 

Vander Zalm believed Pat McGeer, minister 
responsible for the corporation, made a mistake In 
hiring Robbie Sherrell, a U.S. insurance company 
manager, for the tkb.OOO-a-year job. 

Vander Zalm told a ratepayers' meeting in Surrey 
that all work done in B.C. should be done by B.C. resi¬ 
dents. 

“If someone builds a pipeline across the north of 
this province, I want to be darn sure that it is built by- 
British Columbians." he said. In a subsequent inter¬ 
view. the minister said he would extend his policy even 
to executive posts in crown corporations 
• "We’ve got lots of good people in B.C.,” said 
Vander Zalm, adding that he would have found a 
provincial resident had he been responsible for the job 
hunt.

WAVERLY, Tenn. (Reuter) — Two derailed rail¬ 
way tank cars filled with liquefied propane gas 
exploded here Friday, killing 34 persons, injuring 
more than 200 others and setting about a score of 
buildings on fire. 

The state police said three hours after the explo¬ 
sion that it had confirmed 34 deaths and more than 200 
injuries. 

A spokesman said fire departments from all sur¬ 
rounding communities were battling fires that en¬ 
gulfed one-half the town. 

The blast, in the middle of a heavily-populated 
residential area, sent flames billowing 100 metres into 
the air. 

"It was just a big roll of flame and black smoke." 
police dispatcher W.E. Bishop said. "There were 
people in the air. landing on fire, people with their 
clothes burning." 

Helicopters from the U.S. Army and several police 
agencies were evacuating the injured to available 
hospitals—including those in Nashville, about 110 
kilometres to the east. 

The rest of the 6.000 resi¬ 
dents of the town were eva¬ 
cuated after the late after¬ 
noon blast. 

Police said fire engulfed 
the commercial district of 
the town. At least 17 buildings 
were on fire, the spokesman 
said. 

Grass around nearby 
houses also burned, but few- if 
any residences were reported 
burning. 

"There was a bright fight 
and suddenly it got very hot." 
a residenl said. "We knew it 
was those cars that caught 
fire " 

The two propane tank cars 
had derailed Thursday, offi¬ 
cials said. They exploded 
while the liquefied propane 
gas. commonly used in rural 
homes for heating and cook¬ 
ing. was being pumped from 
a derailed tapk car into a 
tank truck. 

The U.S. Army sent heli¬ 
copters from Fort Campbell. 

Ken., about 63 kilometres to 
the northeast 

Communication with the 
tiny town was virtually im¬ 
possible. The telephone com¬ 
pany said many of Its lines in 
Warverly were damaged by 
the blast. Those working were 
jammed by people calling the 
stricken town.

OTTAWA (CP) — Prime Minister Trudeau 
slammed the Parliamentary opposition as doom- 
sayers Friday night and called on Liberals to take 
a message of confidence in Canada s future to the peo¬ 
ple. 

In what is widely regarded as a major pre-elec¬ 
tion speech, the prime minister told a crowd of 
cheering Liberals: 

"We are not a sick country in a healthy world. We 
are a healthy country in a difficult world.’’ . 

He said the country needs the Liberal party to 
bring this message of confi¬ 
dence in the country's future 
to the people of Canada. 
Today there was a crisis of 
confidence, helped by the op¬ 
position. 

The prime minister, speak¬ 
ing at an accountability ses¬ 
sion at the annual policy con¬ 
vention of the Liberal party, 
lashed out at Progressive 
Conservative leader Joe 
Clark and New Democratic 
Party leader Ed Broadbent 
He swung on separatist 
premier Rene Levesque and 
* said that he has been accused 
of making his quarrel with 
the premier too personal. 

"Isn’t it a personal issue of 
you all—the unity of the coun¬ 
try?” he asked as .be got one 
of the loudest of 33 rounds of 
applause in his 45-minute 
speech. 

Trudeau is widely expected 
to call a general election in 
May or June. 

“‘This perhaps is the last 
great political gathering be¬ 
fore a general election— 
whenever it comes,” he said. 

The prime minister ac¬ 
cused Broadbent of using De¬ 
pression-era rhetoric in his 
attacks on the government 
economic policies. Clark crit¬ 
icized Finance Minister Jean 
Chretien but "he can’t even 
count the delegates in Bow 
River." 

This was a reference to a 
fight Clark lost with Conser¬ 
vative Stan Schumacher over 
who would seek the party 
nomination in the Alberta

Union officials held out little hope Friday 
night of avoiding a transit bus strike in Victoria 
and Vancouver following rejection of a media¬ 
tor’s proposed contract settlement. 4 

1 can't see anything that would avoid it now,” 
said a spokesman for the Amalgamated Transit Union 
after bus drivers, mechanics and tradesmen had voted 
down Ken Albertini’s proposals. 

The ATU, representing 3,500 members in Victoria 
and Vancouver, served 72-hour strike notice on B.C. 
Hydro before Christmas but had made several other 
attempts since then to find a solution to the stalemate. 

The union said it would have no official state¬ 
ment concerning its plans prior to a news confer¬ 
ence in Vancouver at I p.m. today. That conference is 
to follow an emergency meeting during the morning 
with the B.C. Federation of Labor executive. 

While union officials say a strike now appears a 
certainty, they aren’t prepared to say pripr to today’s 
news conference what form it will take, or when it Is 
expected to start. 

There was no immediate answer to the quev 
tion of whether it would be an all-out work stoppage, or 
a rotating strike. 

During earlier efforts to reach settlement, union 
officials said they were determined to do everything 
possible to avoid being "pushed” into a strike position. 
There were a number of behind the-scene moves, 
more mediatfon attempts and meetings with Labor 
Minister Allan Williams. 

A number of hurdles were cleared along the 
way, but some major issues remained unresolved — 
even after Alberttni's special report. 

One was the failure of Albertini to grant the 
ATU’s demand for reduction in the work week 
from 37Vi hpurs to 35 hours. This would have brought 
the bus employees in line with other Hydro employees. 

The union also failed to get its wish where 
spareboard procedures were concerned.

‘GANGSTER’ MAMMALS THREAT TO FISH 

1,000 dolphins slaughtered 


TOKYO (AP) — Japanese fishermen 
clubbed to death about 1,000 dolphins 
they herded onto a beach In an annual 
slaughter aimed at protecting.fish that 
the dolphins feed on, authorities re¬ 
ported Friday. 

One fisherman was quoting as saying 
the dolphins "are gangsters, eating cut¬ 
tlefish and yellowtails. We have to 
do something with them, or we will lose 
our catch." 

The dolphins, known for their friendli 


ness toward humans, were killed on Iki 
Island about 880 kilometres southwest of 
Tokyo. 

Pojice said fishermen in 300 boats 
joined in the roundup after a school of 
dolphins was spotted. One dolphin was 
harpooned, police said, and the others, 
gathered around the injured mammal, 
were driven toward shore 

During a five-hour pursuit the dol 
phins were herded into an inleMhat was 
sealed off by nets and the ffshermen 


rtien clubbed the mammals to death, 
police said. The remains were pushed 
back into the sea. 

Many of the dolphins were four to five 
metres long, police said. 

Environmentalists have protested the 
slaughter that is carried out each year 
m Police said some fishermen had ap 
pealed to the government to use Japa 
nose Self-Defence Forre combat planes 
to strafe the dolphins. 
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Canada ‘split’ on South African policy 


OTTAWA (CP) — Canada 
Is split down the middle on 
whether the government is 
taking the correct attitude to¬ 
ward the racial separation 
government of South Africa, 
External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson said Friday. 

He said letters showed that 
50 per cent of the people sup¬ 
port the government policy 
and 50 per cent oppose it. He 
gave no reasons behind the 
opposition while speaking to 
a workshop at a Liberal con¬ 
vention. 

But he suggested that some 
felt the policy was ineffec¬ 
tive. 

The minister appeared 
with Defence Minister Bar¬ 
ney Danson and Supply Min¬ 
ister Jean-Pierre Gayer— 
who has responsibilities In 
dealing with French-speak¬ 


ing countries in external af¬ 
fairs matters—to answer 
questions. 

They made these remarks: 

• There is not much, use in 
Canada making unilateral 
statements about such things 
as Israeli-Egyptian peace 
talks, sales of American jets 
to Egypt and the neutron 
bomb. 

• The neutron bomb Is ab- 
horent but what is worse, 
being killed by one of those or 
some other nuclear Weapon? 

• The West must do some 
hard thinking about how to 
deal with the Soviet Union 
and to talk about human 
rights statements in the wake 
of the apparent failure of the 
post-Helsinki talks at Bel-. 
grade. 

• Egyptian-Israeli settle¬ 
ment must include provision 


for Palestinians to have a 
home—some place to put 
their feet. 

• Relations with the United 
States are excellent and 
things are preceding normal¬ 
ly with the Soviet Union de¬ 
spite the fact that Canada 
recently expelled 13 mem¬ 
bers of the Soviet embassy 
for espionage. 

The ministers faced no 
strong protests to their poli¬ 
cies. 

Jamieson said he could 
give no extensive assessment 
of the effect of government 
policy started last year of 
denyig assistance to trade 
and business with South Afri¬ 
ca. One trade commission¬ 
er's office wasjjlosed. 

But he said letters—an aide 
said they numbered in the 


hundreds—showed Cana¬ 
dians are split. 

"Many think that we are 
spitting into the wind, to use a 
Down East expression.” 

But he said most of the 
presidents of the so-called 
front-line states of Africa, 
such as Zambia and Tanza¬ 
nia, felt last year's action 
had a tremendous moral im¬ 
pact and that Canada showed 
leadership that might be fol¬ 
lowed by others. 

Jamieson and Danson were 
asked by delegates why they 
did not oppose U.S. acquisi¬ 
tion of the neutron bomb—the 
weapon that can kill people 
without destroying property. 

"I'm not sure whether a 
person is less dead If he Is 
dead in the rubble of a build¬ 
ing than If he Is in a building

that Is not destroyed," said 
Jamieson. 

He said there was a certain 
repugnance about the weap¬ 
on that Danson called a “re¬ 
duced blast weapon" because 
it destroys people but not 
property. He said what was 
needed was abandonment of 
all nuclear weapons, not Just 
the neutron bomb. 

Danson said the bomb was 
a horrible weapon but then 
speculated that the existence 
of horrible weapons had kept 
the worjd at peace for 30 
years. 

The neutron bomb "brings 
the battle back to the battle¬ 
field," in that it had not the 
widespread effect of other nu¬ 
clear weapons. 

“It would be a little 
preachy” on the part of Can¬ 
ada to start opposing the neu¬ 
tron bomb by the country that 
would shoulder most of the 
load In a major war. 

Jamieson, answering ques¬ 
tions from Donald Macdon¬ 
ald, until recently finance 
minister, said Belgrade had 
shown that it was not possible 
to have full detente with the 
Soviet union and make many 
public criticisms of Its human 
rights violations.

BARK TOPS BITE ON TAXES 
DOG OWNER TELLS COURT 


BONN (UPI>—A dog's bark is worse than 
its bite when it's taxable. 

That at least was the gist of a complaint 
filed before a West German administrative 
court this week by a man who said it was 
unfair that dog owners should have ten pay 
far licences for their pets when owners of 
other pets do not. 

But the court, rejecting the suit, ruled that 
a dog's bark was definitely more disturbing 
than a cat's meow or a horse's whinny. 

Besides, the court said, dogs “soil the 


streets, playgrounds and other public places 
more than other animals." 

The high coat of horses tends to discourage 
people from owning them, the court said. 

But without a tax levied in the form of a 
licence fee, West Germany might literally 
start going to the dogs, it said. 

The cost of dog licences In West Germany 
is relatively high and gets even higher the 
more dogs one family owns. 

The fee in Bonn ranges from $47 per year 
for one dog to $212 a year for three dogs.

Mr. Young bungles 
his job again , 

WASHINGTON'S ACCEPTANCE of the agree¬ 
ment reached byPrime Minister Ian Smith and 
moderate African nationalist leaders as “a sig¬ 
nificant step In the right direction” is good news 
to all who hope to see peace restored to Rhode¬ 
sia. 

Certainly the progress which has been made 
in the Salisbury talks is remarkable — particu¬ 
larly in light of so many previous failures 
and false starts. It clearly demonstrates the 
ability on the part of responsible white and black 
Rhodesians to work together in common cause 
against almost impossible odds and without any 
encouragement from the outside world. 

The odd thing now that the U.S. State De¬ 
partment has finally placed its mark of approval 
on the Rhodesian settlement proposal Is that 
American ambassador to the United Nations 
Andrew Young still continues to denounce it. 

Although his nose might be out of joint 
because the “internal” accord was reached 
without his personal sanction and without the 
participation of the terrorist leaders with whom 
he seems to have a peculiar affinity and in whom 
he obviously places considerable trust, ft is 
hardly reason to downgrade the most hopeful 
and practical development to take place in Rho¬ 
desia during the past decade. 

Ambassador Young now finds himself odd 
man out in this area of continuing confrontation 
in Southern Africa, not only with his own 
government but with others closely involved In 
the affair. 

Britain, for instance, after giving the Salis¬ 
bury pact an initially cool reception, is now 
willing to accept it and even give it limited 
backing. The so-called “front-line" states of 
Angola, Botswana. Mozambique, Tanzania and 
Zambia could also be ready to change their 
minds on the matter, despite their public pron¬ 
ouncements to the contrary. 

Zambia, its economy dangerously weakened 
by the depressed price of copper (its major 
dollar earner) desperately needs a Rhodesian 
settlement to reopen its railway link to the sea. 
Mozambique, which lost half its foreign ex¬ 
change earnings when it closed its border and 
seaport to Rhodesia two years ago, would also 
welcome a settlement and is already taking a 
less sympathetic line with the Zimbabwe “Patri¬ 
otic Front” terrorist groups who operate from 
bases in its territory into Rhodesia. 

These are but some of the developments and 
changing attitudes which have taken place In 
Southern Africa in recent months, all pointing to 
a more optimistic future which Mr. Young must 
well know. Yet his attitude and public fore¬ 
casts of the situation have never reflected 
anything but doom, gloom and disaster. 

This, of course, is not the first time Mr. 
Young's analysis of African affairs has been 
wrong. Nor is it the first time his peculiar 
postures as a senior diplomat have brought 
considerable embarrassmemt to the United 
States. 

Washington must make certain that this 
time is his last if it wishes to maintain even a 
modicum of credibility in Africa. 


A note for 1980 

TAKE PENCIL in hand and make a note some¬ 
where of the following: Jed Baldwin, Conserva¬ 
tive Member of Parliament, says what this 
country needs is freedom-of-information legisla¬ 
tion to counter the public's outrage and cyni¬ 
cism. 

Speaking to the Winnipeg branch of the 
Canadian Public Relations Society, he said gov¬ 
ernment programs offer fewer benefits than 
promised and cost more than projected. 

Amen. 

"We have overloaded our economic and 
social system,” said the MP from Peace River. 
“Canadians have a level of expectation that the 
good things in life can be provided without cost.” 

Too true. 

“The virtue of a freedom-of-information act 
is that when government knows what they do will 
be exposed at some future time, they will exer¬ 
cise a care and a caution in the kind of 
deliberations and the kind of decisions they 
take.” said Mr Baldwin. 

That's worth writing down — because if the 
electorate finally sheds the country of the Tru¬ 
deau governnment this year, we will doubtless 
have to remind their successors of such worthy 
commitments a couple of years from now 


Mr. Speaker: the job and how to fill it 


First of two parts 

The present method of choosing a 
Speaker of the British Columbia legisla¬ 
ture can hardly be satisfactory in view 
of his reliance on the government for his 
election, his departmental funding and 
his political future. 

After sincere protestations of Inde¬ 
pendence and political non-partisan¬ 
ship, he is chosen in advance by the 
premier-elect whose wishes are dutiful¬ 
ly obeyed by a complacent majority 
who confirm the Speaker in office on the 
first meeting of a new House. 

If he displays tendencies of fairness 
to the Opposition, no doubt governments 
begin to bridle: if he is thought to 
protect the government or its ministers, 
he loses the watchful and qualified con¬ 
fidence of the Opposition. 

When his term — for the life of that 
Parliament — Is nearing an election, he 
must give thought to either fighting a 
campaign unaided by a political party 
(a form of suicide) or thrusting himself 
back into the dust of the political 
arena — which serves to confirm the 
dark suspicions of partisans that "he 
never was impartial, anyway!" 

In 1835 John Stuart Mill, the great 
political philosopher, declared that one 
of the cornerstones of the British parlia¬ 
mentary system was the then novel 
Independence of the Speaker. Because 
Britain avoided a written constitution, 
the traditions, customs and procedures

of the House of Commons, as compiled 
and guarded by the Speaker, became 
the greatest guarantee of free speech in 
Parliament and of the privileges and the 
rights of members: the surest preser¬ 
vation of the rights of Her Majesty's 
Loyal Opposition and, indeed, of parlia¬ 
mentary democracy itself. 

That independence upon which the 
glory of our system depends Is Im¬ 
paired, however, by the choosing pro¬ 
cess and the Speaker's constituency ob¬ 
ligations. It is demoralizing to that of¬ 
fice that the Speaker must come hat In 
hand to ministers over constituents' 
problems. 

It is embarrassing that he must seek 
political aid as an election approaches 
— in fact, as he sits In the chair, 
the prospect of returning to a partisan 
campaign must oppress a sensitive per¬ 
son. 

In Britain, of course, it Is traditional 
that upon elevation to the Speaker's 
throne, that person is returned at suc¬ 
ceeding elections unopposed. People in 
the Speaker's constituency understand 
his neutrality and support his re-elec¬ 
tion. 


How can the Speaker win his spurs 
when he is opposed in his election to the 
chair by the Opposition parties as hap¬ 
pened with Speaker Smith in B.C in 1976 
and with Speaker Lavoie in Quebec in 
1972? 

At Westminster, the Speaker Is no¬ 
minated not by the prime minister and 
the governments, as happens so ludi¬ 
crously in Ottawa and Victoria, but by a 
backbencher from each side of the 
House. This method assures at least a 
scintilla of propriety about the affair. 
One might cynically suppose that Prime 
Minister Trudeau is telling everybody: 
“This is my choice for Speaker. He 
bears my stamp of approval." — Surely 
the kiss of death for a man who must 
desperately be — and be seen to be — 
his own man! 

It was a happy omen for me that my 
nomination was proposed by backbench 
members on opposite sides of the House 
and. although under the B.C. system the 
rulings of the Speaker can be challenged 
by an appeal to the House, In the) 
three years from 1973 to 1975 only Gor- 1 
don Gibson challenged a ruling. The 
Issue? Could he purloin part of a resolu¬ 
tion of the Member for North Peace 


River (Smith) on the order paper to 
amend another resolution under de¬ 
bate? Beauchesne (the rule book) said, 
“no” resoundingly. 

In Ottawa, under the benign reign of 
Lamoureux, the House had abolished 
challenges to the chair as they had done 
years before at Westminster and in 
most jurisdictions. Given a few more 
years that could happen here and would 
more certainly come about once a way 
is devised to ensure an all-party choice 
for Speaker. Thus, clearly the Speaker 
would be better left exempt from the 
burden of winning an ordinary consti¬ 
tuency. 

A Speaker, nonetheless, should be In 
his origins a politician if he is to survive 
In the highly-charged political world 
that swirls around the chamber; he 
must already have been a part of that 
process to fit into it and to function well. 
It Is not the best place to attempt “on- 
the-job training" and the intricacies of 
parliamentary procedure can destroy 
anyone not versed in the rules and 
decisions of faia House and the author¬ 
ities that buttress it. 

Accepting these propositions, there 
should be a method of electing an expe¬ 
rienced political veteran, acceptable to 
all sides of the House and Isolating him 
from the hurly-burly of constituency 
politics or the intense polltcal-pressure 
from his erstwhile friends or foes.

Cold wars or detente, 
Soviets keeb on spying 


OTTAWA - The incredible 
thing about the latest Soviet 
spy case is that anyone in 
Canada can still be shocked 
or surprised by it. 

Spying and subversion are. 
and always have been, essen¬ 
tial tools of Soviet foreign 
policy which in turn reflects 
the expansionist doctrine and 
objectives of communism. So 
spying, which the KGB con¬ 
ducts ail over the world (and 
particularly in the surviving 
wide-open democracies) at 
the behest and on instruction 
of the highest Soviet author¬ 
ities, is an organic vital part 
of the totalitarian system of 
red fascism. No matter what 
tactical line the Kremlin pro¬ 
fesses to follow — be it “cold 
war” or "detente" — spying 
and subversion remain Soviet 
key operative methods 
abroad. 

The periodically updated 
stratagem of detente (the 
current version is the fifth 
since Lenin's new economic 
policy in the early 1920s) in 
tact invariably improves 
conditions for spying and 
subversion in the eagerly- 
fooled democracies. This was 
pointed out to Prime Minister 
Trudeau soon after he took 
office in 1908 by a royal com¬ 
mission on national security. 

“Canada," the commission 
said in Its report which Tru¬ 
deau chose to ignore because 
it did not fit his political phi¬ 
losophy and his plans, “re¬ 
mains the target of subver¬ 
sive activities, attempts at 
infiltration and penetration, 
and espionage operations 
conducted by Communist 



countries . . . There is no evi¬ 
dence to indicate that the 
general nature and extent of 
Communist activities in the 
intelligence field have been 
significantly affected by 
changes in international rela 
tions. by the atmosphere of 
detente or by the Communist 
doctrine of peaceful 
coexistence . . .” 

"It would^ppear,” the 
royal commRsion stated in 
1968, “that periods of detente 
with Communist powers tend 
to be accompanied by in¬ 
creased attempts at subver¬ 
sion and penetration. At the 
same time as the opportuni¬ 
ties are increasing there has 
grown a readiness to believe 
that the threat to security 
posed by communism, if it 
has not actually disappeared, 
is at least diminished. This 
has resulted in a situation in 
which defensive" measures 
are constrained and inhibited 
and accorded lowered priori¬ 
ties in terms of national atti¬ 
tudes, efforts and re¬ 
sources." Precisely. 


Prophetic words? Not real¬ 
ly. Just a well-researched, 
uncompromisingly logical 
and realistic analysis of 
facts. A timely warning, too. 

But Trudeau had no uselbr it. 

So It was dismissed as out¬ 
dated “cold war,” stuff. 

Six years later (Feb. 1, 

1974), when the Toronto Sun 
printed my column headed 
"At least 20 KGB in Ottawa," 
it was not only dismissed as 
outdated cold war stuff but 
ridiculed as “anti-Commu- 
nist paranoia." So was MP 
Otto Jelinek's list of 20 names 
of Soviet spies he read In the 
Commons two years later. 

That too was “paranoia." 
Thirteen of those 20 KGB 
agents Jelinek named have 
since been expelled for 
spying.

LONDON - We are not 
very far into 1978, but the 
contest is already closed: the 
Uriah.Heep Memorial Award 
for Groveller of the Year 
must go to Britain’s foreign 
secretary, Dr. David Owen. 
In a message to the Saudi 
royal family. Owen apolo¬ 
gized profusely for a BBC 
broadcast last month. 

The BBC had alleged that a 
Saudi princess and a Saudi 
citizen who tried to marry 
were executed because the 
man did not belong to the 
Saudi royal family. Firmly 
setting the record straight, a 
Saudi spokesman explalhed 
that they were killed because 
they had committed adul¬ 
tery. “Oh," said Dr. Owen in 
effect, “well that’s alright 
then. Sorry we mentioned it.” 

Even more embarrassing 
for the British foreign secre¬ 
tary was the fact that several 
national newspapers had not 
only repeated these wicked 
slanders against his Saudi 
friends, but had actually pub¬ 
lished photographs showing 
the man being beheaded in 
Riyadh's main square. (The 
lady was shot a few minutes 
earlier in private, as befits a 
princess). But a little ritual 
abasement by Owen set mat¬ 
ters right. 

In the words of the philoso¬ 
pher whose works adorn the 
wall in the men's room of my 
favorite pub: "Money talks, 
people whisper". Amongst 
the many others speaking in 
whispers was President 
Jimmy Carter, whose well- 
publicized concern for human 
rights developed a sudden 
sore throat. The BBC was 
absolutely correct in its re¬ 
port, and Owen. Carter and 
all the other tongue-tied 
Western politicians and diplo¬ 
mats knew perfectly well that 
the Saudi government was 
lying. 

The story of the executions 
was suppressed entirely for 
several months. When it fin¬ 
ally leaked out. the official 
Saudi line was that the prin¬ 
cess was already married, 
and that she and her lover 
were killed because of their 
adultery. 

Tp anyone familiar with the 
rvislon and restrictions 



whom she loved, they were 
caught trying to leave the 
country. 

The unmarried Saudi prin¬ 
cesses were made to witness 
her execution to bring home 
to them the importance of 
obeying the family’s dictates. 
The man who had hoped to 
be her husband was executed 
in public, as a lesson to other 
commoners. 

This was privately con¬ 
firmed to me by an utterly 
trustworthy Arabian source, 
whose high-ranking family 
includes several personal 
friends of the dead princess. 
And if I know it, you may be 
sure that the various western 
foreign offices and state de¬ 
partments know it too. 

More than 10MM people 
die every single day on this 
planet and very few of them 
deserve death. Even mur¬ 


ders run Into dozens per day. 
The killing of two more inno¬ 
cent young people will not 
scandalize the silent stones of 
the Earth that have wit¬ 
nessed so many millions of 
atrocities already. 

It was a horrible thing that 
happened to Musleh Shaer 
and Princess Misha — imag¬ 
ine the terrible dark 
thoughts, the panic-stricken 
temptation to wish they had 
never fallen in love, that ran 
through their minds as they 
awaited execution — but it 
was only another tiny trage 
dy in a big. cold universe. 

What is nauseating is the 
cowardice and hypocrisy of 
Arab governments and West 
ern governments that know 
the truth. 

Arabian money and Ara¬ 
bian oil are vital to many, 
other Arab states and to most 
industrialized nations. For 
the foreseeable future, it is 
the 6,000-strong Saudi family 
who will control “Saudi" 
Arabia, and have the predo¬ 
minating influence in the 
smaller gulf oil-producing 
states as well. 

They seized control of the 
whole country by military 
force two generations ago. 
with the help of their tribal 
kinsmen and allies and they 
hold it on the same basis. 


that female members of the 
Saudi royal family live 
under, the idea that a mar¬ 
ried princess could success¬ 
fully find an opportunity for 
adultery with a commoner is 
quite incredible. There are 
also those bleeding hearts 
who would argue that death is 
anyway rkther a harsh penal¬ 
ty for adultery. 

(There now follows a rush 
of Western “experts" urgent¬ 
ly explaining the many vir¬ 
tues of medieval Islamic law, 
to the deep embarrassment 
of most educated Arabs.

Pot and the law: 
action is overdue

The continuing refusal of the Canadian government 
to summon the almost gratuitous legislative energy that 
would now be necessary to ease the country’s marijuana 
laws is as frustrating as it is difficult to understand. 

Once marijuana could have been described as a 
controversial political issue. But not now. Not at a time 
when no fewer than nine American states impose no 
criminal sanction — but just a fine — for the possession of 
small amounts of marijuana. Not at a time when the 
United States Senate is considering a similar reform — 
and considering It, not as a momentous matter in itself, 
but simply as one part of a broader move to recodify 
federal criminal legislation. Not. certainly, at a time 
when the Criminal Justice section of the Canadian 
Bar Association’s British Columbia branch is able, with¬ 
out apology, to recommend (by a vote of 54-1) that the 
possession, cultivation and sale of marijuana on a non¬ 
profit basis be made legal. No talk here of the mere 
reduction of penalties; these lawyers (lawyers, for good¬ 
ness sake) are recommending the complete removal of 
penalties. 

In case the government has forgotten, marijuana is 
that substance defined under Canadian law as a prohibit¬ 
ed drug; it's that substance smoked by millions for 
casual amusement and. at the risk of incurring a maxi¬ 
mum penalty, in Canada, of seven years' imprisonment: 
it's that substance for whose possession 57,465 Canadians 
were arrested last year, and 33,281 of them convicted. 

If marijuana is evil at all, it is much less an evil than 
the law that prohibits it, law that creates crime rather 
than prevents it, law that breeds thousands of new 
criminals each year (placing unnecessary and extreme 
demands on the police and the courts) 

The possession of small amounts of marijuana should 
be legalized. Its distribution should be managed by the 
government. It is not yet too late for such an art of sanity. 
It certainly isn't too early.

Centre needed 
for agoraphobias 


After watching the pro¬ 
gram M Minutes on TV Feb. 
5, re phobias, I wondered why 
there Is not such help for 
agoraphobia sufferers in Vic¬ 
toria. These people have a 
fear of leaving the safety of 
their homes, consequently 
the more severe cases are 
more or less housebound. 

Group therapy classes are 
held here for those able to get 
to them and many have been 
helped — but there are possi¬ 
bly hundreds who cannot 
leave their homes and neces¬ 
sitate professional counsel¬ 
ling in their homes. Also 
many who could attend meet¬ 
ings are hindered because of 
lack of transportation. The 
doctor on the show has been 
studying phobias for 17 years 
and Instructs classes in his 
clinic, supervises outings, 


etc. For the more severe 
cases he visits personally in 
their homes. 

Re said agoraphobia suf¬ 
ferers generally speaking are 
very sensitive people and feel 
ashamed of their condition 
and hesitate relating their 
disturbing systems to any¬ 
one. Consequently for this 
reason it is not too well 
known. 

The doctor estimates that 
about two million in the 
U S A. are sufferers of agora¬ 
phobia. 

Would It be possible to have 
a treatment centre here with 
a doctor who would not only 
be in charge of the clinic but 
one who would volunteer to 
visit those who are house¬ 
bound, such as the one In 
White Plains, Kentucky?

It is not surprising that the 
students of Esquimau High 
School are defending the 
Fred Storaska film on rape. 
The film is a slick, entertain¬ 
ing presentation. The danger 
lies in the insidious nature of 
the film. 

What is surprising is that a 
police officer would choose 
such a film filled with half 
truths and which re-inforces 
misconceptions held by many 
people concerning the cir¬ 
cumstances of rape. One of 
the most serious Implications 
for women being that if they 
follow Storaska’s advise they 
will be unable to bring suit 
against their attacker. Cana¬ 
dian laws define rape as “in¬ 
tercourse without consent.” 
How could judges differenti¬ 
ate between pretense and 
real consent? 

It might be helpful for the 
students to be aware of the 
following data collected by 
the Ottawa Rape Crisis 
Centre and the Advisory 
Council on the Status of 
Women. 

Although Fred Storaska 


claims in his film to have 
been a worker with juvenile 
delinquents, there is no rec¬ 
ord anywhere in the U.S. of 
his involvement in such acti¬ 
vities, either as a volunteer 
or as a paid professional. 

Fred Storaska has no pro¬ 
fessional qualifications what¬ 
soever in either crime pre¬ 
vention education, or social 
psychology or any related 
fields. His only ‘experience’ 
in rape prevention comes 
from his lecture. He was pre¬ 
viously employed as a sales¬ 
man. 

Although Fred Storaska 
claims in his film that his 
interest in rape stems from 
having broken up a gang- 
rape of a young girl, no rec¬ 
ord of any such assault ever 
having been reported under 
the situation he describes 
exists in any police records 
anywhere in the United 
States. . 

Fred Storaska is being sued 
by the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service for tax fraud arising 
from the feet that a so-called 
charitable foundation estab¬ 


lished by him to aid rape vic¬ 
tims is in tact only a market¬ 
ing agency for his film and 
book. 

Mary Keith, former com¬ 
manding officer of New York 
City Police Sex CrimesAna- 
lysls Unit, was appalled to 
find herself listed as a direc¬ 
tor of Storaska’s organization 
With neither her knowledge 
nor her consent. 

The US. department of de¬ 
fence has said that the film is 
‘inadequate’ and that It will 
not be shown on any military 
bases. 

New York City’s board of 
education found the film un¬ 
acceptable after an evalua¬ 
tion performed by its health 
and education curriculum su¬ 
pervisor. 

Criminologist Dr. Lorenne 
Clark of the Toronto Centre 
of Criminology says that 
“Storaska is offensive to all 
those who have actively pur¬ 
sued research in this area.” 

The Metropolitan Toronto 
Police will not use the film. 

Its use has been suspended 
in London, Ontario, owing to 


the rape of a woman who 

followed its advice. 

All provincial and federal 
advisory councils on the Sta¬ 
tus of Women have opposed 
the film. 

A legal opinion prepared by 
the Ontario Status of Women 
council states that groups 
showing the film have had 
ample notice from Rape Cri¬ 
sis Centres and other groups, 
and that the advice given in 
the film: 

• Does not work; 

• Increases the chance of 
the woman being raped rath¬ 
er than being able to escape; 

• Spawns a victim mental¬ 
ity which increases the rate 
of rape; 

• Makes a criminal con¬ 
viction virtually impossible 
to obtain. 

Esquimalt police must be 
embarrassed to know that the 
film that was their major 
teaching aid was made by a 
man who has been totally dis¬ 
credited by the experts.

Alcan denies report was secret 


Bardot here 


The article entitled “Alcan 
Fluoride Linked to Ailing 
Forest” In the Feb. 5 issue of 
The Colonist may have creat¬ 
ed the impression in the 
minds of your readers that 
Alcan was withholding “se¬ 
cret” Information. Such was 
not the case. 

To claim that the report 
was secret was misleading. 
The report was in its preli¬ 
minary stage and in this form 
had been released to a sur¬ 
veillance committee in mid- 
January. The surveillance 
committee was established 
by the Pollution Control 
Branch in November 1076 to 
review and make recommen¬ 
dations regarding discharges 
to air from the Alcan smelter. 

The committee consists of 
the chairman, J. Brodie from 
the Pollution Control Branch; 
Dr. L. Kornder from the de¬ 


partment of public health; C. 
Brewer, engineer with the 
District of Kitlmat; J. Brise- 
bots representing CASAW 
(the union at Alcan); and W. 
G. Wallace, Alcan regional 
environment control officer. 

At the January meeting, 
the Murtha report was distri¬ 
buted and discussed but, 
since it was preliminary, it* 
was requested that it not be 
issued publicly until it was in 
its final form with some addi¬ 
tional explanations of the 
data. This, incidentally, was 
the first time Alcan officials 
had discussed the report with 
Dr. Murtha. 

A standing agreement with 
the committee has been that 
information would only be is¬ 
sued outside the committee 
by the chairman. However, a 
copy of the report somehow 
found its way to The Colonist. 


The function of the com¬ 
mittee and the facts sur¬ 
rounding the issuance of the 
report were explained to your 
reporter on two occasions be¬ 
fore the article appeared. 

Also, to say that a feasibili¬ 
ty study written In July was 
never released is to imply 
that something relevant was 
being hidden. 

This study was simply a 
report to indicate the method 
of how air photos could be 
taken and interpreted. The 
air photos taken In August 
1977 followed this report. 
There was no reason why the 
feasibility study should (or 
should not) have been re¬ 
leased. 

We have not been withhold¬ 
ing information and the 
Murtha report will be re¬ 
leased in its final form. The 
report contains nothing star¬ 


tling. Its findings are consis¬ 
tent with the findings of a 
Reid, Collins study which was 
issued in February 1977 that 
showed there is a reduction of 
growth in the trees in the 
vicinity of the plant of some 
20 per cent over an area of 
16,000 acres. The value of the 
lost growth is estimated at 
some $150,000 over the 22 
years the smelter has been 
operating. 

The Murtha report pro¬ 
vides a base line for further 
photographical surveys in 
years to come to determine 
the effect of the smelter fume 
of the surrounding vegeta¬ 
tion.

I am convinced 
that they intended it to con¬ 
tinue as an acute care hospi¬ 
tal. We all know, however, 
that today many parts of it 
are old and outdated, over¬ 
crowded, with draughty win¬ 
dows and most inadequate 
electrical wiring facilities. 

Nevertheless, with the OK 
acres of convent ground, and 
the main street sewers al¬ 
ready in place just in front of 
the Academy building, (con¬ 
necting Belleville and South- 
gate Streets), It seems to me 
an ideal site to start with, for 
a new hospital. 

The convent is a very old 
building, (surely no one has 
any ideas of preserving that). 
If it were pulled down, a good 


start could be made on a new 
hospital, say a four storey 
building for medical patients 
as a first phase. By closing 
the block of Humboldt Street 
from Quadra to Rupert 
Street, and having connect¬ 
ing covered hallways at the 
second floor level as they do 
for English hospitals, the 
building could proceed in var¬ 
ious stages. This block could 
then be a covered emergency 
parking area. The Collison 
wing which Is a much newer 
addition is an attractive fair¬ 
ly up-to-date section, and 
possibly could be incorporat¬ 
ed into the entire concept 

With regard to the present 
bed situation at both the ex¬ 
isting hospitals, not much has 
been mentioned about the 
long list of patients waiting 
for extended care facilities. 
For this reason, I personally 
think, that the Helmcken 
Road site would be an Ideal 
location for a combined ex¬ 
tended care and personal 
care hospital, having 150 beds 
for each. This would also 
allow the residents in the Ut¬ 
ter to take a bus downtown, 
and not be ao IsoUted as they 


are at present at Tilllcum 
Lodge on Interurban Road, 
where the buses are few and 
far between, and cost, I un¬ 
derstand, 80 cents a ride. 
This is quite out of reach of 
their finances! 

This type of hospital would 
probably be about the half the 
cost of an acute care hospital, 
not requiring the expensive 
operating rooms, nuclear de¬ 
partment and x-rays etc. 

These beds would be filled 
very quickly, as well those to 
be added to Glengarrry and 
St. Mary's Priory, for it is 
well known that Victoria, 
with its marvellous climate, 
has the highest number of 
over sixties per population, 
than any other city in Cana¬ 
da. 

Then too, the Langford, 
Colwood, Sooke, Metchosin 
and View Royal areas, with 
their rapidly, expanding pop¬ 
ulation, surely have a right to 
their own acute care hospital, 
situated In a central location, 
where it would be more ac¬ 
cessible to all. 

As for money, we are told 
that the present provincial 


government is saving mil¬ 
lions in many departments — 
so why not invest it, in a 
permanent, humanitarian 
way by: 

• Building Helmcken Road 
Hospital for the purpose I 
have suggested; 

• Build a modern acute 
earehospital on the site of the 
Victoria General Hospital 
and St. Ann’s Academy com¬ 
bined; 

• Plan for an acute care 
hospital in the Langford/Col- 
wood area; 

• Also think of utilising 
some of the schools that are 
being phased out, as homes 
for senior citizens, or the 
handicapped who require juat 
personal care. 

As I have nursed In acuta 
care, personal care, and ex¬ 
tended care hospitals, I do 
have some knowledge and ex¬ 
perience at each level, and 
should anyone be interested 
in any of my ideas, I am 
available. I only need a "soap 
box."

Socred spendthrifts 
spell deficit— NDP

The NDP claims the provin¬ 
cial government has over 
spent its budget by $167 mil¬ 
lion and will present the peo¬ 
ple with a deficit at the end 
of March. 

Finance Minister Evan 
Wolfe said Friday those 
charges were nonsensical and 
guaranteed that when the fis¬ 
cal year ends the treasury 
would be in the black. 

The debate on deficit ver¬ 
sus surplus started a week 
ago when the Vancouver Sun 
listed special warrant spend¬ 
ing in recent months and re¬ 
ferred to the various pro¬ 
grams as “budget overruns." 

Since then, several mem 
bers of the Opposition, includ¬ 
ing NDP Leader David Bar¬ 
rett and fbrmer finance min¬ 
ister David Stuplch. have crit¬ 
icized Social Credit for its 
“overruns.” 

Wolfe said Friday that the 
Opposition attacks were part 
of “an orchestrated attempt 
to throw doubt on the true 
condition of the finances of 
theprovince of British Colum¬ 
bia " 

Defending the special war 
rant spending, Wolfe said it 
was a procedure used by most 
governments to initiate new 
programs during a financial 
year 

“Warrants have only been 
issued by this government 
when there was cash avail¬ 
able in the current year’s bud¬ 
get.” Wolfe said. “In the pre¬ 
vious government s adminis¬ 
tration, government war¬ 
rants were issued when cash 
was dwindling and rigfat in the 
face of a deficit.

Wolfe.listed the special 
warrant programs approved 
by cabinet without the full 
authorization of the Legisla 
lure:

million; agriculture and rural 
development, $6 million; 
transfer of Vancouver Re 
sources Board people to 
Human Resources, $8.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

Other special warrants ap 
proved the spending of 
$800,000 for reservoir water 
wav Improvement and $7,8 
million to “cover the financial 
mess at Swan Valley Foods," 
Wolfe said. 

“The bulk nf these dollars is 
going to provide additional 
services to people and for 
additional jobs." he added 
"Our highways program 
alone spells 7.000 jobs." 

Wolfe said the NDP attacks 
were "mischievous and un¬ 
truthful and serve to do noth¬ 
ing but undermine investor 
confidence. The Opposition's 


statements will be proven 
wrong when the accounts are 
tabled in the Legislature. I 
repeat, we will have a surplus 
this year as predicted in the 
third quarterly report.whlch 
was made public last month." 

In theory, special warrant 
spending is confined to new. 
expanded or urgent programs 
which have not received de¬ 
tailed spending approval by 
the Legislature but may have 
been approved in principle. 

In fact special warrant 
spending is sometimes used to 
get programs under way 
without the spotlight of debate 
in the Legislature. The $63 
million for highways, for ex¬ 
ample. was approved shortly 
afterthehouse had completed 
its debate on highway spend¬ 
ing. 


HANNA, Alla. (CP) - Joe 
Clark said Friday the will of 
Canada to stay together had 
never been weaker and the 
economy was In bad shape, 
but “there is ntfreason for us 
to feel this country Is going 
downhill." , 

Clark made the comments 
during a luncheon address in 
Hanna, about 160 kilometres 
northeast of Calgary—one of 
the largest towns in former 
Conservative MP Jack 
Horner’s Crowfoot riding 

It was the first public state¬ 
ment Clark has made in the 
constituency since he was 
chosen Progressive Conser¬ 
vative leader in February, 
1076. 

Referring to a published 
poll released Thursday, 
Clark said half the voters In 
the riding would vote against 
Horner—now a Liberal cabi¬ 
net minister—if a federal 
election were held tomorrow 

He criticized the govern¬ 
ment for overspending, fail¬ 
ing to head off devaluation of 
Ihe dollar and for undermin¬ 
ing general confidence in the 
economy. 

Clark did not name Homer, 
but look shots at Prime Min¬ 
ster Trudeau, saying Tru¬ 
deau is a European Canadian 
interested In refining ideas 
instead of building the coun- 
try. 

"What we have to do is to 
go back to the practical expe¬ 
rience of practical people," 
he said. 

Clark said he wanted to 
lead a country that will "let 
the builders build." 

He told reporters the opin¬ 
ion poll, commissioned and 
published by Calgary Herald, 
should not be taken too 
seriously by Conservatives. 

“They might stop working. 
I just don't want anyone to 
give up." 

This was his advice to Ar¬ 
nold Malone. Conservative 
MP for Battle River, who 
plans to contest the Crow foot 
seat and who accompanied 
Clark to the luncheon, in ad¬ 
dition to a visit to a high 
school question and answer 
session and a stop at a stock 
yard auction 


A section of Malone's ri¬ 
ding will become part of 
Crowfoot under a boundary 
redistribution which Is effec¬ 
tive for the next election, ex¬ 
pected before the end of the 
year. 

Clark told the students he 
would have headed off the 
drastic decline In the value of 
Ihe Canadian dollar last sum¬ 
mer by reducing government 
spending. 

A Conservative govern 
ment would reduce spending 
by freezing public service 
hiring for three years, reduc- 
ing government hiring 
through private contracts 
and cutting red tape. 

A $2.2 billion tax cut would

Clark was questioned about 
capital punishment, wage 
and price controls, govern¬ 
ment centralization.

It can 
also be neglect, emotional as 
well as physical, verbal, or 
sexual. Moat of the children 
affected are under three 
years old. and they frequent- 
ly suffer permanent physical 
or emotional impairment. 
The parents of such children 
were often abused as children 


themselves, according to Ron 
Montpettt, co-ordinator of the 
public education program 
Parents in Crisis, in addi¬ 
tion to offering group discus¬ 
sions In which problems can 
be shared and solutions 
found, also maintains a num¬

ICBC accused of favoritism 


VANCOUVER (CP)-The 
government-owned Insur¬ 
ance Corp. of British Colum¬ 
bia is doing special favors for 
the only private Insurer of 
automobiles in the province, 
says MLA Dennis Cocke 
(NDP—New Westminster). 

“The provincial govern¬ 
ment is so desperate to bring 
private insurance back to 
B.C. that It is doing special 
favors for the private insur¬ 
ers. and it means the average 
cost of insurance in this pro¬ 
vince is going to go up 
again,” Cocke said in a news 
release. 

“Under the arrangement. 
ICBC staff and facilities will 
be used to do appraisals for 
Royal Insurance, the only 
private insurer of automo¬ 
biles currently operating in 
B.C.,” said Cocke, a former 
New Democratic Party cabi¬ 
net member and once a 
director of the NDP-estab- 
lished ICBC. 

Bev Penhall. information 
spokesman for ICBC, con¬ 
firmed that the Crown cor¬ 
poration did provide copies 
of Its appraisals of damaged 
vehicles to Royal, for $29 an 
appraisal if the car involved 
was a drive-in claim, and $25 
if it was a tow-in claim, and if

the vehicle had both ICBC 
and Royal coverage. 

ICBC is the only source of 
the basic $75,000 third-party 
public liability insurance all 
car owners must have, but 
under a policy change intro¬ 
duced by the Social Credit 
government, private firms 
now can provide supplemen¬ 
tary public liability insur¬ 
ance, plus all-peril coverage, 
in competition with ICBC. 


Cocke said he doubts that 
the fees charged by ICBC 
cover the actual cost of staff 
time and use of ICBC claim 
centres and facilities. 

Pephall said the fees were 
set on.the basis of what other 
insurance appraisers were- 
charging for the time and ef¬ 
fort involved in making ap¬ 
praisals. 

He said ICBC was not set 
up for profit-making, but was 
“quite sure that our labor 
costs and overhead are such 
that we have room for a profit 
in the $25." 

Keith Barkes, Vancouver 
branch underwriting and 
marketing manager for 
Royal, said competing pri¬ 
vate insurance companies in 
other places operated claim 
centres on a co-operative ap¬ 
praisal-sharing basis. 

He said the ICBC co-opera¬ 
tion applied only to claims 
resulting from vehlcle-to-ve- 
hicle accidents, and not In the 
case of single-vehicle acci¬ 
dent claims. 


People are going to have to 
report vehicle-to-vehicle ac¬ 
cidents- and make their 
claims In ICBC claims 
centres anyway, he said, and 


ICBC’s provision of appraisal 
copies to Royal is simply a 
convenience that has no 
bearing on the competitive¬ 
ness of the two organizations

Document could curb 
powers to subpoena 


MONTREAL (CP) - The 
Keabie commission released 
a legal document Friday 
which outlines its plans to 
contest Tuesday’s Quebec 
Court of Appeal ruling which 
could limit the power of all 
provincial inquiries to sub¬ 
poena documents from feder¬ 
al cabinet ministers. 

The appeal court shut the 
Quebec commission down for 
several reasons, including 
that it did not have the right 
tn issue sapoenas against for¬ 
mer solicitor-general Fran¬ 
cis Fox. 

Keable’s sole researcher 
Hubert Sacy released the 400- 
page document with which 
commission lawyers will re¬ 
quest leave to appeal the rul¬ 
ing before the Supreme Court 
of Canada. The lawyers will 
face a three-judge panel of 
the court March 6. 

Sacy said he and the com¬ 
mission’s two lawyers, Mi¬ 
chel Decary and Jean-Pierre 
Lussier, had worked 28 hours 
each in the space Of two days 
this week in order to deliver 
the request to lawyers (or the 
federal solicitor-general, jus¬ 
tice minister and RCMP by 
Thurday afternoon. 

Had they not met the dead¬ 
line. arguments on the re¬ 
quest would have been de¬ 


layed until March 20 because 
of the high court's rules of 
procedure, he said. 

“Tuesday night, we did 
nothing," Sacy added. “But 
Wednesday we started at 
eight in the morning and fin¬ 
ished at two in the morning 
and on Thursday we worked 
from 8 a m. to six in the after¬ 
noon." 

Printers and layout staff 
worked through most of 
Wednesday nigit add Thurs¬ 
day morning to get the re¬ 
quest onto regulation-size 
paper and into the standard 
Supreme Court binder. 

In the request the com¬ 
mission contends that the ap¬ 
peals court erred in law by 
holding that Commissioner 
Jean Keabie may have bro¬ 
ken the Official Secrets Act 
by releasing some RCMP 
documents over objections 
from former solicitor-gener¬ 
al Fox. 

Fox’s lawyers did not ac¬ 
cept Keable's invitation to 


argue against the production 
of the documents, the com¬ 
mission said. 

The appeals ruling was 
made “on the basis of simple 
apprehensions that are not 
based in fact.. . and on pure 
speculation as to a violation 
of the law on official-se¬ 
crets,” it said.

Ian Sinclair, the company's 
chairman and chief executive 
officer, earned $330,450 last 
year, while company presi¬ 
dent F.S. Burbidge earned 
$103,050! Vice-president 
Keith Campbell earned $146.- 
550. 

The figures include sa¬ 
laries and directors’ fees paid 
the three executives by Cana- 
dian Pacific and Its associat¬ 
ed companies. 

A court action to have the 
information made public was 
-Initiated by the Vancouver 
Sun under the U.S. Freedom

of Information legislation. 
The Sun applied last spring 
for publication of salaries for 
1074, 1075 and 1076, which the 
SEC had previously allowed 
the company to keep secret. 

Such Information Is nor¬ 
mally available on all com¬ 
panies trading on U.S. stock 
exchanges. 

(The Sun had sought the 
Information for an article 
that was examining whether 
or not salaries of executives 
in various companies were 
complying with the regula¬ 
tions of the Anti-Inflation 
Board. The maximum In¬ 
crease for anybody is $2,400 
annually. AJ1 the other com¬ 
panies that were asked for 
such information, supplied it 
without protest.) 

A company lawyer filed a 
motion Tuesday In U.S. Dis¬ 


trict Court of Appeals in 
Washington, D.C., to with¬ 
draw Canadian Pacific from 
its lengthy fight with the 

SEC. 

Canadian Pacific,- whose 
shares are traded on the New 
York Stock Exchange, had 
been seeking an exemption, 
arguing that this information 
would barm its competitive 
position and would aid advo¬ 
cates of nationalization of Its 
railway division. 

U.S.-owned companies 
must normally disclose exec¬ 
utive salaries to their share¬ 
holders, but until the com¬ 
mission agreed last spring to 
the Sun’s demands for disclo¬ 
sure of the Canadian Pacific 
salaries, the Montreal-based 
company was able to keep the 
Information confidential. 

Canadian Pacific immedi¬ 


ately appealed the commis¬ 
sion's ruling and, since June, 
the company and the com¬ 
mission had filed various 
briefs with the appeal court. 

The SEC argued that the 
claims were based on politi¬ 
cal and social factors, not 
economic considerations and 
that the company failed to 
understand the intent and 
scope of the Freedom of In¬ 
formation legislation.

Kitimat death bears hint of election 


By STEPHENHTJME 


The federal government’s 
squelching of the $7S0-ml)lion 
Kitimat oil pojt and pipeline 
came, not surprisingly, with 
the likelihood of a federal 
election only a few months 
away. 

The political careers of fed¬ 
eral Environment Minister 
Len Marchand (Ka.mloops- 
Cariboo) and Fitness Min¬ 
ister Iona Campagnolo 
(Skeena) were given a boost, 
and the Liberals lost no more 
than a handful of votes by 
their decision. 

Justice Minister Ron Bas- 
ford (Vancouver-Centre) also 


came out looking like a winner 
as a result of Marchand’s an¬ 
nouncement, which was made 
only a few hours after West 
Coast Oil Ports Inquiry com¬ 
missioner Andrew Thompson 
said at a special news confer¬ 
ence In Ottawa that the feder- 
al government had two 
choices: Resume the inquiry 
or "kill” the proposal. 

Marchand said shortly 
after Thompson’s ultimatum 
that the cabinet decided there 
was no need for a West Coast 
oil port now or in the forsee- 
able future because the bene¬ 
fits of establishing such a port 
would not be sufficient to off¬ 
set the danger of risking an oil 
spill. 


That's what environmenta¬ 
lists, Indians and the fisher¬ 
men’s union have been saying 
for IS months and at a $1- 
mi11 ion-plus cost to taxpay¬ 
ers, the bill for the West Coast 
Oil Ports inquiry. 

But It wasn’t just an oil spill 
Marchand was worrying 
about or the potential loss to 
fisheries. 

As environment minister. 
Marchand was well aware 
that air pollution in the Kiti¬ 
mat area Is extreme because 
of hydrocarbon and hydrogen 
fluoride KLOOO.pounds a day) 
emissions from the Alcan 
smelter in Kitimat. 

Combined with the air pol¬ 
lution from tankers offloading 


at an oil port terminal, the 
situation might have become 
intolerable. 

Marchand has enough prob¬ 
lems now with Alcan, not the 
least of which are several 
studies indicating tnat Alcan 
smelter emissions are killing 
off forest in the Kitimat Val¬ 
ley. 

in addition, a very real so¬ 
cial problem with the Kitimat 
proposal was the Influx of 
temporary male workers and 
“boom and bust” economy 
which traditionally follows 
these kinds of massive, capi¬ 
tal-intensive developments. 

The votes the federal gov- 


emment lost by Its decision 
were from the few Kitimat 
businessmen who complained 
after Marchand’s announce¬ 
ment that it was "dirty poli¬ 
tics.” 

The government didn’t win 
any praise from American- 
dominated Kitimat Pipe Line 
Ltd. either, a consortium 
composed of five U.S. and one 
Canadian company. 

So after a 15-month battle, 
and a hefty bill footed by tbe 


taxpayers, the government 
decided there would be no 
Kitimat ollport, now, or in the 
forseeable future. 

Some people in B.C. are 
wondering Just how the gov¬ 
ernment defines the “forsee¬ 
able future.” 

It could mean anytime be¬ 
tween now and the next elec¬ 
tion. When the election is 
over, or in the next decade, 
who knows what's in store for 
Kitimat?

Pouliot, an instrument mechanic, was completing a 
check at the station. 25 miles west of Prince Rupert, 
when the wave hit the rocks on which he was walking 
and swept him off his feet and oat.

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MDs say no to optometry school 


ByPAULDeGROOT 


Judge Fred Green expressed sympathy to a Victoria 
butcher In Victoria provincial court Friday after finding him 
guilty of non-compliance with a Food and Drug Act regula¬ 
tion concerning advertising of meat prices. 

Alvin Alexander Bailey, president of Victoria Meat 
Market Ltd., K 25 Johnson, conducted his own defence on 
two charges of “advertising a portion of a carcass of 
beef... without the words -weight loss In cutting, boning 
and trimming will Increase the price per pound." The 
counts referred to ads In the Victoria dally newspapers in 
which the butcher shop offered beef sides at 79 cents 
S pound and beef hinds at W cents a pound. 

"Mr. Bailey, I’ve thoroughly enjoyed the afternoon," 
Green said. “On a strictly legal basis, I'va had to find 
against you.” 

Green fined the company $50 on the first count and $25 
on the second count. 

He ruled that while there was no Intention to deceive or 
"short-weight" the public, he had to rule on legal compli¬ 
ance with the regulation. 

Bailey, who handled bis own defence capably, argued 
that his advertised prices In this case were for "hanging 
weight,” which was precisely the same as after it had been 
cut. boned and trimmed. He pointed out that the prices 
quoted were for sides of beef and that the sides were 
weighed whole, then cut, bonad and trimmed, and fin¬ 
ally wrapped separately and put Into individual bags ac¬ 
cording to cuts of meat, bones and fat. 

Bailey contended that there was no such thing as waste 
and that some of his customers wanted the bones for soup 
or their dogs and emphasized that everything that was 
weighed hanging was given to the customer. 

"If we weigh It at 150 pounds. It goes out at 150 
pounds.” Bailey stated. “Where's the Increase In price per 
pound?” 

Dlgby Kler, head of the justice ministry criminal branch 
in Vancouver, argued that the legislation was designed to 
protect the ordinary consumer and said the only argument 
was that Bailey didn't call tbe bones and trimming excess. 

Because he handed over everything which was weighed 
while the carcass was hanging, Bailey said, he was of the 
view he didn’t have to com ply with the regulation stipulating 
the words had to be included In his ads. 

"We should be charged for putting it (words) In,” ha 
said. "We’re lying." 


Kler also appeared before Judge Harold Alder fit the 
morning when Daon Development Corp. of Vancouver was 
charged with misleading advertising under the Combines 
Investigation Act in connection with a Victoria Dally 
Times ad Jan. M. 

The ad said that persons earning $12,00$ a year quali¬ 
fied for a three-bedroom home at eight per cent mort¬ 
gage in condomlnluma built at Montreal and Niagara in 
James Bay. * 

Kler asked that the case be remanded until March IT to 
fix a trial date. 


David Arthur Cathers, 20, of 11091 West Saanich, ap¬ 
peared before Alder and was remanded until next Thurs¬ 
day after crown counsel Nicholas Lang told the court 
Cathers was scheduled to appear In Supreme Court next 
Wednesday for a bail application. 

Cathers is charged with second-degree murder In the 
Feb. IS death of 20-year-old Gerhardt Malcolm Klrmshe.

Ronald Mathew Burrows, 10, of 980 Wordsley, and Craig

Surrey voting 
not irregular 

eminent action was warrant¬ 
ed. 

The group said at least two 
busloads of ineligible voters 
were brought Into Surrey 
from Vancouver, that some of 
those voting were underage 
and that some voted more 
than once. 

Other charges were that an 
overflow of ballots were 
stored In garbage bags, that 
voter registration cards and 
other election forms were 
found In garbage bins at vari¬ 
ous polling stations, that cam- 
palgn literature was also 
found in garbage bins Inside 
the polling stations, that poll¬ 
ing booths provided inade¬ 
quate privacy and that a mo¬ 
bile poll set up near a senior 
citizens' complex closed 
early, preventing many from 
voting. 


An optometry school at the 
University of Victoria would 
not fill a critical need for 
trained workers In the eye- 
care field; it would simply 
put more people Into a field 
that Is already overcrowded 

That assessment of the sit¬ 
uation was made Thursday 
by Dr. Jack Quigley of Hali¬ 
fax, president of the Canadi¬ 
an Ophthalmologlcal Society, 
during a visit to Victoria. 

Quigley said his visit to 
B.C. was prompted by the 
B.C. Medical Association's 
concern about the medical 
manpower situation In the 
province. The BCMA feels 
that,there may be too many 
people in health care, he said. 

The statistics to back up 
that feeling are probably sit- 
tins in the report of a provin¬ 
cial vision care task force, 
Quigley said. That report was 
handed to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment last fall, but has not 
yet been released. 

Nevertheless, there Is evi¬ 
dence of no real demand for 
more optometrists in the pro¬ 
vince, and development of a 
school of optometry at UVIe 
would create a surplus of peo¬ 
ple In the field, who would 
create an artificial demand, 
Quigley said. 

Optometrists have been ar¬ 
guing that a severe shortage 
of optometrists already exists 
In Western Canada, and it will 
become worse as the number 
of retiring optometrists ex¬ 
ceeds tbe number graduating 
from the only English-speak¬ 
ing school of optometry In 
Canada, at tbe University of 
Waterloo. They have strongly 
supported a UVIc bid for es¬ 
tablishment of a school of 
optometry. 

They point out that about 50 
per cent of the population re¬ 
quires some kind of visual 
aid, but the ratio of optome¬ 
trists to population In Canada 
is about one to 14,000. 

But those statistics must be 
put in context with what the 
role of tbe optometrist should 
be, Quigley said. 

(An ophthalmologist is a 
physician who specializes in 
eye care. He can prescribe 
drugs, and perform surgery. 
An optometrist Is skilled at 
measuring optical aberra¬ 
tions and prescribing correc¬ 
tive lenses for them. He 
usually sells glasses and con¬ 
tact lenses as well. An opti¬ 


cian usually sells glasses 
from the prescription of an 
ophthalmologist or optome¬ 
trist.) 

"Can they cooperate? Can 
optometrists be technicians 
working In tbe ophthalmolo¬ 
gists' offices? Or are they eye 
doctors, working on their 
own?” Quigley asked. 

“If you Say you need op¬ 
tometrists for primary eye 
care, then you will need a lot 
of them.” 

But if they are only going to 
do refractions, the number of 
optometrists might be suffi¬ 
cient. 

One major concern of op¬ 
tometrists is the development 
of sophisticated electronic 
equipment which can auto¬ 
matically do a "refraction” 
In a matter of seconds. Al¬ 
though expensive, these de¬ 
vices are already used by 
some optometrists, and sug¬ 
gestions have been made that 
buying glasses may some day 
be as simple as using a coin- 
operated automatic refrac¬ 
tion device and pushing a few 
buttons. 

“The occupation of optome¬ 
try is slowly being taken over 
by machines,” Quigley said. 

One factor particularly Irk¬ 
some to ophthalmologists, 
Quigley said. Is that optome¬ 
trists are moving Into areas 
heretofore considered their 
function. 

Optometrists are prescrib¬ 
ing treatment for patients 
with genetic defects, high 
blood pressure, or diabetes, 
whose eyesight has been af¬ 
fected by their condition, be 
said. 

“They are encroaching on 
the practice of medicine. 

“Eye care Is actually part 
of medical care. You can't 
separate them,” he stressed. 
An Ontario study showed that 
one-third of tbe eye-care pay¬ 
ments in that province are 
made to general practition¬ 
ers, for Instance. 

Quigley questioned the 
standard practice in optomet- 
ric offices of both prescribing 
and selling eyewear. 

"I don't think tbe person 


doing the examination should 
sell the merchandise under 
any conditions.” 

It Is unethical for an oph¬ 
thalmologist to sell eyewear, 
and to take another parallel 
In medicine, physicians are 
strictly prohibited from hav¬ 
ing any interest in pharma¬ 
cies, Quigley noted. 

“Optometrists are Involved 
tn what I consider to be a 
conflict of Interest.” 

When reminded that optom¬ 
etrists say they sell eyewear 
at wholesale, and charge only 
for their services, Quigley re¬ 
sponded, "do you believe 
that?” 

"What we’re saying (to op¬ 
tometrists) Is be a commer¬ 
cial person if you wish, or be 
a professional person if you 
wish, but you can’t be both." 

The dual role played by op¬ 
tometrists accounted for their 
low productivity when com¬ 
pared with ophthalmologists, 
Quigley claimed. 

One fact unearthed by the 
provincial vision care task 
force is that the average oph¬ 
thalmologist sees more than 
2,000 patients each year, 


while the average optome¬ 
trist sees 1,200, Quigley said. 
When asked to explain the 
difference, optometrists said 


they had to spend time fitting 
and selling frames, as well as- 
seeing patients. 

“We think those people are 


under-utilized. And because 
they are under-utilized we 
find It difficult to conceive of 
producing more of them.”

Now in his fourth full sea¬ 
son with Victoria Cougars, 
Fraser is finally showing the 
scoring prowess he flashed as 
a 17-year-old sophomore and 
he's confident he can keep 
piling up the points in the last 
13 league games of the cur¬ 
rent campaign. 

The husky leftwinger has 
had an excellent February, 
scoring 13 goals and assisting 


on 10 others In 11 games and 
he has hit the net five times In 
his last three starts at Me¬ 
morial Arena. 

The North Vancouver (by 
way of Winnipeg) product 
has 44 goals and 33 assists 
in 52 games and firmly be¬ 
lieves he can surpass the 50- 
goal mark by the end of the 
season. 

The only player still with 
the club from the champion¬ 
ship season of 1974-75, Fraser 
is the Cougar all-time leader 
in games (252), goals (138), 
assists (170) and, obviously, 
points (308) and he’s only 3« 
minutes behind former cap¬ 


tain Kim Clackson’s penalty 
total of 584 minutes. 

“I may be able to get that 
one too," Fraser Joked Fri¬ 
day, “but I’m not going out of 
my way to get into trouble.” 

Much to coach Jack 
Shupe’s pleasure, Fraser is 
doing his best to put the puck 
into opposition nets and, in 
Shupe’s view, that’s what 
professional league scouts 
are looking for this year. 

“Curt plays the game much 
like Lanny McDonald did In 
this league, stay on the wing 
and shoot hard," Shupe said, 
referring to the highscoring 
rightwinger with Toronto 


Maple Leafs. Shupe coached 
McDonald for two seasons In 
Medicine Hat and feels 
Fraser can fire the puck as 
hard if not quite as accurate¬ 
ly as McDonald, who tallied 
112 goals in a 142-game 
WCHL career. 

Fraser credits' Shupe's 
prodding to shoot more often 
and the play of linemates 
Cary Lupul and rookie Mike 
Shields with his recent suc¬ 
cess. 

"Since Mike has been with 
us, he has had at least a goal 
a game and it has been a lot 
easier for me," Fraser said. 

Fraser has had a variety of 


linemates since moving here 
from Kelowna Buckarooa of 
the B.C. Junior Hockey 
League in-1974. 

He played his rookie cam¬ 
paign with Jim Gustafson 
and Don Calms and then 
teamed v.ith Gustafson and 
Jeff McDIII for a 43-84-107 
point season. 

But a succession of line- 
mates and nagging injuries 
reduced his totals to 34 goals 
and 41 assists last season 
and It appeared this cam¬ 
paign wasn't going to be 
much better. 

’’The whole team got off to 
a slow start and I didn't help 
much," Fraser admitted. 


But a stint with Team Can¬ 
ada In the world Junior cham¬ 
pionships In Quebec at 
Christmas time and the re¬ 
turn of Lupul to full strength 
after a knee Injury turned 
things around for the Cougar 
captain and the team. 

Despite the recent success, 
Cougars are by no means as¬ 
sured of a playoff berth and 
must do well in a four-game 
series with first-place Port¬ 
land Winter Hawks which 
starts here Tuesday night.

Has Fraser any regrets 
about putting In four seasons 
with the Cougars? 

“I won’t miss the bus trips 
and some of the hassles the 
team has had In the past but 
I’ve been treated well here 
and like living here. Players 
have to give up something as 
a junior to get what the pro 
teams are ottering."

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Hockey Canada set 
to demand change 


TORONTO (CP) - Hockey 
Canada will tell the Interna¬ 
tional Ice Hockey Federation 
at a meeting In Amsterdam 
today that It will send a team 
to the wprld championship In 
Prague In April providing the 
IIHF agrees to a minor 
schedule change. 

But It will also say Canada 
won't be represented In fu¬ 
ture world championships. 
Including 1979 In Moscow, un¬ 
less there are changes in the 
structure of international 
hockey. 

Hockey Canada chairman 
Douglas Fisher, Canadian 
Amateur Hockey Association 
president Gordon Renwlck 
and Alan Eagleson, executive 
director of the National 
Hockey League Players’ As¬ 
sociation, left for Amsterdam 
after a meeting of Hockey 
Canada's board of directors 
Friday. 

Eagleson, Hockey Cana¬ 
da's negotiator on interna¬ 
tional operations involving 
the pros, said the committee 
will ask that the game be¬ 
tween Sweden and Canada on 
Saturday, May f, be started 
an hour earlier so it will not 
conflict with television cover¬ 
age of the Kentucky Derby. 

"If I get that everything Is 
triggered. I'll be able to satis¬ 
fy the NHL and I’ll be able to 
satisfy the sponsors.” 

Hockey Canada's other de¬ 
mands won't be that simple. 
Primarily it wants the IIHF 
to abandon the present ar¬ 
rangement whereby a world 
championship is held every 
year and instead hold it every 
second year. 

It would like to see a four- 
year cycle with an Olympic 
tournament one year, the 
world championship the next 
year, then a Canada Cup 
tournament and another 
world championship the year 
after that. 

“We want some changes or 
we'li tell them there won’t be 
any team in Moscow or in 
future tournaments," Fisher 
told a news conference. He 
added that Iona Campagnolo,

' minister of state, fitness and 
amateur sport, had premised 
to support the demands. 

Hockey Canada also wants 
to bring order out of the chaos 
of international hockey by 
having tha IIHF, at its 
congress in Italy next sum¬ 
mer, approve an umbrella 
agreement for future games 
between European and North 
American teams. 

Such an agreement would 
cover the world junior cham¬ 
pionship, games against NHL 
and World Hockey Associa¬ 
tion teams (providing the 
WHA continues to operate) 
and other tours by club 
teams. 

Fisher Said the Europeans 
think Canada is “haywire" 
because “we have teams run¬ 
ning all over the place” and 
the CAHA usually finds Itself 
In the middle of controversies 
over which tours should or 
should not be approved. 

He added that Hockey Can¬ 
ada will negotiate a new 
agreement with the CAHA to 
replace the one signed In 1989 
“so that we can present a 
united front when dealing 
with the Europeans." 

The makeup of Team Can¬ 


ada will be a little different 
than last year, Fisher said. 
Fearer players will be taken 
to Europe and. in addition to 
picking them from NHL and 
WHA teams that miss the 
playoffs or are eliminated ip 
the NHL’s first round, some 
might come from teams 
knocked out in.the first round 
of the WHA playoffs. 

Eagleson indicated that 
conditions the NHL wants 
met before agreeing to make 
Its players available were 
being cleared up. Nearly 
$400,006 had been guaranteed 
by sponsors, insurance for 
players would be arranged, 
the NHL would have a say tn 
selection of the general man¬ 
ager and coach, and the play¬ 
ers would be subject to 
league discipline while 
abroad.' 

As for the Olympics, Fisher 
said Hockey Canada had put 
off a decision on how to pro¬ 
ceed until it feels it can get 
the kind of coopera boo from 
amateur hockey needed to 
ensure the success of a com- 

{ irehensive plan for estab- 
Ishlng a team and perhaps 
appointing a permanent 
coach.

The stock market Is more blue than 
blue chip these days. The gold bugs no 
longer seem quite so sure they’re 
hoarding the right metal. In that bank 
vault of last resort, the sugar bowl, even 
sugar cannot keep up with inflation. So 
what do you do with your money? — all 
those uncashed paychecks that just 
keep piling up in your socks and thermal 
underwear drawer. 

As of now there is no market news¬ 
letter for the collector of art or rare 
books — no Dow Jones made up of the 
going prices on Picasso etchings, auto¬ 
graphed Joseph Conrads, and so on. 

But art and rare books do appear to 
be the latest hedge funds for the up-to- 
date investor. The Wall Street Journal 
recently ran a story under the headline: 
"How an Astute Buyer of Surrealist 
Paintings Acquired His Bargains." An 
inspirational tale followed: 

Simply by buying what he liked — a 
Dali here, a Dubuffet there — a Chicago 
rlhl estate man, Joseph Shapiro, has 
seen three-figure investments mature 
into five-figure returns. Profits in oil to 
rival the Arabs! 

In a new volume, "Collecting Rare 
Books for Pleasure and Profit"—you 
can still get the first edition for $12.95— 
.1 ack Matthews, a professor of English 
at Ohio University, has put together 
practical advice for the slightly greedy 
bibliophile under such subheadings as 


"Strategies and Tactics for Buying and 
Selling." 

We all know the mouth-watering 
stories that start: If you had invested 
$500 in Coca-Cola stock in the beginning, 
today you would be worth . . . Well, if 
you or your bookish Uncle Sylvester had 
had the foresight to snatch up a first 
edition of William Faulkner's early 
novel, "Soldier's Pay,” you could make 
a profit of $4,250 today, which is about 
$4,000 more than Faulkner made at the 
time. 

A first edition of Edgar Allan Poe s 
poems is worth $10,000, or $10,000 more 
lhan the poet was worth most of his life, 
unless you count his debts. An early 
edition of “Le Grant Herbier cn Fran- 
cais" brings up $11,500 — and an inter¬ 
esting question. 

Here is a 480-year-old medical tome 
of no particular literary value, retailing 
wrong-headed herbal remedies. Should 
one feel faintly disturbed that a book is 
being exorbitantly prized for the least 
defensible economic reason: scarcity? 
In short, do investors reduce paintings 
and books to commodities — a futures 
market in the arts? 

In a riled moment James Joyce 
thought as much (and said as much) of a 
purchaser of his manuscript "Ulysses": 

Rosy Brook, he bought a book 

Though he didn’t know how to spell it 

Such Is the lure of literature 


To the lad who can buy and sell it. 

Mr. Matthews denies the charge, 
arguing that considerable literary taste 
is required to spot a bargain. The profit¬ 
taking bibliophile feels a double plea¬ 
sure, he maintains—rather, it would 
seem, like a man who marries for love 
and discovers that his pearl without 
price also happens to be a millionaire. 

Mr. Matthews may be right. Desire 
can be complex. There are all sorts of 
bubble-gum-card traders. Some of them 
even chew the gum. But the fate of the 
investor is never to know where love 
ends and acquisition begins. 

Almost inevitably the book-investor 
or the art-investor must deal in snolj 
bery — his own or other people's. Mr. 
Shapiro tells a revealing story. He 
bought a Tanguy, then discovered it was 
a forgery. “I liked the painting,” itf 
admitted. "But once I had reason to 
believe it was a forgery I didn't want.ft 
anymore." 

If the investor can keep his eye fqfr 
money from crossing with his eye for 
aesthetics, more power to him. But evef 
since Mr. Matthews noted that a copy of 
Virginia Woolf's "The Waves” rosfc 
from $7.50 to $43 and generalized thin 
into a Hot Tip (Buy bullish on life 
women’s lit market!), we haven’t been 
able to think of "A Bank Vault of Ones 
Own”—er, “A Room of One's Own"—if 
quite the way we used to.

Garden Notes 


ir you plan on growing some gladio¬ 
lus for the first time this year, I’d like to 
urge you with all the force at my com¬ 
mand to pay a little more for your bulbs, 
selecting named varieties or certified 
collections, and have nothing whatever 
to do with bargain counter junk. 

In particular, steer clear of offers 
promising outlandish bargains. One ad¬ 
vertisement I saw recently offered 100 
flowering-sized bulbs for $2.98 — Send 
No Money, Pay the Postman! It should 
be obviously to anyone that you can't 
even grow decent onions for that kind of 
money, much less bulbs that take three 
years in the growing. 

When you go to buy your bulbs, try to 
think of It as starting a collection — an 
Investment rather than an expenditure. 
Glpdlolus will multiply, so every bulb 
you buy and plant this spring could 
become a dozen in a few years time, and 
you might Just stop and ask yourself—a 
dozen what? 

Start with rubbish now. and you'll 
wind up with a whole garden of worth¬ 
less junk — that is, if they grow at all. 
Start with a few named kinds with a 
pedigree, and you can parlay them into 
a valuable collection of thoroughbreds. 

If you require only a dozen bulbs or 
so to grow for cut flowers, your best bet 
is to buy them locally. Local seedsmen, 
garden shops and centres and the de¬ 
partment stores have established con¬ 


nections with flr9t-class commercial 
growers, mostly in Holland, and their 
bulbs will be clean, healthy, a good size 
and correctly named. 

There is another advantage to buy¬ 
ing locally; If your purchase doesn’t 
come up to scratch, you can always go 
round and give the man What For. 
These merchants are counting on doing 
business with you next year and the 
year after, and they can’t afford to 
jeopardize their reputation by selling 
cheap, undersized or diseased bulbs. 

Prices at the beginning of the season 
run around 15 cents to 20 cents per bulb 
for mixtures of unnamed varieties. Late 
in the season, as the dealers start clear¬ 
ing out their unsold stock, you can some¬ 
times pick up bulbs for half their origi¬ 
nal price, for gladiolus bulbs cannot be 
carried over unplanted from one season 
to the next. The dealer must either get 
what he can for the leaftovers or con¬ 
sign them to the Incinerator. 

Generally speaking, these are still a 
pretty good buy, always providing they 
are clean, sound bulbs and not too badly 
sprouted. It Is true that the selection 
isn't as good, for the most wanted kinds 
will have been sold out, but they wilL 
grow. I have bought pedigreed named 
bulbs as late as the middle of June and 
never had cause to regret the purchase. 

If you buy your bulbs from open bins, 
the kind to select are not the largest 


across, for the big, saucer-shaped kinds 
seldom produce the best spikes of 
bloom. Virgin bulbs — the best kind -r 
are rounder and thicker from top In 
bottom, and with a smallish root scar gt 
the bottom of the bulb. They should be 
hard and firm when squeezed, .and with 
clean sktns. 

When the glad bug really bites yoij. 
you’ll probably want to send away for 
specialists’ catalogues to keep posted on 
the newer and more unique varieties. 
Better do your ordering from Canadian 
firms, though, for the importation of 
living bulbs from foreign countries in) 
volves quite a bit of red tape with the 
Plant Protection Branch of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture; their job is to see 
that no new pests or disease are import 
ed Into Canada. 

I can reemmmend from personal 
experience the following three catalo¬ 
gues; there is probably a dozen other 
firms as good, but these are the ones 
from whom I have actually purchased 
bulbs:

Having spent two weeks 
finishing a 60.000-word manu¬

Not only 
was my sleep that night tor¬ 
mented by nightmares, I 
hSve also come down with a 
severe case of television eye. 
My eyes are painful, red and 
congested, and I have no 
doubt that this condition is 
the result of too much expo¬ 
sure to old njpvles. 

Meanwhile, I am touch typ¬ 
ing these words to protest the 
utter anarchy of old movie 
programming on daytime 
TV. I don’t see why the vari¬ 
ous channels can't get togeth¬ 
er. 

Whatever relaxation I got 


was offset by the tension of 
making decisions: whether to 
watch Rhonda Fleming in 
“The Golden Hawk” and 
miss Alan Ladd in “Botany 
Bay,” for example, or to 
watch only the first half hour 
of Rhonda Fleming and the 
last hour-and-a-half of Alan 
Ladd. I find that it is betterto 
watch the ending of a movie 
than the beginning, because 
at least you know how it turns 
out. 

I decided to watch "Botany 
Bay" clear through, but that 
meant I had to give up “Pris¬ 
oner of the Casbah," and I 
happen to be a real casbah 
movie buff, no matter who’s 
in it. 

We could have watched the 
end of Casbah, but that would 
have meant missing the be¬ 
ginning of “When Tomorrow 
Comes." We watched "When 
Tomorrow Comes," but that 
was my wife’s fault, because 
it had Irene Dunne and 
Charles Boyer in it.

Next we tried to watch "Ma 
and Pa Kettle at Home" but 
just couldn't do it. So I tuned 
in on the last half hour of 
"Gunfight at Abilene," but 
we never knew what all the 
shooting was about. 

We saw "Frankenstein 
Created Woman” clear 
through, and it was great, 
except I would have liked a 
happier ending. The love 
story is rather truncated 
when the boy is guillotined 
and the girl drowns herself— 
twice, Frankenstein having 
brought her back to life the 
first time. 

"We had to miss "Robinson 
Crusoe on Mars.” but got to 
see all of "What’s the Matter 
with Helen?”

toon, with a leap of 1.91 
metres. 

She earlier had equalled 
her record of 1.89 metres 
when placing third in the 
World Cup Anal. She later 
won a silver medal for Cana¬ 
da at the World Student 
Games in Sofia. Bulgaria. 

Brill, also named senior 
athlete of the year in the pro¬ 
vince. beat out Individual 
winners in five other cate¬ 
gories: 

—Gymnast Karen Kelsall 
of Surrey, junior athlete; 

—Wrestler Marc Mongeon 
of Simon Fraser University 
in Burnaby, university ath¬ 
lete; 

—Track and field's Dave 
Steen of Burnaby, high school 
athlete; 

—Squash player George 
Morfltt of Vancouver, master 
athlete; 

—Gary Collins Simpson of 
Surrey, physically-disabled 
athlete. 

Brill said In a recent inter¬ 
view that she may continue 
high jumping for as long as 
four more years. 

"When I made a comeback 
of sorts in 1974," she said. "I 
told myself that 1 would take 
jumping one year at a time. 

"That’s the way I’m still 
going about things, but the 
way I (eel right now. I think 
I’ll still be competing for an¬ 
other three, even fou* 
years." 

Brill Is considered to be the 
best high jumper in the world 
behind Rosie Ackermann of 
West Germany . 

She beat out swimmer Gail 
Amundrud of Vancouver and 
gymnast Philip Delesalle of 
Victoria for the senior athlete 
award.

He won 10 races, finished sec¬ 
ond 10 times and third once. 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - What he 
nas surrendered to advanc¬ 
ing age he has been able to 
offset gracefully—so far— 
with the cunning acquired 
during 16 major league base¬ 
ball seasons. 

And although Lou Brock 
admits he's on a "collision 
course with reality,” the 
champion base-stealer has 
still more goals on the hori¬ 
zon. 

"I’ve seen people in their 
60s who can run and run 
well,” says Brock, the St. 
Louis Cardinals' left fielder 
and a monument to the rigid 
requirements of physical 
conditioning. 

"I think It all relates to the 
care, the discipline of that 
Individual. I've never seen 
the day when I was out of 


shape. If a player Is con¬ 
cerned, then he’s going to do 
the things that are necessary 
not to become fully out of 
shape.” 

Brock, while climbing In 
1977 to baseball's all-time 
pinnacle with 900 career 
thefts, was hindered by club 
turmoil which helped plunge 
his batting average to .272, 
his lowest since 1963. 

“What we had last year 
was—well, let’s face it—a lot 
a problems. Being a veteran 
player, a lot of people came 
to you. You almost became 
the liaison between the play¬ 
er and the manager. Every¬ 
thing was bounced off you, so 
you had to fight your own 
battle to survive and still 
carry the load of others.” 

Not affecting his over-all 


performance, he maintains, 
was the attention which ac¬ 
companied his climb of near¬ 
ly five months to theft No. 
893, shattering Ty Cobb's rec¬ 
ord. 

“That was the kind of thing 
that made it pleasant. It was 
enough at least to be a ray of 
hope for the whole ballclub. 
There was that part of the 
game that people came out to 
see.” 

But he Is more than just a 
runner. He is still a hitter as 
well. 

“If I went out and thought 
the only contribution 1 could 
make to baseball was base¬ 
stealing, then the handwrit¬ 
ing would be on the wall,” he 
admits. "Running is part of 


the game and just one 
phase." 

Brock, although aware of 
limited time, Identifies his 
top remaining target as the 
166 hits he needs to join base¬ 
ball’s ultra-exclusive 3,000- 
hit club. Cincinnati Reds' 
Pete Rose is just 34 hits shy of 
joining the ranks of 12 cur¬ 
rent members. 

“He'll get ’em all his first 


week this year," an ungrudg- 1 
ing Brock says. 

"I know I'm going to play ' 
two more years,” he says. “If 
I'm in there long enough, 
then, yes, I think I can make 
it this year. But all that, of 
course, is going to be dictated 
by Injuries and the variables 
and Intangibles that we can¬ 
not put our fingers on.”

Barrett said he wanted to 
ask Premier Bennett why a

WASHINGTON (AP) -r 
Nuclear power Is a "has- 
been" and the United States 
needs a miracle of energy 
discoveries in order to sus¬ 
tain economic growth, a 
Carter administration offi- 
rljhl said Friday. 

Addressing an energy con¬ 
servation conference. Deputy 
Energy Secretary John F. 
O'Leary said today's four 
major forms of energy—oil, 
natural gas. coal and nucle¬ 
ar—are all in trouble. 
Without some unforesee¬ 
able “miracle" of new disco¬ 
veries, O’Leary said. U.S. do¬ 
mestic oil and natural gas 
resources cannot support 
continued economic growth. 

"We may have seen the end 
of these systems as viable 
supporters of growth, al¬ 
though they can maintain the 
slatus quo for a while," he 
said. 

“Nuclear power is now a 
has-been." O'Leary said 
Electric utilities have 
placed only a few orders for 
atomic plants in the last few 
years and have cancelled or 
suspended orders for a num 
her of plants. This is largely 
because of high construction 
costs, economic recession 
and little demand 
Unless this trend is re: 
versed. O’Leary said, nucle¬ 
ar power will not expand sig¬ 
nificantly for a long time— 
maybe never

‘Big bang’ idea 

gaining ground 
as astronomers ponder universe’s origin 





A fundamental difference of opinion over 
the theory of the origin of the universe has 
divided the profession of astronomy into two 
camps for years. 

Some astronomers swear by the "Big 
Bang” theory. 

Others are equally convinced of the right¬ 
ness of their belief that the universe always 
has been more or less like It Is now. 

The division of opinion has occasionally 
been known to drive some astronomers to 
personal rancor, something rare In a profess¬ 
ion whose tools are all on the scholarly 
side. 

According to Dr. David Hartwlck, an 
award-winning astronomer who lectures In 
tbe University of Victoria physics depart¬ 
ment, the proponents of the “Big Bang” 
theory have been gaining a lot of ground in 
tbe last few years, owing to new develop¬ 
ments In astronomical knowledge. 

For example, tbe ambient temperature In 
the vast vacuum-llke spaces between the 
heavenly bodies Is a full three degrees above 
absolute zero (-273 degrees Celsius). 

According to computer calculations of the¬ 
oretical models of the universe, that tem¬ 
perature coincides almost exactly with what 
would be the leftover radiation of the “big 
bang" that took place an estimated 13 billion 
years ago. 

The theory is that all matter in the universe

was at one time condensed into one infinitely 
small point, called a “singularity," which for 
some reason blew up in an Immense explo¬ 
sion whose effects are still observable in 
several ways. , 

In fact, the “explosion” Is continuing as 
galaxies rush away from each other. 

According to current calculations about 
the speed and average density of the uni¬ 
verse, the dissipation is continuing at such a 
rate that gravity will be unable to over¬ 
come the initial momentum generated in the 
primal .Mast, Hartwlck said. 

Tbe most distant observable objects are 
those travelling fastest through space. Their 
speed ean be measured by analysis of tbelr 
“red shift”—their ratio of lower-frequency 
waves compared with emanations of galax¬ 
ies closer to earth which are not travelling so 
speedily away from us. 

Hartwlck last December was awarded the 
most prestigious academic honor that Cana¬ 
da can give to scientists and engineers for his 
research into older stars—those thought to be 
10 billion years of age or more. 

That award, by the National Research 


Council of Canada, is the Steacle Fellowship, 
which will free him for a full year of his 
university duties; allowing him to concen¬ 
trate on his research—research that Is help¬ 
ing shed light on the basic question of the 
origin of the universe. 

According to a National Research Council 
news release announcing the award, Har- 
twlck’s research Into stellar and galactic 
evolution “has made a decisive impact over 
the last 10 years.” 

The associate professor Is an extremely 
modest man, and Is reluctant to discuss what 
has led his peers to give him this accolade, 
but he's happy to talk about his work, 
which one suspects Is also bis hobby. 

The 36-year-old astronomer is one of a 
small number of astronomers In Canada who 
are studying old stars In our own galaxy, the 
Milky Way, and galaxies neighboring our 
own. 

The ages of these old stars are of the order 
of 10 billion years or more and can he 
determined by. examining their composition, 
according to Hartwick. The older the star, 
the smaller will be the abundance of heavy 
elements like iron. 

Determination of various facts about such 
older stars can give us an idea of what the 
universe was like in Its infancy, Hartwick 

said. 

Younger stars, such as our own sun, which 


is estimated to be five billion years old, 
incorporate heavier elements picked up from 
the debris of some of the original stars 
which had sufficient mass to self-destruct as 
novas or supernovas. 

“One of the problems in astronomy is to 
ascertain at what mass stars become white 
dwarfs and at what mass they end their life 
explosively. In doing so. It is possible the 
exploding stars leave behind a black hole, 
which theoretically concentrates matter to 
such densities that not even light waves can 
escape. 

“The question of black holes is still quite a 
controversial matter among astronomers, 
although we believe we can observe the 
effects of one in a binary star system 
called Cygnus XI, a powerful x-ray source. It 
is thought the x-rays are emitted as the black 
hole draws matter from its comps nion star. ” 

Although most astronomers believe noth¬ 
ing ca'n escape from a black hole, some 
theorize that a form of high-energy radia¬ 
tion should be emitted under the laws of 
quantum mechanics, and detectors have 
been set up In several places on earth, 
without results so far. 

The galaxies he is concentrating on. in 
addition to the Milky Way, are the Magellan¬ 
ic Clouds and the Andromeda galaxy, usually 
observable from Victoria In tile fall. 

To observe the Magellanic Clouds,' Har¬ 


twick must travel to Chile to use the powerful 
telescope installed three years ago at Cerro 
Tololo Inter-American Observatory at La 
Serena. He also observes with telescopes at 
Mount Palomar in California and Kitt Peak 
in Arizona. 

Today's astronomer spends very little time 
peeling into telescopes, Hartwick said. 
“What we do is make a proposal to observe a 
particular object, stating what we hope 
to achieve. If granted viewing time, we go 
down and make photographic and other 
records through the telescopes, then come 
home and study the records with the aid 
of computers and other equipment.” 

Current efforts are concentrated on exa¬ 
mining tbe brightness and velocity of galax¬ 
ies at varying distances from our own in an 
attempt to develop a “picture” of what the 
universe was like in the far distant past. If 
that could be achieved, astronomers would 
be able to make “evolutionary.corrections” 
and perhaps determine once and for all 
whether the expanding universe will even¬ 
tually collapse In on itself and start the 
process all over again. 

No one has yet theorized what form the 
“singularity” which presumably started it 
all took. 

“That's a question better left to philoso¬ 
phers,” said Hartwick. “In general, science 
deals only with what can be observed." 


Chargex overdues: 
Bank blames mails 


The Toronto-Domlnion 
Bank is advising its Victoria 
Chargex customers not to 
rely on the mail In sending 
cheques for their monthly 
statements. 

It advises Instead that they 
pay their accounts within 
three working days of due 
date at any branch of the 
bank, whose courier service 
will take them to Vancouver. 

An official In TD Chargex 
customer complaints in Van¬ 
couver gave this advice to a 
customer who always malls 
In his account a week In ad¬ 
vance of the due date but 
always finds a charge for late 
payment on his next month’s 
account. 

“The post office seems to 
be delaying mall to us,” she 
said. “We used to advise our 
customers to get their ac¬ 
counts off five working days 
ahead of the due date, and 
that was enough. 

“Now we’re getting a lot of 
complaints." 

The customer concerned 
mailed off a cheque for the 
January statement Feb. 7, to 
beat the cutoff date for inter¬ 


est of Feb. 14 In plenty of 
time. 

In fact, the cheque wasn't 
credited by the Chargex data 
centre until Feb. 23. 

A spokesman for the Post 
Office in Victoria said such 
delays shouldn't be occurring 
because the dispatch system 
here Is rarely behind. 


The postal official said he 
didn't want to appear to be 
“passing the buck," but sug¬ 
gested it was in such a com¬ 
pany's interest not to process 
their incoming cheques 
quickly because many people 
wouldn't bother protesting a 
dollar or so in interest 
charges. 


Young Victoria man 
stabbed in chest - 

A 22-year-old Victoria man was stabbed in the chest 
Friday night by two persons believed to have been 
looking for money. 

Victoria police said the incident occurred at Kings 
and Wark, near Blanshard school, at about 6 p.m. The 
stab wound was minor, and the victim went on his own 
to Victoria General Hospital for treatment. 

Police said they had no one in custody and were still 
investigating the incident. 


Boy of 5 saves sister’s life 


An abandoned, water-filled 
pit in Colwood was the scene 
of a near-tragedy Thursday, 
but the quick thinking of a 
five-year-old is credited with 
the saving of his three-year- 
old sister’s life. 

Karin Fournier, who fell 
Into a gravel-pit pool behind 
the family home at 3270 Gal¬ 
loway, was rescued by her 
brother Paul, who shed his 
clothes and wa'ded in up to his 
armpits and held his sister's 
head above water until adult 
help arrived. 

The Incident occurred 


while the Fournier children 
were playing with four-year- 
old Kenny Hardy, a neighbor¬ 
hood friend. Karin fell over 
the edge of the pit and into 
about 20 feet of water, disap¬ 
pearing under the surface be¬ 
fore bobbing up again, face 
down. Paul scrambled down 
the embankment, stripped, 
and waded in. removing a 
piece of a car bumper which 
apparently held Karin down. 
While Kenny ran to get his 
father, Paul struggled to hold 
Karin's head above water, 
slowly sinking Into the mud 
himself. 


Pete Hardy arrived mo¬ 
ments later and rescued the 
Fournier children, carrying 
Karin home. 

She was covered in mud, 
blue from the cold and barely 
conscious. She failed-to re¬ 
spond to efforts to revive her 
by putting her in a hot bath. 

Langford ambulaqce was 
then called and the girl was 
rushed to Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital, suffering from shock 
and severe hypothermia. She 
is listed in good condition.

Second-hand bargaining 
must cease, CUPE says

not to get wet for saving his 
life as well. Had he been 
wearing a heavy winter coat, 
he might have been dragged 
under the water before help 
arrived. 

Neighborhood residents 
have been worried about the 
pit for years, Mrs. Fournier 
said, and the owners, Matti- 
son and Patterson, had been 
requested to build a fence 
around the property. How¬ 
ever. nothing has been done 
and tile pit has been vacated 
for some time, being used 
mainly for dumping fill and 
junk cars. 


Canada's largest union has its heart set on 
chasing B.C.'s municipal politicians back to 
the bargaining table where It says they 
belong. 

As many as 100 B.C. members of the 
Canadian Union of Public Employees will be 
meeting among themselves in Victoria Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday and lobbying provincial 
politicians in an effort to put an end to what 
tbe union calls an unfair labor law. 

The goal is to get rid of a law that allows 
municipal councils, school boards and other 
similar elected bodies to turn collective 
bargaining duties over to accredited em¬ 
ployer associations. 

"Ours is the only province where such 
accreditation is allowed—except where con¬ 
struction workers are concerned," explains 
Muriel Overgard of Victoria, president of the 
B.C. division of CUPE. 

She says the arrangement not only hurts 
the employer-employee relationship and 
stacks the odds against the employees, but 
“it takes all the pressure of the politi¬ 
cians.” 

The union, which has a national member¬ 
ship of more than 180,000, feels the politi¬ 
cians should be shouldering the responsibili¬ 
ties of face-to-face bargaining. 

Plans for tbe two-day Victoria seminar and 
government lobby were bom at a CUPE 
convention last year. The union plans to 
lobby members of all parties and to present a 
brief to party leaders. 


The theme of the seminar —“people we 
elect should deal direct"—is going to show 
up with other slogans on stickers, leaflets, 
posters and newspaper advertisements as 
the campaign moves into full swing," Mrs. 
Overgard says. 

“The bitter experience has been that when 
a public employer becomes part of an 
accredited employers' association, the rela¬ 
tionship with public employees deteriorates 
and ultimately it's the public which suffers 
most.” 

The union has pointed to Greater Victoria 
as a prime example of what it means. 
Tbe core municipalities, school boards and 
Capital Region bargain with the various 
CUPE locals through the accredited Greater 
Victoria Labor Relations Association. Chief 
bargainer for GVLRA Is Carl Anshelm, who 
formerly carried out the same function for 
tbe transport Industry. He works on a con¬ 
tract basis. 

The eight CUPE locals attempted to bar¬ 
gain as a joint council last time but two— 
the city inside workers and Capital Region 
employees— decided to go it alone. Mrs. 
Overgard says this proved the unfairness of 
the accreditation law in that it meant the 
individual locals had to tackle the full forces 
of GVLRA. 

Municipal authorities, on the other hand, 
have said accreditation was necessary to 
cope with what they maintained was a union 
tactic of ganging up on one municipality. This 
was done, they said, to establish a standard 
for all the other muncipalities. 


‘Feeling that change must come unanimous in Quebec’ 


A new constitution for Can 
ada will have to recognize 
regional differences, not only 
in Quebec, but in B.C. as 
well, a noted French-Canadi- 
an legal expert said Friday. 

Professor Andre Tremblay 
of the University of Mon¬ 
treal, in Victoria to deliver 
the second annual Victoria 
Bar Association lecture, said 
some of Quebec's problems 
are unique, others shared 
with other provinces. 

"B.C. pays a high price to 
be in confederation,” Tremb¬ 
lay said. “You are hit by the 
trade and customs policies of 
Ottawa, for Instance. You 
also feel alienated—Ottawa is 
too far, and the decisions 
made by Ottawa, Ontario and 
Quebec are forced upon you." 

Quebec's unique problem 
Is the gulf between French 
and English Canadians, and 
little has been done since the 
Royal Commission on Bilin¬ 


gualism and Blculturalism to 
find a solution, Tremblay 
said. 

“There is much bitterness 
In Quebec about English Can¬ 
ada—it feels It has been 
pushed all the time back to 
Quebec, as in 1890 by Manito¬ 
ba, and in 1913 by Ontario," 
when minority language 
rights were abridged. 

Even on the territory which 
they call their own, French 
Canadians feel threatened, 
mainly by Ottawa, viewed as 
representing the Interests of 
the English majority. 

“Quebecers have felt that 
they have no alternative but 
separation to protect them¬ 
selves. This feeling of Insecu¬ 
rity is at the root of their 
alienation.” 

Tremblay, constitutional 
adviser to Claude Ryan, can¬ 
didate for the Liberal party 
leadership in Quebec, 
stressed the importance for 


the Opposition In Quebec to 
prepare for the dialogue 
which will take place after 
the referendum in Quebec. 

The referendum question 
will probably be along the 
lines of "Do you authorize 
the government of Quebec to 
negotiate sovereignty asso¬ 
ciation,” and most people 
would be willing tA say “yes” 
to that, he predicted. 

More Important than the 
referendum would be the 
next provincial election, 
about two years from now, 
which he predicts the PQ will 
lose. 

To win the election, and to 
maintain power after win¬ 
ning the election, however, 
the Liberals will need a clear 
.and firm stance on constitu¬ 
tional change. 

The. feeling that change 
must occur Is unanimous in 
Quebec, regardless of party 
affiliation, Tremblay said. 


Ryan is committed to a 
“third option" for change, 
somewhere between the sta¬ 
tus quo and complete inde¬ 
pendence. 

Among the principles of 
Ryan's third option is recog¬ 
nition of the concept of the 
“two founding peoples." 

Major institutions, such as 
the courts, will have to rec¬ 
ognize the existence of the 
two linguistic communities, 
and offer linguistic equality 
before the law. 

Restraints will have to be 
put on federal spending and 
on federal intervention In 
provincial affairs. In some 
areas, such as immigration, 
education, culture and com¬ 
munications, Quebec must 
have control If it is to contin¬ 
ue as a society, Trembby 
said. 

He suggested that a new 
constitution should contain 
provision for much greater 


provincial participation at 
the federal level in these and 
other areas. Provinces could 
have a choice in whether 
>they would exercise jurisdic¬ 
tion themselves, or whether 
they would delegate it to Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Quebec is concerned about 
the French-language ability 
of Immigrants, for Instance, 
but B.C. may decide that it 
has no lnteresj in immigra¬ 
tion matters, and delegate 
that function to the federal 
government, Tremblay said. 

The important thing for the 
opposition in Quebec will be 
to develop constitutional al¬ 
ternatives that are negotia¬ 
ble with the rest of Canada, 
and yet substantial enough 
for Quebec, Tremblay said. 

"If your claims are not 
within the bounds of reason, 
it will not be possible to get 
anything. The second danger 
Is to be too timid." 


Either approach would 
serve the interests of the PQ. 
Tremblay said. If the posl- 
PQ government were to de¬ 
mand too much and fail, the 
PQ would blame it on the 
failure of confederation, and 
if it were to demand too little, 
the PQ would claim that it 
does not legitimately repre¬ 
sent the interests of Quebec. 

The result would probably 
a return to power by the PQ, 
and the beginning of a 
lengthy period of power for 
the PQ similar to that which 
Maurice Duplessis enjoyed 
when he regained control of 
the Quebec government in 
1944. 

“I am soberly optimistic." 
Tremblay said. “It will be a 
complex task to find a com¬ 
promise between the mini¬ 
mal requirements of Quebec 
and the acceptable maxi¬ 
mum to English Canada."

There is a tendency today 
in some Christian circles to 
downgrade doctrine, to treat 
theology as unnecessary and 
even inhibiting to faith. Re¬ 
cently I heard a man praising 
his pastor because he never 
tries to ram doctrine down 
his parishioners’ throats. 

We must remember that 
the Christian religion began 
when 12 men responded to the 
invitation of Jesus of Na¬ 
zareth, "Follow me.” And it 
received its direction and its 
dynamics when, after the 
crucifixion, those who had 
chosen to follow Him became 
aware that death had not de¬ 
feated Him and that He was 
for them not a dead hero to be 
mourned but the living Lord 
of their lives. Explain it how 
you will, that awareness was, 
and is, the ground of Chris¬ 
tian faith. 

Those first Christians were 
not required to accept a tidy 
package of doctrines and 
practices; they were re¬ 
quired only to commit them¬ 
selves to Jesus Christ. 

But changes came early in 
the life of the church, and 
with them doctrines deve¬ 
loped and Christian theology 
took form. As Christians 
thought about their faith, and 
tried to make It communica¬ 
ble and were forced to an¬ 
swer their critics, schemes of 
belief and doctrines 
emerged. 

Critics ot Christianity have 
charged that the early fires of 
faith became piles of dead 
cinders—and some have sug¬ 
gested that theology, a con¬ 
cern for doctrines, has been 
the fire-extinguisher. Would 
Christian faith be better and 
stronger today if theology 
were to be abandoned? 

But faith not sustained by 
hard, careful thinking is as 
perishable as a soap bubble 
It is inevitable that when 
Christians wrestle intellec¬ 


tually with their experiences 
in faith they will develop doc¬ 
trines and make theologies. 
Surely the choice is not be¬ 
tween doctrine and no-doc¬ 
trine, but between good doc¬ 
trine and bad doctrine. Bad 
doctrine, intellectually shod¬ 
dy doctrine stokes those 
fires. 

(It must be said that doc¬ 
trines are sometimes stated 
in difficult and confusing 
ways. Someone has said that 
a highbrow author is one who 
can write about something he 
or she doesn't quite under¬ 
stand and make you think it's 
all your fault. I am reminded 
of that at times when I am 
reading theological books.) 

William Temple, an Arch¬ 
bishop of Canterbury who 
was one of the more influen¬ 
tial theologians of this cen¬ 
tury, said that "Doctrine is of 
an importance too great to be 
exaggerated, but its place is 
secondary, not primary.” 

He added. “I do not believe 
in any creed, but I use creeds 
to express, to conserve, and 
to deepen my faith.” Doc¬ 
trines are simply tools of 
faith. Theology is for use as 
an aid to faith, as an expres¬ 
sion of faith, as a support and 
stimulus of faith. But theolo¬ 
gy in no way takes the place 
of faith. Faith is not a matter 
of propositions. Faith is a 
matter of trust and commit¬ 
ment and venture^-and it 
gets Its validations in the liv¬ 
ing of it. 

You do not have to accept a 
package-deal of doctrines— 
some of which may seem 
false or silly to you—before 
you can take the way of 
Christian faith. Relnhold Nie¬ 
buhr, the great American 
theologian, showed common 
sense when he told a troubled 
young skeptic that he saw no 
reason why faith should not 
be bought on the instalment 
plan.

Eugene Kelly has coordinat¬ 
ed this evange!!«tic thrust as 
well as directed leadership 
training courses at the Alli¬ 
ance Theological Institute 
and prepared gospel radio 
programming. The Kellys 
went to Peru in 1966 after 
12 years of evangelistic min¬ 
istries among Indian tribes in 
Colombia and of Bible teach¬ 
ing at the Central Bible Insti¬ 
tute of that country.

Christ Church Anglican ca¬ 
thedral's Holy Communion 
bread has become more sub- 
stantial. The Anglican 
Prayer Book directs that the 
bread used at Holy Commu¬ 
nion “shall be the best and 
purest wheat bread, whether 
leavened or unleavened." 

A strong argument can be 
made for using “ordinary” 
bread of the type which we 
place on our meal tables at 
home. At the Last Supper, 
Our Lord and his disciples did 
not partake of some special 
kind of ecclesiastical bread. 
They shared an ordinary loaf. 

But now that the Last Sup¬ 
per, in which 12 people 
shared, has developed into 
the Holy Eucharist in which 
several hundreds may share, 
certain practical difficulties 
have arisen. 

Numbers are not always 
easy to estimate in advance. 
How big a loaf is going to be 
needed? Ordinary bread soon 
goes stale. It is crumbly and 
difficult to break quickly into 
pieces of convenient size. For 
these reasons, it has been 
found more practical to use 
specially baked wafers, and 
this has been the practice for 
many years at the cathe¬ 
dral, as Indeed It Is In most 
churches today. 

A thicker and more sub¬ 
stantial wafer has now be¬ 
come available. This retains 
all the practical advantages 
mentioned above and also 
adds the extra advantage 
that we are given something 
which we can really chew and 
eat. 

This will add an impor¬ 
tant little Improvement of 
reality to the moment of Holy 
Communion as adherents are 
reminded that Our Lord told 
us “Take and Eat."

PM listens as Prairie Grits complain 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau listened 
Friday as Liberals attending 
a three day national policy 
conference explained why the 
Prairies are a political waste¬ 
land for the party. 

Prairie delegates cited a 
number of long-standing 
complaints which they be¬ 
lieve have resulted in wes¬ 
terners feeling a sense of 
frustration and alienation 
akin to the discontents of 
Quebecers. 

They complained that 
freight rates benefit eastern 
manufacturers, that railways 


-must be Improved and that 
senators should be elected. 

The Liberal party would be 
unable to enlarge Its political 
base on the Prairies unless 
these grievances were cor¬ 
rected. 

During the opening-day se¬ 
minar on Prairie problems, 
similar meetings were held 


on each of the other four re¬ 
gions. The discussions were 
basically designed to ac¬ 
quaint the 3,000 Liberals with 
a region unknown to them. 

Trudeau chose the Prai¬ 
ries, where he hopes to in¬ 
crease his support in a feder¬ 
al election which could come 
4s early as this spring. 


Lloyd Axeworthy, Manito¬ 
ba’s sole Liberal MLA, said it 
is time to redesign national 
institutions, to consider an 
elected senate and to keep 
“the magic and mystery of 
reform” as a central tenant 
of Liberal philosophy. 

Delegates in the British Co¬ 
lumbia meeting had similar

complaints, saying that tar¬ 
iffs set in Ottawa seem to 
benefit only selected Indus¬ 
tries in Central Canada. 

It was cheaper to buy for¬ 
eign-made goods shipped by 
sea than to buy Quebec and 
Ontario products shipped by 
rail. 

Delegates from the Atlan¬ 
tic region, which has been the 
area hardest hit by escalat¬ 
ing energy costs, demanded a 
“bold new strategy" to devel¬ 
op hydroelectric power In La¬ 
brador. . . 

Bill Rowe, the freshman 


leader of the Newfoundland 
Liberals, said Labrador 
should change its status of 
being merely a producer of 
raw goods and become a 
manufacturing centre. 

Don Jamieson, external af¬ 
fairs minister and the sole 
federal cabinet minister from 
Newfoundland, said future 
development must be weight¬ 
ed win social and environ¬ 
mental costs. 

“No one wants a Pittsburg 
on the Churchill River ... a 
Chicago on the Labrador 
Coast,” he said.

OTTAWA (CP) - Liberals 
gave preliminary approval 
Friday to a plan to make job 
creation the government's 
top economic priority, con¬ 
tradicting the emphasis fed¬ 
eral policy makers have 
placed on beating down infla¬ 
tion. 

The resolution, passed by 
delegates at the Liberal 
party's biennial convention, 
was supported by Ontario MP 
Peter Stollery, chairman of 
the Liberal parliamentary 
caucus. 

Passing of the resolution 
came as a surprise after the 
conservative mood that par¬ 
ticipants displayed earlier, 
calling for reduced govern¬ 
ment involvement and more 
participation in economic de¬ 
velopment by private busi¬ 
ness. 

A delegate who objected 
that “the private sector does 
not give a goddamn for work¬ 
ing people" was roundly 
booed and hissed. Several 
delegates shouted for him to 
"go home." 

Official statistics for Jan¬ 
uary show 991,000 Canadians 
were jobless, 8.3 per cent of 
the nation's work force on a 
seasonally adjusted basis. 

But one delegate said he 
was skeptical of the statis¬ 
tics. adding that “I have 
trouble finding people who 
know 10 out of a hundred of 
their friends who are unem¬ 
ployed." 

The session, titled Jobs for 
all Canadians, even rejected 
a resolution calling for the 
government to open new 
mines in Cape Breton, where 
unemployment exceeds 20 
per cent of the local work 
force. The government has no 
business in the mining indus¬ 
try, one delegate said. 

Despite frequently cited 
concern over big youth un¬ 
employment. delegates 


turned down a bid to have the 
government consider letting 
workers retire at full pension 
at age 60 so young people 25 
or less would have more work 
opportunities. 

At another session. Fi¬ 
nance Minister Jean Chretien 
heard demands for assorted 
tax cuts and for tougher con¬ 
trol by federal officials over 
money supply growth. Feder¬ 
al bureaucrats should be 
forced to justify “every 
dime" they intend to spend, 
delegates said. 

The finance minister 
thoughtthe measures said a 
lot about the Liberals’ cur-

OTTAWA (CP) - Liberals 
called Friday for more gov¬ 
ernment study of renewable 
energy as an alternative to 
nuclear power but backed 
away from resolutions seek¬ 
ing a moratorium on reactor 
construction. 

Three motions encouraging 
use of renewable energy re¬ 
sources such as wind, sun and 
water won preliminary ap¬ 
proval from a workshop on 
energy and the environment. 
They now go before the full 
convention today. 

One Ontario motion said 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments should treat re¬ 
search Into renewable energy 
as “a national emergency, 
the equivalent of war.” 

The workshop passed two 
of three priority resolutions 
presented by conference or¬ 
ganizers, both calling for 
massive hydroelectric power 
developments on the East 
Coast to reduce the area’s 
dependence on Imported oil. 

But the third measure, 
calling for industry to pay the 
social and environmental 
costs of a development, was 
roundly defeated by the dele¬ 
gates.

Ing sections of the Interior 
ministry.” 

The ministry controls the 
Department for Territorial 
Surveillance, which, like the 
FBI In the United SUtes, is 
responsible for domestic 
counter-espionage. 

The SDECE field of suspi¬ 
cion continually broadens 
and “extends to anyone con¬ 
sidered unorthodox or of too 
'Independent' spirit, includ¬ 
ing (those) inside the 
SDECE,” Le Monde said. 

In what Le Monde called 
the most recent "witch-hunt¬ 
ing incident," It told of a vet¬ 
eran French civil servant in a 
high post in Paris who was 
“imprisoned and then 
roughed up by the SDECE 
security squad, on the pretext 
that he might have worked 
for the Soviet (secret) ser¬ 
vice.” 

Le Monde said only the 
threat of court action and the 
intervention of “many per¬ 
sonalities” Inside and outside 
SDECE led to an agreement 
under which SDECE wrote a 
letter clearing the official’s 
name. 

Le Monde noted what it 
said was the known desire of 
SDECE director Alexandre 
de Marenches to retire after 


seven years with the agency. 

In that time, the paper 
said, he largely reorganized 
SDECE, replaced the chiefs 
of the research and counter¬ 
espionage divisions and 
moved the agency from Its 
attitude of independence 
back to close co-operation 
with traditional allies, partic¬ 
ularly the United States and 
Britain. He also brought 
under the SDECE's authority 
the 500-man Radio Control 
Group, which intercept* for¬ 
eign communications. 


PARIS (AP) - The French 
counter-espionage agency is 
plagued by internal dissen¬ 
sion over anti-Commupist 
“witch-hunting," and non¬ 
conformist agents are under 
suspicion, the respected 
Paris newspaper Le Monde 
..reported this week- 

In an unsigned front-page 
article, the Independent 
paper said some of the 1,800 
agents of the Service de Doc¬ 
umentation Exterieure et de 
Contre-Espionnage felt they 
suffered under a "climate of 
suspicion" and that “witch- 
hunting" was “paralysing or 
dividing the personnel.”

Windup 
soon 
to drug 
roundup 


BRISTOL, England (AP) 
— The last of 31 defendants 
will be sentenced next week 
in the windup of the biggest 
drug bust in the annals of 
British crime, a “British 
Connection" police says was 
supplying 60 per cent of the 
world’s street-corner LSD. 

The operation, which police 
estimated pulled in more 
than $230 million, was begun 
by a university-educated 
gang in 1971 with distribution 
links in New York, Paris, 
Amsterdam and Sydney. It 
was smashed last March in 
pre-dawn raids by 800 police¬ 
men on locations across Brit¬ 
ain. 

Among the alleged master¬ 
minds were a British chem¬ 
ist, Richard Kemp, 33, and an 
American, identified In court 
as Paul Annibaldi, who is still 
at large. 

Seventeen convicted defen¬ 
dants face sentencing next 
week by Judge Sir Hugh 
Park, who has already sen¬ 
tenced 14 others to jail terms 
of one to eight years. Most 
defendants are British. 

The LSD tablets were made 
at two secret “factories”—e 
remote 18th-century mansion 
in Wales and a house in a 
London suburb—and then 
smuggled out for street-cor¬ 
ner sale at (1 to (10 each, 
police said. 

Almost a million tablets of 
the hallucinogenic drug were 
confiscated in the raids, 
which climaxed 14 months of 
surveillance and undercover 
work during which detectives 
rented rural cottages and 
even perched in lofty moun¬ 
tains to spy on their suspects. 
Others posed as pill-popping 
hippies. 

Jurors were told during the 
trials that the gang obtained 
the raw ingredient for LSD— 
a substance called ergota- 
mine tartrate—from a Swiss 
company over a period of 
years and mixed it with cal¬ 
cium lactate powder to form 
the tablets. 

Police estimated that 60 
million or more of the pills 
were made. 

“At one time 60 per cent of 
the world supply and 95 per 
cent of the British supply was 
coming from this one 
source,” said Assistant Chief 
Constable Leslie Pearce, one 
of the investigators. 

Dr. Christine Bott, 31, a 
physician and daughter of a 
British army officer, testified 
that the gang was not in¬ 
volved In LSD-making for the 
money but because it be¬ 
lieved proper use of the drug 
would lead to a better “alter¬ 
native society.”

Coral could replace old bones 


LOS ANGELES - In the 
South Pacific, a young man 
snorkels over a coral reef. 

His seemingly weightless 
body bobs up and down as he 
struggles to disengage a well- 
anchored piece of coral. 

He will collect chunks of 
coral until he's amassed 
something more than 300 
pounds. 

The same young man will 
also don a pair of heavy 
gloves and capture several 
dozen live prickly sea ur¬ 
chins. 

He is Dr. Rodney White, a 
Harbor General Hospital 
third-year resident in sur 
gery who collects coral and 
sea urchins and uses them in 
two separate but parallel re¬ 
search programs he is con¬ 
ducting at the hospital. 

In both, he uses the coral 
and sea urchins because of 
their uniquely microporous 
skeletal structure, a configu¬ 
ration which has defied fabri¬ 
cation by artificial means. 

“Using coral and sea ur¬ 
chins as a template" While 
says, "we can reproduce 
their unique porosity in man 
made materials — metals, 
ceramics and polymers." 

The ultimate objective. 
White says, "Is to perfect a

method for the manufacture 
of bone and vascular substi¬ 
tutes that can be used for ex¬ 
perimental implantation 


These Implants have the po- 
roslty, the fine honeycomb 
characteristics of the coral 
and sea urchins which en¬ 


courage the growth of natural 
tissue and reduce the chances 
of rejection." 

From the coral would come 


artificial bones suitable for 
grafting. From the sea ur¬ 
chins, artificial vascular 
prostheses which would have 
application for the replace¬ 
ment of damaged or diseased 
arteries and veins In several 
operations. Including coro¬ 
nary bypass procedures. If 
used in the latter situation, 
they would eliminate the 
need to cut a vein section 
from the leg as is now done 
with a patient undergoing by¬ 
pass surgery. 

Both prostheses have been 
used effectively in laboratory 
animals. White says, but the 
use of them In humans is still 
some time off. 

Using a piece of coral as a 
matrix for a potential bone 
Implant. White first shapes 
the coral so it approximates 
the bone to be reconstructed 
or replaced. 

Then, using a specialized 
chemical reaction, he con¬ 
verts the coral to calcium 
oxide, which can tolerate the 
heat of the metal to be in¬ 
fused into the pores and can 
then be dissolved by nothing 
more complicated than ini 
mersion in water. 

The next step is to fill the 
Impression with molten 
metal, usually stainless steel. 
Now he dissolves the calcium 
oxide, leaving a negative im¬ 


pression of the original coral 
structure but in a much more 
durable material. 

"It would be great If we 
could implant the coral it¬ 
self," White says, "but we 
can’t. It is too brittle for ac¬ 
tual implant." 

White uses a comparable 
process for duplicating the 
structural characteristics of 
the sea urchin spines to man¬ 
ufacture artificial blood ves¬ 
sels. The basic difference Is 
that he uses ploymers (plas¬ 
tics) to form the negative Im¬ 
pression and dissolves the 
coral matrix in a mild acid 
solution. The result is a stur¬ 
dy but porous tubular entity 
that may someday be usable 
to replace damaged or 
clugged arteries or veins.

An eight year political cam 
paign against the wearing of 
indecent dress in Tanzania 
that wan spearheaded by the 
ruling party's youth wing has 
subsided. 

Opponents and exponent* 
both claim flight success but 
the result looks more lika a 
draw. 

The campaign, commonly 
referred to as anti culture op 
erations, is aimed at cleans¬ 
ing Tanzania youth of what 
were regarded as decadent 
and bad dressing styles. 
Young men and women, it 
was argued, were apeing 
western ways of dressing and 
diluting the country’s culture 
and dignity . 

During the first phase in 
I960, party stalwarts attacked 
short, tight-fitting dresses 
and the tendency of women to 
use bleaching powders. 

After four years of sporadic 
unorganized street rounding 
up of western style-lovers, 
i he critics were told simply to 
warn “offender” wearing 
tight dresses, mini-skirts, 
pecos. wigs and those using 
bleaching powder and lip¬ 
stick. 

In 1971 the government out 
iawed the wearing of "un¬ 
wanted” dress by civil ser¬ 
vants. though no definite pen 
alty was proscribed for of¬ 
fenders in offices. 

Many girls defied the ban 
A woman MP, Mrs. Makota. 
said the campaign had been 
hindered by men who like to 
see their girl friends dressed 


In short and tight dresses. 
Women dressed in the ap¬ 
proved attire were being de¬ 
serted by their men folk. 

Mrs. Makota said: "Most 
women are defying the ban 
because they are rejected by 
boy friends who run for mini- 
skirted women". 

Then a court released 25- 
year-old Paulina Joseph ar¬ 
rested for wearing a mini¬ 
skirt In the streets of Dar es 
Salaam. The dress, it had 
been argued by the youth 
wing, was six inches above 
the knees and therefore inde 
cent. 

But the magistrate, C. U. 
Osakwe. criticized the prose¬ 
cution. He said; "It Is inter¬ 
ference in an individual’s lib¬ 
erty and freedom if a person 
or a group should decide upon 
themselves to impose on 
others laws that have no 
basis.” 

The case of Paulina Joseph 
was widely publicized and 
seemed to kill phase one of 
the campaign against inde 
cent dress. 

But in October 1972. a sec¬ 
ond phase was launched with 
the support of the govern 
ment and ruling party — The 
Tanganyika Africa National 
Union (TANU) 

The party’s national execu¬ 
tive committee directed that 
a cultural revolution was nec 
essary to flush out decadent 
practices among youths and 
instill self respect to Africa 
traditions. 

Rashid Kiwiwa. then 
prime minister, indicated 
that the government would 
enforce the order with ail its 
power and that a law would 


be enacted to deal with de 
fiant people. 

The meeting he addressed 
demanded a total ban on the 
importation of mini-skirts. 
“Offensive goods", one 
speaker said, included wigs, 
bleaching powders, beach 
combers and dungarees, all 
regarded as harmful to the 
preservation of Tanzanian 
culture. 

A party directive to immi¬ 
gration officials on border 
posts led to a government 
order not to let tourists wear¬ 
ing "unwanted" dresses to 
enter Tanzania. At the height 
of the campaign hundreds of 
people, particularly urban 
women, were arrested and 
strongly warned. The unem¬ 
ployed netted in the operation 
were sent to rural areas. 

Prostitutes, it was alleged, 
were the major offenders be¬ 
cause they wore tight dresses, 
including see-through cos¬ 
tumes, to attract clients to 
their immoral trade. 

Many girls accused men of 
trying to choose what they 
should wear. Many women 
have switched to long-flowing 
maxi dresses and skirts and 
schoolgirls let down their 
hems to the prescribed 
lengths. Dresses were sup¬ 
posed to be some inches below 
the knee and markably loose.

Heading up 
on a chat, 
hard work 

TORONTO (CP) — Helen Alalyppo, 25, is the sort 
of supermarket manager who will deliver parcels to 
pensioners' apartments and stay for a chat and a cup 
of tea. 

Yet the only woman manager in Dominion Stores' 
82 Metro Toronto outlets is quietly efficient and the 
sort of service-conscious boss who thinks nothing of 
pitching in to help a cashier do the parcelling during a 
rush period. 

She earns her salary of approximately 6400 a week 
standing on her feet In brown loafers snd sometimes 
works up to 00 hours a week. 

Ms. Alatyppo reflects a trend, for other supermar¬ 
ket chains are also trying to recruit female store 
managers. There are four other women managing 
supermarkets in the Metro area. 

The daughter of an immigrant Finnish factory la¬ 
borer, she began working weekends in the Dominion 
snack bar at 61.10 an hour when she was 16. 

In 1972 Dominion asked her to run the snack bar at 
6150 a week, and a year later the supervisor fold her, 
"You're going to be a supermarket manager.” 

After doing a stint as a price-and-pollcy-checker at 
36 Dominion stores in the Toronto area, Ms. Alatyppo 
worked as a relief assistant manager until she was 
moved as manager of a small store. 

A blend of hostess, diplomat and mayor of a tiny 
community, she runs the store from a cubby hole of an 
office in the back. 

Ms. Alatyppo can remember one occasion when 
she had trouble controlling her temper. 

When she asked a male clerk to lift a heavy case of 
soft drinks, he grumbled in protest: “You're holding 
down a man’s job. Why don’t you do it?" 

1 She looked at him and calmly repeated: "Would 
you please do it?” He did. 

She said the self-confidence she has built up by 
more than holding her own as an executive has 
strengthened her ambitions. 

“My aim now is to be the first woman president of 
Dominion Stores. Why not reach for the top?” 


Good nutrition 


It’s hard to sell to the public

On a flight from Michigan to 
Colorado for a lecture, Dr. 
Gilbert A. Leveille sat next to 
a young woman and her 18- 
month-old baby. 

The baby was drinking an 
orange liquid from a nursing 
bottle and Leveille. who is 
chairman of the U.S. Food and 
Nutrition Board of the Nation¬ 
al Academy of Science-Na¬ 
tional Research Council, was 
curious. 

He also is professor and 
chairman of the Department 
of Food Science and Human 
Nutrition at Michigan State 
University in East Lansing. 

The mother told him that 
her baby didn't like milk but 
adored the orange-flavored 
sweet drink and drank eight 
bottles a day. 

"She said that if it was good 
enough for astronauts, it 
should be good enough for her 
baby,” Leveille said. “Natu¬ 
rally I was appalled; at 18 
months, the baby was at a 
critical stage of bone forma¬ 
tion. It also was likely the 
infant was not receiving its 
daily need of vitamins C and 
D." 

‘ I did a little missionary 
work on that plane and I hope I 
convinced that young 
woman." 

He said consumers find a 
great deal of nutrition infor- 
. mation boring and that for 
food writers to harp away at 
eating the four basic food 
groups is not going to engen¬ 
der much interest in improv¬ 
ing diets. 

"In general, the public 
wants nutrition information 
simple enough that it can be 


applied comfortably. They 
must be shown how to change 
food habits without changing 
their lifestyles or they’ll 
never buy it. There is no wide¬ 
spread nutritional deficiency 
in North America today al¬ 
though there is an occasional 
border-line case. Iron and 
calcium deficiencies are the 
most common. 

"One reason I disagree with 
the U.S. Senate Select Com¬ 
mittee report on nutrition and 
human needs is that it recom¬ 
mended that the Intake of 
meat be reduced by 35 per¬ 
cent. Now iron deficiency is 
most prevalent among pre¬ 
menopausal women and teen¬ 
age boys and the most abun¬ 
dant source of iron is from 
meat." 

Leveille said that most peo¬ 
ple do not want to satisfy 
hunger. “I can't believe that 
all the people who rush out to 
eat lunch at noon are hungry 
at noon.’’ 

He said most of them sre 
eating for social reasons. 

“When you investigate rea¬ 
sons for eating, health is 
pretty far down the list. It is 
not a motivating force unless 
there is a problem. A mild 
coronary will scare the day¬ 
lights out of a person, so it’s 
easy for that person to modify 
a diet," he said. 

Leveille named three dan¬ 
gerous risk factors: hyperten¬ 
sion, high cholesterol levels 
and cigarette smoking. 

“H two of the three risk fac¬ 
tors are involved, the chance 
of a heart attack increases 
fivefold. If all three risk fac¬ 
tors are present, that person 
is really in trouble. The likeli¬ 
hood of a heart attack in¬ 
creases tenfold." 


First heart attacks are 
much higher among heavy 
smokers than non-smokers. 
Out of 1.000 heart attacks. 40 
will be non-smokers, 85 will be 
smokers who use one pack per 
day and 131 will be persons 
who smoke more than one 
pack a day. 

Leveille disagrees with the 
McGovern Report that said 85 
per cent of cancers are diet- 
related. 

“There Is no knowledge 


anywhere to support this," he 
said. “It's safe to assume that 
there is something in the en¬ 
vironment that causes can¬ 
cer, but it has not been proven 
that it is diet. 

"We don't know what 
causes cancer other than cig¬ 
arette smoking. We do know 
there are 70,000 deaths from 
lung cancer each year attrib¬ 
utable to cigarette smoking." 

Leveille said that over¬ 
weight is this nation's major 
nutritional disease). 


“There is evidence to show 
that obesity contributes to 
heart disease and to the onset 
of diabetes in adults. It Is one 
of the most difficult things 
nutritionists have to deal 
with. 

"Affluence and abundance 
of food make it easy to eat too - 
much. The obese have many 
ways of nationalizing their 
overweight. They say they're 
not too fat or too short, for 
example."

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Dear Dr. Thostesoa; I have 
painful cold sores, to the 
point where it is hard for me 
to eat. Do you recommend 


smallpox vaccination for 
this? A friend had the vaccin¬ 
ation and hasn't been both¬ 
ered since. What actually 
causes these sores? —Mrs. 
O.L. 

It's debatable whether the 
vaccination affects the her¬ 
pes simplex virus, the one 
that causes cold sores. Most 
sores disappear in 10 days, 
anyway. Some doctors try the 
vaccination method (given at 
intervals over several weeks) 
in sevehe cases. I don’t re¬ 
commend it because of its 
doubtful value. 

Many factors are involved. 
The theory is that the virus 
lies dormant In the skin and Is 
activated by such things as 
sun exposure, upper respira¬ 
tory tract infection (hence 
the name "cold sore"), physi¬ 
cal or emotional stress, 
fever, and the like. Certain 
foods or drugs cause erup¬ 
tions in some persons. 

I recommend keeping the 
sores as dry as possible. Dry¬ 
ing lotions are available, but 
daubing them with rubbing 
alcohol is effective. The foods

to avoid include citrus fruits, 
chocolate, colas, chips, con¬ 
diments, chewing gum, and 
all tart, sour foods. Eating 
yogurt has been reported 
helpful. In fact, there may be 
as many cold sore “cures" as 
there are sufferers. One read¬ 
er sent me a list of no less 
than 20 of them, each a defi¬ 
nite winner for him. Most of 
these cures are psychothera 
peutlc. If a person thinks 
something is going to help, it 
well might. 

Dear Dr. Thosteson: I am 
65 and very, very tired all the 
time. My doctor said it Is 
from poor circulation. I take 
circulation pills. Could poor 
circulation cause me to be 
tired?— J.D. 

Fatigue Is one of the least 
appreciated of symptoms, 
probably because- so many 
factors can lie behind it. 
Often it can mean only that 
the person is not taking care 
of him or herself — not eating

properly, overindulging, not 
getting sufficient sleep. 

I would not call poor circu¬ 
lation the root cause of your 
fatigue. There is probably 
more to your problem than 
that. 

Low thyroid function is 
common at your age. and it is 
often overlooked. A muscle 
disorder called myasthenia 
gravis can be a cause. There 
would likely be other muscu¬ 
lar symptoms with that. 
Sheer boredom can be a fac¬ 
tor, but so can low adrenal 
gland activity. Poor circula 
tion can be a catch-all diag¬ 
nosis. A physical examina¬ 
tion (including blood tests) is 
in order. If any of the ail¬ 
ments I mention is found, ap¬ 
propriate treatment can give 
prompt relief. 

Fatigue is never a normal 
condition and should be in¬ 
vestigated. It should be cor¬ 
rected, even if the cause is 
staying up for the late-late 
movie at night. 

Dear Dr. Thostesoa: Will 
you please explain exactly 
what is done in a carpal tun 
net syndrome operation? I 
know the wrists are cut. but 
what else is done? —Mrs. 
M.A.G. 

The carpal tunnel is the 
space through which the 
main wrist nerve and tendon 
pass. Swelling from fluid ac 
cumulation at the site can put 
pressure on the area, causing 
pain in the affected fingers. 

Surgery to relieve the pres¬ 
sure is delicate, as it Is in tny 
nerve-related operation. The 
tendon sheaths comprising 
the tunnel are split to remove 
the congestion. If a nerve 
tumor (neuroma) Or gout de¬ 
posits are found, these can 
also be removed.

Lange is a black, female rev¬ 
olutionary — nonabrasive 
style. 

This host of "Turnabout." 
the newest (and only surviv¬ 
ing) weekly "women's show" 
on public television charac¬ 
terizes herself that way. 

Smartly dressed, her gray 
hair close-cropped. Miss 
Lange finds It difficult to hold 
back any of her enthusiasms. 
And she has many. 

"People are tired of being 
hit over the head,” she says 
in an interview. 

“You really can't be abra¬ 
sive and expect them to listen 
any more. I don’t want to hit 
people with my being a 
woman, with my being black 
or anything. All I want to say 
is. ‘This is who I am, and I'm 
eager to discover who you 
are.' Now, that’s revolution¬ 
ary. It’s also me personally ” 
Who is Gerri Lange person¬ 
ally? Well, she’s a third-gen¬ 
eration California, divorced, 
mother of three sons one of 
whom, Ted, is featured in 
ABC.s "Loveboat”), teacher 
of public relations and jour¬ 
nalism at San Francisco City 
College, board member of in¬ 
numerable civic groups. Her 
light complexion mirrors a 
combination of American In¬ 
dian, white, and African 
blood, but she considers her¬ 
self black — as does society. 

"A black woman is the only 
kjnd of woman who can have 
a child by a father of any 
nationally and that child will 
take on her black identity 
rather than the father’s na 
tionality. If you have one 
drop of black blood in you. 
you are black. ... Is my 
blood that powerful? R works 
against you as long as blacks 
aren’t in — but. right now, I 
guess we're in.” 

Miss Lange laughs and 
there is not a trace of bitter¬ 
ness in her hilarity. Lots of 
irony, though.

no place in the theatre for this 
man .. . only African Zulu 
parts.

He said Stanford ran a suc¬ 
cessful program in two Cali¬ 
fornia towns w ith a total of 
about 15,000 residents during 
a three-year period, using a 
third town as a control group.

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Mirabel deficit to persist, new figures show J 


OTTAWA (CP) — Mirabel; 
described by Opposition MPs 
and critics as the great white 
elephant of the country’s air¬ 
ports, is expected to lose 
about another $50 million in 
the coming fiscal year, gov¬ 
ernment spending estimates 
show. 

And the transport depart¬ 
ment has no idea how long 
Mirabel’s enormous deficits 
will continue, a department 
official said Thursday. ^ 

According to the estimates, 
Mirabel lost |61.1 million in 
the 1975-1077 fiscal year and 
is pegged at losing another 
$53.6 million during the cur¬ 
rent fiscal year, which ends 
March 31. 

Meanwhile, Dorval, Mon¬ 


treal’s other airport, is ex¬ 
pected to turn a $2.7-million 
profit In 1978-1979, the gov¬ 
ernment statistics show. — 

It is the only major airport 
in the country expected to 
operate in the black, while 
Mirabel's deficits continue to 
far out strip losses at Toronto 
and Vancouver international 
airports. 

The demartment spokes¬ 
man attributed Mirabel’s 
losses in part to the repay¬ 
ment of loans to the govern¬ 
ment’s revolving fund for 
capital expenditures at air¬ 
ports. 

Costs of the airport, which 
opened in the fall of 1975, 
exceeded original estimates 
by at least $100 million, fl>e 


final bill was more than $400 
million. 

The spokesman also attri¬ 
buted Mirabel’s losses to an 
over-all drop in North Atlan¬ 
tic air traffic. 

The decline was not antici¬ 
pated when Mirabel was 
being planned and the airport 
was designed to meet future 
needs, not to be operated at 
full capacity when it opened, 
he said. 

The decline in North Atlan¬ 
tic air traffic has started 
slowing down, but it is not 
known when traffic will pick 
up enough to end Mirabel's 
string of large deficits, the 
spokesman said. 

Another persistent com¬ 
plaint about Mirabel is its 


location about 35 miles north¬ 
west of Montreal. Original 
plans call for a rapid transit 
system to connect the two. 

The system was to have 
been built by both the federal 
and Quebec governments and 
is still being considered, 
other federal officials have 
said. 

But, in the meantime, air¬ 
line officials, tour organizers 
and Mirabel critics have said 
the airport’s location is caus¬ 
ing travellers to route their 
flights through Dorval, To¬ 
ronto and U.S. airports to 
avoid Mirabel. 

Mirabel handles mainly in¬ 
ternational flights while Dor¬ 
val deals with domestic and 
short-run flights. 


While Mirabel remains sur¬ 
rounded by deficits, Dorval, 
which has been running close 
to the break-even point for 
the last few years, is expect¬ 
ed to make $ profit in the 
coming %cal year. 

The department official 
said Dorval’s financial pic¬ 
ture reflects the lack of 
major construction at the air¬ 
port.

Quebec tugging 
Africa—Trudeau 


OTTAWA (CP) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau says he 
suspects Quebec planned to 
seek African support for its 
independence campaign 
through a proposed new lega¬ 
tion in Senegal. 

He said at a news confer¬ 
ence this week that Quebec's 
motive in proposing the lega¬ 
tion “might be in order to try 
and convince some African 
nations-that separatism is a 
good thing for this country." 

Political motives seem the 
only possible reason why the 
Parti Quebecois government 
should make the proposal, 
the prime minister said. 

External Affairs Minister 
Don Jamieson has informed 
the Quebec government that 
Ottawa will not permit a sep¬ 
arate legation to be estab¬ 
lished in Dakar. But Quebec 
would be allowed to operate 
nut of the Canadian embassy 
in Dakar under Ottawa's con¬ 
trol. 

Trudeau said Quebec did 
not explain why there was a 
need for a separate Quebec 
delegation in Dakar. Quebec 
did have separate legations 
in Paris and Brussels but 
there were historic, cultural 
links between Quebec and 
Belgium and France. 

"This doesn't seem obvious 
with Senegal,” the prime 
minister said. "There don’t 
seem to be cultural reasons 
and there don't seem to be 
trade reasons or immigration 
reasons.” 

The explanation for the 
Quebec proposal “could only 
be a question of international 

politics.” 

External affairs officials 
say the proposed delegation 
in Dakar would exceed pro¬ 
vincial authority abroad. But 
a top Quebec official Thurs¬ 
day rejected this view.

Ot¬ 
tawa has said the federal gov¬ 
ernment must be consulted 
before such agreements are 
concluded. 

Quebec and French leaders 
have said it is inconceivable 
that such a meeting would be 
held without Quebec repre¬ 
sentation. 

But federal leaders have 
said such-a meeting will deal 
with international political 
issues. This area was under 
federal jurisdiction. 

The so-called francophone 
commonwealth proposal 
emerged last fall after dis¬ 
cussions between and Presi¬ 
dent Leopold Senghor of Sen¬ 
egal over many months. 

The idea is backed by a 
number of African leaders 
and Senghor has mentioned it 
to the French government 
before. Officials in Ottawa 
and Quebec City expect it will 
be discussed again in Paris in 
May. 

External affairs officials 
acknowledge that Quebec al¬ 
ready has separate delega¬ 
tions in foreign capitals such 
as Paris and Brussels. But 
they say Quebec proposed en¬ 
tering a new field in Dakar- 
international development 
aid. 

They say Quebec delega¬ 
tions in other centres deal 
primarily with the private 
sector. The Dakar delegation 
would have dealt directly 
with another government in 
international aid, a federal 
field. 

But a senior Quebec official 
said this assistance would 
have been in the provincial 
fields of culture, education 
and natural resources. 


In fact, the Quebec official 
said the federal government 
might be enlarging its au¬ 
thority by such moves as the 
Dakar decision. He said for¬ 
eign affairs touches on many 
areas that belong constitu¬ 
tionally to tbe provinces. 

Ottawa has argued that 
Quebec’s development aid ef¬ 
forts would overlap federal 
activities in Africa and the 
provincial activity should fit 
in with Canadian policy. 

So Ottawa has offered Its 
compromise which would 
allow Quebec to operate from 
the Canadian embassy in 
Dakar.

MPs-by-Telesat 
plans criticized 


OTTAWA (CP) — Telesat 
Canada, the communications 
satellite company, and the 
association of major regional 
telephone companies this 
week unveiled costly propo¬ 
sals for distributig the House 
of Commons television 
broadcasts. 

But the plans were quickly 
criticized by members of the 
special Commons committee 
on House broadcasts as being 
too extravagant for times of 
restraint, discriminatory 
against rural and small town 
residents, and lacking guar¬ 
antees that the broadcasts 
would be picked up and dis¬ 
tributed by cable operators. 

Under the proposals, Com¬ 
mons debate would be trans¬ 
mitted nationally by Telesat 
satellites and distributed by 
microwave links, if neces¬ 
sary, to about 89 per cent of 


the homes now receiving 
cable TV. Only about 50 per 
cent of Canadians households 
now subscribe to cable. 

Telesat and the Trans-Can¬ 
ada Telephone System, of 
which the satellite company 
is a member, estimate an¬ 
nual operating cost of the 
system at $2.8 million. 

A Telesat official estimat¬ 
ed capita) costs ranging from 
about $4 to $5 million, exclud¬ 
ing any new microwave links 
that might be needed. 

The broadcasts would be 
offered in both official lan¬ 
guages. 

Derek Blackburn (NDP—

Soviet spies 
a blessing 
in disguise 


CALGARY (CP) — Soviet 
spies in Canada are doing no 
harm and may even be doing 
Canadians some good with 
their payments for intelli¬ 
gence. says David Levy, a 
former Canadian Broadcast¬ 
ing Corp. correspondent. 

Levy, who founded the CBC 
bureau in Moscow and 
worked as a journalist in the 
Soviet Union for several 
years, said Wednesday the 
Soviet KGB intelligence ser¬ 
vice was an inept bureaucra¬ 
cy that couldn't believe the 
Western world was so free 
that spies weren't needed to 
gath.er commercial intelli¬ 
gence. 

"We are an open society 


and they are a closed society 
run by a bureaucracy." said 
Levy, now a journalism in 
structor at Mount Royal Col¬ 
lege here. 

"The KGB is like the post 
office here. They operate on 
ihe prim-ipfe that everybody 
can be bought for money. 

' They're textbook capital¬ 
ists—they seem to have a 
book of rules that everything 
operates on the money prin¬ 
ciple.” 

Levy said he did not doubt 
that the Russians had Cana¬ 
dians collecting information 
for them for money, but he 
said the information was rea¬ 
dily available to anyone

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Bodies of ‘friendly’ dolphins line beach on Japan’s fki Island 

GANGSTER’ MAMMALS THREAT TO FISH 

1,000 dolphins slaughtered 


TOKYO (AH) — Japanese fishermen 
clubbed to death about 1.000 dolphins 
they herded onto a beach in an annual 
slaughter aimed at protecting fish that 
the dolphins feed on, authorities re¬ 
ported Friday. 

One fisherman was quoting as saying 
the dolphins “are gangsters, eating cut¬ 
tlefish and yellowtails. We have to 
do something with them, or we will lose 
our catch." 

The dolphins, known for their friendli 


ness toward humans, were killed on Iki 
Island about 880 kilometres southwest of 
Tokyo. 

Police said fishermen in 300 boats 
joined in the roundup after a school of 
dolphins was spotted. One dolphin was 
harpooned, police said, and the others, 
gathered around the injured mammal, 
were driven toward shore. 

During a five-hour pursuit the dol¬ 
phins were herded into an inlet that was 
sealed off by nets and the fishermen 


then clubbed the mammals to death, 
police said. The remains were pushed 
back into the sea. 

Many of the dolphins were four lo five 
metres long, police said. 

Environmentalists have protested the 
slaughter that is carried out each year 
, Police said some fishermen had ap 
pealed to the government to use Japa 
nese Self-Defence Force combat planes 
lo strafe the dolphins. 


OTTAWA (CP) — Housewives would 
revolt If the federal government decided 
lo give monthly family allowance che¬ 
ques only to poor mothers. Health Min 
ister Monique Begin told a Liberal 
policy convention Friday. 

"That's the only cheque many women 
ever receive," Miss Begin said during a 
question-and-answer session with Liber 
al delegates in which she and Sports 
Minister Iona Campagnola offered a 
stout defence of the rights of mothers 
and women in general.

The state police said (hree hours after the explo¬ 
sion that it had confirmed 34 deaths and more than 200 
injuries. 

A spokesman said fire departments from all 
surrounding communities were battling fires that 
engulfed one-half the town. 

The blast, in the middle of a heavily-populated 
residential area, sent flames billowing 100 metres into 
the air. 

It was just a big roll of flame and black smoke." 
police dispatcher W.E. Bishop said. “There were 
people in the air. landing on fire, people with their 
clothes burning." 


Helicopters from the L’.S. 
Army and several police, 
agencies were evacuating the 
injured to available hospi¬ 
tals—including those in Nash 
ville, about 110 kilometres.to 
the east.

VANCOUVER (CP) - 
British Columbia steel fabri¬ 
cators learned Thursday that 
the federal government is 
willing to consider a regional 
pricing system for foreign 
steel coming into the Western 
provinces. 

"We are hopeful," said 
Gordon Ward-Hall of Canron 
Ltd. following a meeting be¬ 
tween industry representa¬ 
tives and two officials of the 
B.C. ministry of economic de¬ 
velopment. 

"We hadn't realized that a 
long-term solution was being 
looked at by Ottawa."

Without the proposal, she 
said, it had been difficult to 
organize a constructive pro¬ 
test. The group is planning to 
outline alternate uses for the 
centre to the provincial gov¬ 
ernment. 

The first objective is to get 
the provincial government to 
hold a public meeting on the 
changeover. Mrs. Martin 
said. 

The telegram which was 
sent after the meeting said 
that the 70 people attending 
the meeting strongly protest¬ 
ed the decision, which had 
been made without public 
input, to turn the facility over 
to the corrections branch. 
The group said that they had 
alternate suggestions which 
merited consideration. 

Some of these alternate 
suggestions, said Mrs. mar¬ 
tin, are to use the facility for 
intermediate care for senior 
citizens, or possibly for a pri¬ 
vate school.

There was a $100,000 saving 
in both the police and public 
works department budgets, 


and the municipality re¬ 
ceived $100,900 more in 
grants in lieu of taxes than 
had been estimated. 

Reduced construction and 
rezoning activity was reflect¬ 


ed in an $86,000 drop in anti¬ 
cipated revenues from li¬ 
cences and permits.

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Appointment to police board challenged 


Former Victoria alderman 
Alf Hood was appointed to 
the city’s police board Thurs¬ 
day, but city council was split 
on whether he was the right 
man for the job. 

It was Hood’s background 
as a retired colonel with the 
Canadian Armed Forces that 
prompted Aldermen Larry 
Ryan and Robin Blencoe to 
oppose the appointment. Aid. 
William McElroy voiced pro¬ 
test against the method by 


which such appointments are 
made. 

Appointments to boards 
and commissions are tradi¬ 
tionally made by the mayor, 
and the aldermen see the 
names (or first time when 
they go before council tor ap¬ 
proval. 

McElroy said such appoint¬ 
ments were too Important to 
be left to the discretion of the 
mayor alone. City council 
should have a say In them. 


Ryan said he didn't ques¬ 
tion Hood’s contribution to 
the city. Hood, he said, was a 
distinguished citizen, but his 
background as an army colo¬ 
nel wasn’t what was needed 
on police boards. 

Ryan said the establish¬ 
ment of police boards was an 
attempt to "get away from 
the old ways.” Colonels, he 
said, might not be particular¬ 
ly suitable for such "sen¬ 
sitive positions.” 


Blencoe said he shared 
Ryan's reservations. 

“I don't think that the peo¬ 
ple who have traditionally 
been on such boards should 
serve on them any longer. Is 
Hood the right man? Is he 
aware of the changing prob¬ 
lems? Is he in touch with 
those who have problems?” 
he asked. 

Aid. Maurray Glazier said 
he didn’t see any validity in 


the concerns voiced by his 
colleagues. 

"Aid. Hood bps been ac¬ 
ceptable to the community in 
the past in an overwhelming 
way. He’s a man whose ser¬ 
vices were appreciated by 
residents of the community 
on many December and No¬ 
vember occasions,” he said 
in reference to Hood’s top¬ 
ping the polls at election 
time. 

Mayor Michael Young said 


he had picked Hood because 
of the nature of work on the 
police board, which required 
some municipal experience. 

Besides the mayor, who 
serves as chairman, the city 
may appoint one member to 
the police board. The others 
are appointed by the provin¬ 
cial government on recom¬ 
mendation from the city. 

Hood is to succeed J.C. 
Cowan who resigned from the 
board.

DUNCAN — "It’s the obligation of the department 
of fisheries to conduct thorough research into the 
effects of booming in estuaries,” said Tommy Doug¬ 
las, NDP MLA for Nanatmo-Cowichan-The Islands, in 
an interview with the Colonist here recently. 

Douglas said he was referring to both the Nanaimo 
and the Cowichan estuaries. He said: “Thorough 
research should be conducted into the whole matter of 
booming in an estuary to ascertain the effect upon the 
spawning of fish. 

"All of us welcome industrial development that pro¬ 
vides jobs but, at the same time, we must insure that 
we don’t secure this development at the expense of de¬ 
stroying the fishing industry that provides even more 
jobs. 

“With the exception of Norway, there are few other 
coastlines in the world that have as few estuaries as 
British Columbia. These constitute the basis of our 
fishing industry, which provides employment both 
directly and indirectly for thousands of people. 

“It's therefore important that every step necessary 
be taken to ensure that log booming in the estuaries is 
net detrimental, before allowing it to proceed. 

“The minister of fisheries, Romeo LeBlanc, has 
said that it's hia intention to phase out booming of logs 
and to urge dry-land sorting. It is recognized that it 
cannot be done at one stroke, but if an environmental 
study shows that log booming should be restricted, it 
seems to me, in the interest of economic sur¬ 
vival of the fishing industry, the minister's program 
should be implemented.” 

Douglas was commenting on proposals by environ¬ 
mentalists to turn the Cowichan estuary area into a 
recreational playground with parks and campsites. 
• Swimming, fishing, canoeing and hiking trails would 
also be provided. 

Douglas said: “I’m very much in favor of making 
the area into a recreational centre. This would not 
rule out industrial development, providing it is locat¬ 
ed in areas that are not destructive to the environ¬ 
ment.”

Hollett added: “We 
should take a stronger 
stand if we want any de¬ 
velopment down there and 
we should give our indica¬ 
tions to the task force.” 

Director Ken Douglas, op¬ 
posing the motion, said: “Is it 
not so, that the task force is 
making its study because we 
(CVRD and North Cowichan) 
asked them to conduct a 
study? How on earth can we 
make a responsible decision, 
when we asked the govern¬ 
ment to provide us with all 
the technical data?" 

Douglas continued: "We 
have an economic develop¬ 
ment committee plus a task 
force and we have not yet had 
a report from either of them. 
The task force Is not expected 
to make its report until 
March 31. Yet we are now 
talking in terms of closing 
our minds again. We have not 
received any pertinent infor¬ 
mation. I can’t see how any¬ 
one on this board can support 
such a motion. If we make a 
decision now, why go through 
the motions of having a task 
force?” 

Hollett replied that he was 
nervous about waiting for the 
task force report. 

“They’re just a bunch of 
civil servants, probably all 
ecologists. If we let the tech¬ 
nical people come back in 
again they are likely to swing 
to the status quo position 
again. We should tell these 


guys what we want. I believe 
that we are protected by the 
14 agencies that control the 
environment." 

Director Buddy Russell 
said: “We are not a technical 
body. I would prefer to see 
some technical data come 
back first. If development is 
not viable, then we can'L If it 
Is, then let us go ahead.” 

He was supported by 


Director Fred Jameson, 
Ladysmith, who said: “Until 
we have a report from the 
task force, we are not quali¬ 
fied to make a decision.” 

The motion was then car¬ 
ried with directors Buddy 
Russell, Ken Douglas, Martin 
Lukaitis, Fred Jameson and 
Dave Berry opposed. Russell 
and Lukaitis wanted their 
negative votes recorded. 


Walkout 
is over 


CAMPBELL RIVER — About 120 sawmill 
workers ended a six-day wildcat strike here 
Thursday when the B.C. Labor Relations Board 
promised an immediate investigation into com¬ 
plaints that a supervisor propositioned part-time 
women workers. 

Lome Scott, local president of the Internation¬ 
al Woodworkers of America, said the crew at 
Raven Lumber Ltd. voted 59-per-cent in favor of 
returning to work on the condition that the board 
finish its inquiry by this coming Friday. 

Board vice-president Jack Moore, head of the 
three-member panel which began its investiga¬ 
tion late this week, said he expected to have the 
decision by next week. 

Both union and management spokesmen said 
they approved of the board's decision. 

The work stoppage began when local women 
set up a picket line outside the mill after a 
woman complained that sexual advances by a 
foreman had forced her to quit her job. 

“I’m very proud of the crew for taking this 
action,” said Scott. 

The board had threatened to order the crews 
back to work if they did not return voluntarily. 

Since the first woman has made the problem 
public, three others have come forward and 
related similar experiences with the same man 
dating back to August of 1976, Scott said. 

The supervisor has denied the charges. 

All women were casual workers called in to 
clean out sawdust occasionally or fill in when 
regular workers were absent. 

They did not belong to the union and had no 
recourse to the grievance procedure available to 
union members. 


Let Indians help Indians 


COURTENAY — Difring a speaking tour of the 
Island and Powell River area. Bill Wilson, president 
of the 20,006-member United Native Nations, talked to 
students at Vanier senior secondary school about 
aboriginal rights and racism. 

His group also has associate members who are non¬ 
native, a fact which Wilson calls “encouraging.” 

He says support comes from church and trade 
unions as well as individuals. 

Wilson emphasized Indians should be doing things 
for other Indians. He criticized past attempts to have 
white groups or non-native dominated groups making 
the decisions for native Indians. 

Wilson said one of bis jobs was to make his people 
aware of opportunities such as special housing grants. 

He emphasized the need for self-help by native 
Indians and suggested while it may take longer in the 
end it will be the best way. 


In regard to the settlement of aboriginal rights, 
Wilson said land claims will be done on a blanket 
settlement. Such a settlement, he said, is the priori¬ 
ty of the UNN- 

Wilson said the terms need to be related to specific 
tribal groups, how they make their living, where they 
live, to ensure that succeeding generations of Indian 
people, have the proper resources to enable them to 
decide how they want to live. 

The 33-year-old Wilson is a graduate lawyer, who 
broke off articling to enter the Indian Movement. 
However, he said his term as president of the UNN is 
up in July and after that be hopes to finish his articles 
and return to live in the Comox Valley. 

Wilson’s mother, Mrs. Ethel Pearson, and a sister, 
Donna Tyndall, both reside in Comox. Tyndall is well 
known as an Indian activist and led a protest over 
return of Len Pelletier to the United States.

Miss 
Begin said amid warm applause. 

She was also called upon to defend the 
government's laws permitting abortion.

She cited statistics which 
said that 84 per cent of women who 
received abortions were knowledgeable 
of contraceptive methods. 

"If abortion was not available maybe 
women would use contraceptive^ 
more." 

Miss Begin disagreed, saying that no 
woman "runs after an abortion—it's a 
traumatic affair." 

The minister said she would try to 
have more money channelled Into con¬ 
traceptive research. 

"Women have traditionally been left, 
out of medical research," Miss Begin 
said, “They did not get their fair 
share."

WAVERLY, Tenn (Reuter) — Two derailed rail¬ 
way tank cars filled with liquefied propane gas 
exploded here Friday, killing 34 persons, injuring 
more than 200 others and setting about a score of 
buildings on fire. 

The state police *aid three hours after the explo¬ 
sion that it had confirmed 34 deaths and more than 2(H) 
injuries. 

A spokesman said fire departments from all sur¬ 
rounding communities were battling fires that en 
gulfed one-half the town. 

The blast, in the middle of a heavily-populated 
residential area, sent flames billowing 100 metres into 
the air. 

it was just a big roll of flame and black smoke.” 
police dispatcher W.E. Bishop said. “There were 
people in the air, landing on fire, people with their 
clothes burning." 

Helicopters from the U.S. Army and several police 
agencies were evacuating the injured to available 
hospitals—including those in Nashville, about 110 
kilometres to the east. 


The rest of the 6,000 resi¬ 
dents of the town were eva¬ 
cuated after the late after 
noon blast. 

Police said fire engulfed 
the commercial district of 
the town. At least 17 buildings 
were on fire, the spokesman 
said. 

Grass ground nearby 
houses also burned, but few if 
any residences were reported 
burning. 

"There was a bright fight 
and suddenly it got very hot." 
a resident said. "We knew it 
was those cars that caught 
fire." 

The two propane tank cars 
had derailed Thursday, offi¬ 
cials said. They exploded 
while the liquefied propane 
gas. commonly used in rural 
hon)es for heating and cook¬ 
ing, was being pumped from 
a derailed tank car into a 
tank truck. 

The U.S. Army sent heli¬ 
copters from Fort Campbell. 
Ken., about 65 kilometres to 
the northeast. 

Communication with the 
tiny town was virtually im¬ 
possible. The telephone com¬ 
pany said many of its line^ in— 
Waverly were damaged by 
the blast. Those working were 
jammed by people calling the 
stricken town.

Union /officials held out little hope Friday 
night of avoiding a transit bus strike in Victoria 
and Vancouver following rejection of a media¬ 
tor’s proposed contract settlement. 

1 can’t see anything that would avoid it now," 
said a spokesman for the Amalgamated Transit Union 
after bus drivers, mechanics and tradesmen had voted 
down Ken Albertini’s proposals. 

The ATU, representing 3,500 members in Victoria 
and Vancouver, served 72-hour strike notice on B.C. 
Hydro before Christmas but had made several other 
attempts since then to find a solution to the stalemate. 

The union said it would have no official state¬ 
ment concerning its plans prior to a news confer¬ 
ence in Vancouver at l p.m. today. That conference is 
lo follow an emergency meeting during the morning 
with the B.C. Federation of Labor executive. 

While union officials say a strike now appears a 
certainty, they aren't prepared to say prior to today's 
news conference what form it will take, or when it is 
expected to start. 

There was no immediate answer to the ques¬ 
tion of whether it would be an all-out work stoppage, or 
a rotating strike. 

During earlier efforts to reach settlement, union 
officials said they were determined to do everything 
possible to avoid being "pushed" into a strike position. 
There were a number of behind-the-scene moves, 
more mediation attempts and meetings with Labor 
Minister Allan Williams. 

A number of hurdles were cleared along the 
way. but some major issues remained unresolved — 
even after Aibertlni’s special report. 

One was the failure of Albertini to grant the 
ATU's demand for reduction in the work week 
from 37 Vi hours to 35 hours.

‘GANGSTER’ MAMMALS THREAT TO FISH 

1,000 dolphins slaughtered 


TOKYO (AP) — Japanese fishermen 
clubbed to death about 1.000 dolphins 
they herded onto a beach in an annual 
slaughter aimed at protecting fish that 
the dolphins feed on, authorities re 
ported Friday - 

One fisherman was quoting as saying 
the dolphins "are gangsters, eating cut¬ 
tlefish and yeliowtaiis. We have to 
do something with them, or we will lose 
our catch. " 

The dolphins, known for their friendli- 
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ness toward humans, were killed on Iki 
Island about 880 kilometres southwest of 
Tokyo. 

Police said fishermen in 300 boats 
joined in the roundup after a school of 
dolphins was spotted. One dolphin was 
harpooned, police said, and the others, 
gathered around the injured mammal, 
were driven toward shore. 

During a five-hour pursuit the dol¬ 
phins were herded into an inlet that was 
sealed off by nets and the fishermen 


then clubbed the mammals to death, 
police said. The remains were pushed 
back into the sea. 

Many of the dolphins were four to five 
metres long, police said. 

Environmentalists have protested the 
slaughter that is carried out each year.

A fundamental difference of opinion over 
the theory of the origin of the universe has 
divided the profession of astronomy into two 
camps for years. 

Some astrooomers swear by the “Big 
Bang” theory. 

Otters are equally convinced of the right¬ 
ness pt their belief that the universe always- 
has been more or less like it is now. 

Tbe division of opinion has occasionally 
been known to drive some astronomers to 
personal rancor, something rare In a profess¬ 
ion whose tools are all on the scholarly 
side. 

According to Dr. David Hartwlck, an 
award-winning astronomer who lectures in 
the University of Victoria physics depart¬ 
ment, the proponents of the “Big Bang” 
theory have been gaining a lot of ground in 
the last few years, owing to new develop¬ 
ments In astronomical knowledge. 

For example, the ambient temperature In 
the vast vacuum-like spaces between the 
heavenly bodies is a full three degrees above 
absolute zero (-273 degrees Celsius). 

According to computer calculations of the¬ 
oretical models of the universe, that tem¬ 
perature coincides almost exactly with what 
would be the leftover radiation of the "big 
bang” that took place an estimated IS billion 
years ago. 

The theory Is that all matter In the universe

was at one time condensed into one infinitely 
small point, called a "singularity,” which tor 
some reason blew up In an Immense explo¬ 
sion whose effects are. still observable in 
several ways. 

In fact, the “explosion" Is continuing as 
galaxies rush away from each other. 

According to current calculations about 
the speed and average density of the uni¬ 
verse, tbe dissipation is continuing at such a 
rate that gravity will be unable to over¬ 
come tbe initial momentum generated In the 
primal blast, Hartwick said. 

The most distant observable objects are 
those travelling fastest through space. Their 
speed can be measured by analysis of their 
“red shift”—their ratio of lower-frequency 
waves compared with emanations of galax¬ 
ies closer to earth which are not travelling so 
speedily away from us. 

Hartwick last December was awarded the 
most prestigious academic honor that Cana¬ 
da can give to scientists and engineers for his 
research into older stars—those thought to be 
It) billion years of age or more. 

That award, by the National Research 


Council of Canada, is the Steacie Fellowship, 
/ which will free him for a full year of his 
university duties, allowing him to concen¬ 
trate on his research—research that Is help¬ 
ing shed light on the basic question of the 
origin of the universe. 

According to a National Research Council 
news release announcing the award, Har- 
twick’s research into stellar and galactic 
evolution “has made a decisive impact over 
the last 10 years.” 

The associate professor Is an extremely 
modest man, and is reluctant to discuss what 
has led his peers to give him this accolade, 
but he’s happy to talk about his work, 
which one suspects is also his hobby. 

The 30-year-old astronomer is one of a 
small number of astronomers in Canada who 
are studying old stars in our own galaxy, the 
Milky Way, and galaxies neighboring our 
own. * 

The ages of these old stars are of the order 
of 10 billion years or more and can be 
determined by examining their composition, 
according to Hartwlck. The older the star, 
the smaller will be the abundance of heavy 
elements like iron. 

Determination of various facts about such 
older stars can give us an idea of what the 
universe was like in its infancy, Hartwick 
said. 

Younger stars, such as our own sun, which 


is estimated to be five billion years old. 
Incorporate heavier elements picked up from 
the debris of some of the original stars 
which had sufficient mass to self-destruct as 
novas or supernovas. 

“One of the problems In astronomy Is to 
ascertain at what mass stars become white 
dwarfs and at what mass they end their life 
explosively. In doing so, it is possible the 
exploding stars leave behind a black hole, 
which theoretically concentrates matter to 
such densities that not even light waves can 
escape. 

“The question of black holes Is still quite a 
controversial matter among astronomers, 
although we believe we can observe the 
effects of one in a binary star system 
called Cygnus XI, a powerful x-ray source. It 
is thought the x-rays are emitted as the black 
bole draws matter from its companion star.” 

Although most astronomers believe noth¬ 
ing can escape from a black hole, some 
theorize that a form of high-energy radia¬ 
tion should be emitted under the laws of 
quantum mechanics, and detectors have 
been set up in several places on earth, 
without results so far. 

The galaxies he is concentrating on, in 
addition to the Milky Way, are the Magellan¬ 
ic Clouds and tbe Andromeda galaxy, usually 
observable from Victoria in the fall. 

To observe the Magellanic Clouds, Har¬ 


twlck must travel to Chile to use the powerful 
telescope installed three years ago at Cerro 
Tololo Inter-American Observatory at La 
Serena. He also observes with telescopes at 
Mount Palomar In California and Kitt Peak 
in Arizona. , 

' Today’s astronomer spends very little time 
peering into telescopes, Hartwick said. 
“What we do is make a proposal to observe a 
particular object, stating what we hope 
to achieve. If granted viewing time, we go 
down and make photographic and other 
records through the telescopes, then come 
home and study the records with the aid 
of computers andother equipment.” 

Current efforts are concentrated on exa¬ 
mining the brightness and velocity of galax¬ 
ies at varying distances from our own in an 
attempt to develop a "picture” of what the 
universe was like in the far distant past. If 
that could be achieved, astronomers would 
be able to make “evolutionary corrections” 
2nd perhaps determine once and for all 
whether the expanding universe will even¬ 
tually collapse in on itself and start the 
process all over again. 

No one has yet theorized what form the 
“singularity” which presumably started it 
all took. 

“That's a question better left to philoso¬ 
phers," said Hartwick. “In general, science 
deals only with what can be observed." 


Chargex overdues: 
Bank blames mails 


The Toronto-Dominlon 
Bank is advising its Victoria 
Chargex customers not to 
rely on the mall in sending 
cheques for their monthly 
statements. 

It advises Instead that they 
pay their accounts within 
three working days of due 
date at any branch of the 
bank, whose courier service 
will take them to Vancouver. 

An official in TD Chargex 
customer complaints in Van¬ 
couver gave this advice to a 
customer who always mails 
In his account a week in-ad¬ 
vance of the due date but 
always finds a charge for late 
payment on his next month's 
account. 

“The post office seems to 
be delaying mail to us,” she 
said. “We used to advise our 
customers to get their, ac¬ 
counts off five working days 
ahead of the due date, and 
that was enough. 

“Now we’re getting a lot of 
complaints." 

The customer concerned 
mailed off a cheque for the 
January statement Feb. 7, to 
beat the cutoff date for inter¬ 


est of Feb. 14 In plenty of 
time. 

In fact, the cheque wasn’t 
credited by the Chargex data 
centre until Feb. 23. 

A spokesman for the Post 
Office in Victoria said such 
delays shouldn’t be occurring 
because the dispatch system 
here is rarely behind. 


The postal official said he 
didn't want to appear to be 
“passing the buck," but sug¬ 
gested it was in such a com¬ 
pany’s Interest not to process 
their incoming cheques 
quickly because many people 
wouldn’t bother protesting a 
dollar or so in interest 
charges. 


Young Victoria man 
stabbed in chest 

A 22-year-old Victoria man was stabbed in the chest 
Friday night by two persons believed to have been 
looking for money. 

Victoria police said the incident occurred at Kings 
and Wark, near Blanshard school, at about 6 p.m. The 
stab wound was minor, and the victim went on his own 
to Victoria General Hospital for treatment. 

Police said they had no one in custody and were still 
investigating the incident. 


Boy of 5 saves sister’s life 


An abandoned, water-filled 
pit in Colwood was the scene 
of a near-tragedy Thursday, 
bat the quick thinking of a 
five-year-old is credited with 
the saving of his three-year- 
old sister’s life. 

Karin Fournier, who fell 
into a gravel-pit pool behind 
the family home at 3270 Gal¬ 
loway, was rescued by her 
brother Paul, who shed his 
clothes and waded in up to his 
armpits and held his sister's 
head above water until adult 
help arrived. 

The Incident occurred 


while the Fournier children 
were playing with four-year- 
old Kenny Hardy, a neighbor¬ 
hood friend. Karin fell over 
the edge of the pit and into 
about 20 feet of water, disap¬ 
pearing under the surface be¬ 
fore bobbing up again, face 
down. Paul scrambled down 
the embankment, stripped, 
and waded In, removing a 
piece of a car bumper which 
apparently held Karin down. 
While Kenny ran to get his 
father, Paul struggled to hold 
Karin’s head above water, 
slowly sinking into the mud 
himself. 


Pete Hardy arrived mo¬ 
ments later and rescued the 
Fournier children, carrying 
Karin home. 

She was covered In mud, 
blue from the cold and barely 
conscious. She failed to re¬ 
spond to efforts to revive her 
by putting her in a hot bath. 

Langford ambulance was 
then called and the girl was 
rushed to Royal Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital, suffering from shock 
and severe hypothermia. She 
is listed in good condition. 

Mrs. Fournier credits 
Paul’s obeyance of her order 


not to get wet for saving his 
life as well. Had he Seen 
wearing a heavy winter coat, 
he might have been dragged 
under the water before help 
arrived. 

Neighborhood residents 
have been worried about the 
pit for years, Mrs. Fournier 
said, and the owners, Matti- 
son and Patterson, had been 
requested to build a fence 
around the property. How¬ 
ever, nothing has been done 
and the pit has beei vacated 
for some time, being used 
mainly for dumping fill and 
junk cars. 


Second-hand bargaining 
must cease, CUPE says

Canada's largest union has its heart set on 
chasing B.C.'s municipal politicians back to 
the bargaining table where it says they 
belong. 

As many as 100 B.C. members of the 
Canadian Union of Public Employees will be 
meeting among themselves in Victoria Mon¬ 
day and Tuesday and lobbying provincial 
politicians in an effort to put an end to what 
the union calls an unfair labor law. 

The goal is to get rid of a law that allows 
municipal councils, school boards and other 
similar elected bodies to turn collective 
bargaining duties over to accredited em¬ 
ployer associations. 

“Ours is the only province where such 
accreditation is allowed—except where con¬ 
struction workers are concerned,” explains 
Muriel Overgard of Victoria, president of the 
B.C. division of CUPE. 

She says the arrangement not only hurts 
the employer-employee relationship and 
stacks the odds against the employees, but 
“it takes all the pressure of the politi¬ 
cians.” 

The union, which has a national member¬ 
ship of more than 180,000, feels the politi¬ 
cians should be shouldering the responsibili¬ 
ties of face-to-face bargaining. 

, Plans for tbe two-day Victoria seminar and 
government lobby were born at a CUPE 
^convention last year. The union plans to 
lobby members of all parties and to present a 
brief to party leaders. 


The theme of the seminar —“people we 
elect should deal direct”—is going to show 
up with other slogans on stickers, leaflets, 
posters and newspaper advertisements as 
the campaign moves into full swing,” Mrs. 
Overgard says. 

“The bitter experience has been that when 
a public employer becomes part of an 
accredited employers’ association, the rela¬ 
tionship with public employees deteriorates 
and ultimately it’s the public which suffers 
most.” 

The union has pointed to Greater Victoria 
as a prime example of what it means. 
The core municipalities, school boards and 
Capital Region bargain with the various 
CUPE locals through the accredited Greater 
Victoria Labor Relations Association. Chief 
bargainer for GVLRA is Carl Anshelm, who 
formerly carried out the same function for 
the transport industry. He works on a con¬ 
tract basis. 

The eight CUPE locals attempted to bar¬ 
gain as a joint council last time but two— 
the city inside workers and Capital Region 
employees— decided to go it alone. Mrs. 
Overgard says this proved the unfairness of 
the accreditation law in that it meant the 
individual locals had to tackle the full forces 
of GVLRA. 

Municipal authorities, on the other hand, 
have said accreditation was necessary to 
cope with what they maintained was a union 
tactic of ganging up on one municipality. This 
was done, they said, to establish a standard 
for all the other muncipalities. 


‘Feeling that change must come unanimous in Quebec’ 


A new constitution tor Can 
ada will have to recognize 
regional differences, not only 
In Quebec, but in B.C. as 
well, a noted French-Canadi- 
an legal expert said Friday. 

Professor Andre Tremblay 
of the University of Mon¬ 
treal, in Victoria to deliver 
tbe second annual Victoria 
Bar Association lecture, said 
some of Quebec’s problems 
are unique, others shared 
with otter provinces. 

“B.C. pays a high price to 
be in confederation," Tremb¬ 
lay said. “You are hit by the 
trade and customs policies of 
Ottawa, for instance. You 
also feel alienated—Ottawa Is 
too far, and the decisions 
made by Ottawa, Ontario and 
Quebec are forced upon you.” 

Quebec's unique problem 
Is the gulf between French 
and English Canadians, and 
little has been done since the 
Royal Commission on Bilin¬ 


gualism and Blculturallsm to 
find a solution, Tremblay 
said. 

“There is much bitterness 
In Quebec about English Can¬ 
ada—It feels it has been 
pushed all the time back to 
Quebec, as in 1890 by Manito¬ 
ba. and in 1913 by Ontario,” 
when minority language 
rights were abridged. 

Even on the territory which 
they call their own, French 
Canadians feel threatened, 
mainly by Ottawa, viewed as 
representing the interests of 
the English majority. 

“Quebecers have felt that 
they have no alternative but 
separation to protect them¬ 
selves. This feeling of insecu¬ 
rity is at the root of their 
alienation.” ,— ^ 

Tremblay, constitutional . 
adviser to Claude Ryan, can¬ 
didate for the Liberal party 
leadership in Quebec, 
stressed the Importance for 


the Opposition in Quebec to 
prepare for the dialogue 
which will take place after 
the referendum In Quebec. 

The referendum question 
will probably be along the 
lines of “Do you authorize 
the government of Quebec to 
negotiate sovereignty asso¬ 
ciation,” and most people 
would be willing to say “yes” 
to that, he predicted. 

More important than the 
referendum would be the 
next provincial election, 
about two years from now. 
which he predicts the PQ will 
lose. 

To win the election, and to 
maintain power after win¬ 
ning the election, however, 
the Liberals will need a clear 
and firm stance on constitu¬ 
tional change. 

The feeling that change 
must occur is unanimous in 
Quebec, regardless of party 
affiliation, Tremblay said. 


Ryan is committed to a 
“third option" for change, 
somewhere between the sta¬ 
tus quo and complete inde¬ 
pendence. 

Among the principles of 
Ryan'9 third option is recog¬ 
nition of the concept of the 
“two founding peoples.” 

Major institutions, such as 
the courts, will have to rec¬ 
ognize the existence of the 
two linguistic communities, 
and offer linguistic equality 
before the law. 

Restraints will have to be 
put on federal spending and 
on federal Intervention In 
provincial affairs. In some 
areas, such as Immigration, 
education, culture and com¬ 
munications, Quebec must 
have control if it Is to contin¬ 
ue as a society, Trembly 
said. 

He suggested that a new , 
constitution should contain 
provision for much greater 


provincial participation at 
the federal level In these and 
other areas. Provinces could 
have a choice in whether 
they would exercise jurisdic¬ 
tion themselves, or whether 
they would delegate It to Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Quebec is concerned about 
the French-language ability 
of immigrants, for instance, 
but B.C. may decide that it 
has no interest in immigra¬ 
tion matters, and delegate 
that function to the federal 
government, Tremblay said. 

The Important thing for the 
opposition in Quebec will be 
to develop constitutional al¬ 
ternatives that are negotia¬ 
ble with the rest of Canada, 
and yet substantial enough 
for Quebec, Tremblay said. 

“If your claims are not 
within the bounds of reason, 
it will not be possible to get 
anything. The second danger 
is to be too timid.” 


Either approach would 
serve the interests of the PQ. 
Tremblay said. If the post- 
PQ government were to de¬ 
mand too much and fall, the 
PQ would blame it on the 
failure of confederation, and 
if it were to demand too little, 
the PQ would claim that it 
does not legitimately repre¬ 
sent the interests of Quebec. 

The result would probably 
a return to power by the PQ, 
and the beginning of a 
lengthy period of power for 
the PQ similar to that which 
Maurice Duplessis enjoyed 
when he regained control of 
the Quebec government in 
1944. 

“I am soberly optimistic," 
Tremblay said. “It will be a 
complex task to find a com¬ 
promise between the mini¬ 
mal requirements of Quebec 
and the acceptable maxi¬ 
mum to English Canada.”

NEW YORK (CP) — To millions of television 
viewers, Morely Safer is as familiar as Walter Cronklte 
or Harry Reasoner. 

But few know that Safer is a Canadian, and fewer still 
are aware that the 46-year-old co-host of CBS' 60 Minutes 
began his career in London, Ont., as a reporter with Lon¬ 
don Free Press and CFPL-TV. 

Along with Mike Wallace and Dan Rather, Safer re¬ 
ports every Sunday night to an audience of more than 30 
million. The first Neilsen ratings of 1978 show that 60 Mi¬ 
nutes is television's third most popular program, be¬ 
hind Laveme and Shirley and Happy Days. 

The last 23 years have been a tough and exciting 
climb to the top for Safer. 

“1 think the place that had the most profound effect 
on me was London, England," he said In an Interview. "It 
was an Important part of my education. I was exposed to 
eight or nine very lively newspapers, a great report¬ 
ing tradition and a terrifically literate city." 

After graduating from University of Western Ontar¬ 
io, Toronto-born Safer joined The Free Press as a 
reporter and was based In Woodstock, Ont. Later he 
returned to London and in 1933 a coincidence brought his 
first television assignment. 

“A plane went down and I was out covering it for The 
Free Press.” It was in the winter and somebody Impor¬ 
tant was on it, somebody from Ontario Hydro (Chair¬ 
man Robert Saunders died In the crash.) 

‘.‘I managed to get out there, and there was still one 
more edition of the paper to go. It was the middle of the 
night and it was In a field. 

“I remember I broke Into a farmhouse. There was no 
other way of getting to a phone and I wouldn’t other¬ 
wise make the deadline. 

“The next day television came around and I did a 
kind of eyewitness thing of what happened. I doubt I ever 
saw It on the air because I didn't have a television set. 

Nobody had back then."

Last week I used up nearly a whole column not telling 
you about a collection of current and relevant thoughts, 
from 32 articulate Canadians, on the state of our troubled 
nation. They are contained In Divided We Stand, edited 
by Gary Geddes (Peter Martin, $7.93). 

To be frank, I don’t Intend to review the book this 
week, either. Divided We Stand Is too stimulating for 
that. It's the sort of book which no two people will read 
alike, because no two people will fasten on the same 
facts, details and opinions among the many It contains. 

In my own case, It was Silver Donald Cameron's 
pugnacious article, " Rene Levesque and the Sovereign 
State of Atlantlca,' which rang the loudest bell. (In It, 
Silver hi-hoes through the history of the Maritime pro¬ 
vinces and argues that Confederation was a poor bargain 
from the start: ‘‘Yes, I’d prefer a united Canada. But not 
at any price — and the price the Marltlmes have paid In 
political, economic and human terms has been outra¬ 
geous.") 

It sounds so trite to describe a book as “stimulating.” 
Yet that's the word which sums up Divided We Stand, 
which may even be too stimulating for Its own good. 
Today's column, remember, is another non-review. I 
thought I’d tell you, Instead, about the time I tiptoed Into 
Quebec. 

It happened last summer, when our family of four 
faced its moment of racial truth: Did we have what It 
takes to travel to Newfoundland (our ultimate destina¬ 
tion) via Quebec, or were we going to chicken out and 
turn south, through New England? (I hope somebody out 
there catches the symbolic overtone to this momentous 
decision.) 

On the debit side were our misgivings about travel¬ 
ling across Quebec with an Ontario licence plate (we feel 
the same way about travelling through B.C., actually, but 
by now we’re used to It), and our meagre knowledge of 
French. (One of us has the vocabulary without the 
accent, two of us have the accent without the vocabulary, 
and one of us still thinks that saying "Parsley-voose 
fronkays” Is funny.) 


Offsetting these handicaps was the fundamental feel¬ 
ing, not that something good was bound to turn up, but 
that anything bad probably wouldn't. And what were we, 
anyway, Canadians or mice? 

Our first encounter of any Importance occurred in 
downtown Montreal, when an urbane Palestinian Arab 
desk clerk rented us a $60-a-day suite for $32. Embol¬ 
dened by this stroke of good fortune, we spent St. Jean 
Baptiste Day in Quebec City, where the locals celebrated 
with an open air concert and we fell asleep marvelling at 
the gentle sound of the flutes. 

But it was the return trip that bowled us over. “Let's 
stay in a small town,” decided my husband, and the 
choice fell on St. Hyacfnthe, about S3 miles east of 
Montreal. We found what sounded a suitable hostelry In 
the guidebook, drove into town, and got thoroughly lost. 
At last I stumbled Into a corner telephone bos and 
launched into my fractured French, which was matched 
and possibly even outdone by the fractured English on the 
other end. (“You take Excite 17," a young voice kept 
saying.) 

Finally, with the help of an avuncular taxi driver 
(“Suivez, sulvez"), we found the hotel. It was brand new 
and adjacent to a large emporium labelled "Zeller’s.” 
This would never do. I re-consulted the guide. "L’holel 
Ottawa" sounded promising. Then followed a six-way 
consultation at the Zeller's information desk, where three 
clerks, a cashier and a department manager took turns 
drawing me maps on brown paper bags. Everybody 
waved goodbye. 

When we found the hotel, It was kitty-corner from an 
open air market and vibrating softly as a band played 
somewhere in the basement. Speakers on the corners 
played music In the streets. We bought strawberry tarts 
at a bakery and the salesgirl took the opportunity to 
practise her English, solemnly counting out the change. 
"Ne derangez pas,” said the sign for the chambermaid, 
"Angels at rest! I ” 

By the time we left the province, my daughter and I 
were brushing past the U.S. lady tourists In gas station 
washrooms, saying politely, “S'cusez.” It was a mindless 
little game, but It proved that we knew on which side we 
belonged. 

1 do not believe that a majority of the people of 
Quebec will vote for separation. But if they should, I’ll 
know whom they are really separating from. And I’d like 
It, very much. If all of us could separate together.

. the man who would be king? 


A pity that the Leacock award for 
Canadian humor has not been given to 
J. V. Andrew for his book Bilingual 
Today, French Tomorrow. It may not be 
exactly a French farce, but It does place 
the author roughly In the same league 
as the author of Sunshine Sketches and 
My Financial Career. 

As the title suggests, this book re¬ 
veals a clear and present danger of 
political conquest and cultural assimila¬ 
tion. Like the mourners around Sir Wil¬ 
frid Laurler's grave, we are faced with 
a French Canadian plot. The leader of 
this conspiracy Is, of course, none other 
than that evil genius, Pierre Elliot Tru¬ 
deau; his major tools the Official Lan¬ 
guage Act of 1969 and federal fiscal 
sabre-rattling to force the provincial 
governments Into consent. 

BTFT contains an expose (pardon 
my French) of this fictional skulldug¬ 
gery and suggestions for combatting it. 
the author, now retired from the Cana¬ 
dian armed forces, pretends to believe 
that the Official Languages Act Is 
Intended to make the federal public ser¬ 
vice, Including the RCMP and the mili¬ 
tary, unlllngual rather than bilingual. 
(This will come about because most 
French-Canadians can speak at least 
some English, while most English- 
Canadians cannot speak French.) 

At the same time, scores of “agi¬ 
tators” have been sent throughout Can¬ 
ada by the federal governrqgnt to press 
for the provision of provincial and 
municipal services In French. This will 
necessitate the hiring of French-Cana¬ 
dians to supply these services, who will 
In turn demand more services, which 
will in turn necessitate the hiring of... 
and so on, until complete unllinguallsm 
Is a fait accompli. 

As the author says, “If Mr. Trudeau 
and Mr. Pelletier have their way, there 
will be language schools In every city, 
town and village In Canada (except 
Quebec), until every last English- 
speaking Canadian has married a 
French-Canadlan and has promised to 
bring the children up In the French 
language. Or am I now getting mixed up 
with religion? Maybe It's the same 
thing.” 

Evidence of this diabolical scheme Is 
everywhere, we are told. For example, 
French-Canadians no longer regard the 
public service as a largely Anglophone 
preserve. Why, exclaims Mr. Andrew 
(perhaps with bilingual tongue tucked 
firmly in both cheeks), when Franco¬ 
phone bureaucrats In Ottawa now leave 
the offices for coffee-breaks they often 
“Join more French-Canadians in the 
cafeteria, where they sit around in one 
or more groups speaking French.!” 

Other examples of the dry-rot In¬ 
clude: French on the top of government 
publications, Instead of the bottom, 
where it belongs; federal prison guards 
made to wear shoulder-badges “bear¬ 
ing French lnslgia”; automobiles with 
French names, such as Grand Prix and 
Chevelle. And, to top It all off, "the 
bagpipes have been struck off the list of

Instruments which qualify a Canadian 
serviceman for the trade of musician." 

But surely, the chuckling reader 
wishes to ask, would not Engllsh-Cana- 
dlans call a stop to this If It went much 
further? Not so. Bilingualism In the 
RCMP and the armed forces Is "a very 
necessary part of the planning for the 
Imposition of a police state In Canada.” 
We are faced with the threat of a coup 
d’etat! Already the government, 
steered by former cabinet minister 
Gerard Pelletier, has "Imposed Just as 
effective censorship on Canada as was 
exercised on Nazi Germany." When the 
“open hostility" between the "races" 
heats up even further as a result of 
bilingual policies, Mr. Trudeau will 
bring in a "police state” and “dictator¬ 
ship.” 

Larry Zolf, another keen-eyed sati¬ 
rist of the Canadian political scene, once 
argued that Trudeau, In a dazzling dia¬ 
lectical pirouette, had changed his 
Image from that of a philosopher-king to 
that of a Mackenzie King. Our Mr. 
Andrew, In a no less breath-taking tour 
de force, seems to be suggesting that 
Trudeau Is really The Man Who Would 
Be King. But not, by any means, a 
constitutional monarch. 


To foil this blackguard's "master 
plan,” Mr. Andrew prescribes “a bit of 
real Canadian unity." More precisely, 
Canadians should vote Liberal In Joe 
Clark’s constituency (so as to purge the 
party of his pre-bllingual leadership), 
but vote Conservative In the other con¬ 
stituencies (so as to purge the nation of 
Trudeau and his bilingualism). Then 
Quebec should be allowed to separate. 
Anglophones of the nation unite, you 
have nothing to lose but a province! 

There Is, however, one weakness to 
this book. We all know that the work of 
Charlie Farqhuarson, Fred C. Dobbs, 
and the Honourable Member from Kick¬ 
ing Horse Pass are supposed to be 
funny, but Mr. Andrew's reputation as a 
humorist Is not yet universally ac¬ 
claimed. Indeed, some people have 
taken his book seriously, and one overly 
serious and misguided student of poli¬ 
tics has even taken out a classified 
advertisement In the Victoria papers 
exhorting concerned Canadians to read 
this piece of fiction. 

Let me, th erefo re, point out some 
reasons why BTFT should not be taken 
seriously. First of all. It contains many 
statements that would be laughed out of 
class by a group of first-year political 
science students. For example, we are 
told that the BNA Act enshrines English 
as the language of Canada; that Tru-

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deau could legally declare the city of 
Winnipeg a “bilingual district"; and 
that prior to blllnguallzatlon the federal 
public service was 23 per cent French- 
Canadlan. 

Other pieces of misinformation In¬ 
clude the statement that we are about to 
replace all. British trade and defence 
relations with a French connection, and 
a suggestion that Ottawa can control the 
provinces by means of Its “control of the 
purse strings.’’ When Mr. Andrew 
states that the federal bilingual pro¬ 
gram has frequently been bungled and 
has created much resentment, he Is 
dead on, but these kernels of truth are 
almost lost In the chaff of his miscon¬ 
ceptions. 

Secondly, the book Is an exercise In 
fantasy when It Imputes evil motives to 
Trudeau’s desire to continue and Im¬ 
prove the Liberal bilingualism plans 
begun originally by Lester B. Pearson. 
It must be remembered that Trudeau 
has always felt that both Quebec nation¬ 
alism (especially in the Duplessls era) 
and the culturally-homogenizing nation¬ 
alism of Engllsh-Canada have unfortun- 
agely made Quebec a sort of franco¬ 
phone ghetto. His bilingualism Is not an 
attempt to swamp Engllsh-Canada with 
francophones, but rather an attempt to 
make francophones feel that Canada 
outside of Quebec Is not a totally foreign 
country. 

Since present demographies! projec¬ 
tions Indicate that the French language 
Is an endangered species outside of 
Quebec (and even In some areas within 
Quebec), his plans should be seen more 
as a holding action than as an assault. 
At bottom, It Is largely a matter of 
Identification and symbols. Is "mon 
payd’ — “my country” — to be Canada 
or Quebec? 

Thirdly, the willing suspension of 
disbelief is strained to the point of rup¬ 
ture when our author suggests that the 
unlllngual policies of recent Quebec 
governments dovetail nicely with Mr. 
Trudeau’s drive toward French-Cana¬ 
dlan imperial control. Quebec’s willing¬ 
ness to sacrifice the francophone min¬ 
orities of other provinces in order to 
safeguard French-Canadlan culture 
within its own borders Is a theme which 
recurs constantly In Canadian history. 
Bourassa's drive toward Quebec unilin- 
gualism, and Levesque’s tightening up 
of the screws, have nothing at all to do 
with pleasing Trudeau; they have 
everything to do with protecting French 
within Quebec, even at the expense of 
undermining the moral authority of Ot¬ 
tawa to encourage bilingualism In the 
other provinces. 

Fourthly, and finally, It would have 
been better if Mr. Andrew had laid on 
his humor with a slightly heavier hand 
when be borrows from the television 
series, All In the Family. One of the 
curiosities of that series is that certain 
people mistook Archie Bunker tor a 
sage Instead of a fool; the sa me t ypes 
may mistake the racism of FTBT as 
wisdom rather than wit. 
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More Poldark and Durrell's Animals

Where writing is con¬ 
cerned, what separates the 
men from the boys, or the 
women from the girls, is the 
gift of knowing when to leave 
things out. Winston Gra¬ 
ham’s The Angry Tide the 
seventh novel in the Poldark 
saga, is a fine example of that 
gift. . . 

To begin with, he faces' the 
problem of filling in the back¬ 
ground Information for those 
readers, if there still are any, 
who haven't met Ross Pol¬ 
dark before. He does this by 
casually dropping the more 
crucial events from the past 
into the conversation of the 
characters and spreading 
them throughout the book so 
that those who have read the 
other novels or seen the TV 
version won’t be bogged 
down with a lengthy synopsis 
in the first chapter. In this 
way, the new novel 1s per¬ 
fectly understandable on its 
own while Its characters gain 
an added depth from the fact 
that they so often refer to 
happenings from a shared 
past. 

| The Angry Tide opens with 
a shadow across the lives of 
Ross and his wife: “The 
worm in the bud, the rot in 
the deeps of the heart." This 
is the legacy of Demelza’s 
previous attraction for the 
now-dead Hugh Armltage. 
The events that follow take 
the Cornish tin-mining com¬ 
munity at Nampara through 
the years 1798 and 179* to the 
turn of the century. 

Ross it now often away in 
London as a member of par¬ 
liament and his absence does 
not make things easier be¬ 


tween the Poldarks. But it 
does allow Graham to dot 
the edges of his tale with such 
names as Nelson, Napoleon, 
Wllberforce and Humphry 
Davy. Those details are 
never allowed to obtrude 
upon the main action; they 
simply plot the leading char¬ 
acters’ course along the cur¬ 
rent of time, the angry tide of 
the book's title. 

Everything that occurs in 
the book is in fact crucial to 
the final resolution of the hurt 
that now divides Ross from 
Demelza. Although the action 
Is as colorful as always (a pit 
disaster, an early-morning 
duel, murder, rape and 
death). It all plays a role In 
shaping the central relation¬ 
ship. 

The other major charac¬ 
ters also have their place in 
the pattern. Ross’ life-long 
enemy, Georg* Warleggan, 
seems to have found a new 
peace with his wife, Eliza¬ 
beth, though behind that 
marriage lurks a doubt about 
the paternity of their son, 
Valentine. And that fear 
drives George into renewed 
hatred of Ross and leads 
directly to the novel’s sur¬ 
prising conclusion. 

The Poldark series on TV 
tends to present the plot only, 
but In the novels the charac¬ 
ters are more rounded, 
thanks to a continuing narra¬ 
tive voice which analyzes and 
assesses their Inner motiva¬ 
tions. They become so "real" 
that one is rarely aware of 
the carefully dovetailed pal 
terns of the plot. 

Yet TV has done wonders 
for the books. Reading this 
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one, I could see Ross, Demel¬ 
za and Co. just as they were 
on the screen, and the actors' 
personalities seem to hava 
given Graham a new assur¬ 
ance in his dialogue. 

When one stands back from 
the unfolding story one sees 
that its plots hinge on a few 
well-tried romantic ele¬ 
ments. A hero who Is fiery, 
independent, yet honest-for- 
all-that (Tom Jones); a hero¬ 
ine whose poor social back¬ 
ground belies a loyal heart 
and a determined good sense 
(Jane Eyre); a villain who 
has all the social graces but Is 
driven by an illogical passion 
(Dickens' Steerforth). 

The various pairs find and 
lose each other and Ross fre¬ 
quently faces disaster, yet 
there is always the satisfac¬ 
tion of watching him pick up 


the pieces and press on to 
greater triumph. 

The recipe, then, Is conven¬ 
tional. What gives the novel 
its bite, as I've tried to Indi¬ 
cate, is Graham's skill as a 
story-teller. 

He weaves each strand of 
his story Into the total pic¬ 
ture, builds economically to 
each climax, cuts things off 
at the crucial moment and 
sends his readers scurrying 
Into the next chapter and, on* 
hopes, to lots more novels.

One cannot say the same of 
JohnBralne's Finger Of Fire.

His excursions Into the thrill¬ 
er are mediocre when they're 
not pretentious. 

Partly this is because he 
describes everything to the 
point of tedium. The first 
short paragraph tells us that 
a panel is "slim white plastic, 
some three feet by four,” that 
a room Is "small window¬ 
less” and that a character 
has “an All-American face, a 
1930 college boy face, a 
clean-cut wholesome face 
...” And he goes on like this 
piling up the adjectives. He is 
fascinated by brand-names 
and trendy fashions, even 
down to the make of some¬ 
one's sunglasses. 

I know that this can be part 
of the genre, but the only way 
for that style to work is to go 
full-out Into escapist may¬ 
hem, as In the sexy glitter of 
the Bond books. 

Brain* (or his publisher) 
lays claim to a new realism. 
His protagonist, Xavier 
Flynn, first appeared in The 
Pious Agent, and his pretence 
to reality seems to derive 
from his admiration for his 
sister's quiet domesticity and 
from the fact that he mutters 
a swift prayer or two after he 
kills or beds someone. 

Bralne's major premise is 
that Britain Is going to the 
financial and political dogs. 
You can’t trust anyone; ene¬ 
mies of the state hold posi¬ 
tions of power, and liberal 
do-gooders are making an 
even slicker job of selling the 
country out. Caught between 
the forces of FIST with their 
laser panel and a confused 
and treacherous bureaucra¬ 
cy, Xavier's only answer is 
kill or be killed. 

If it could be taken serious¬ 


ly the novel offers the fascis¬ 
ts solution of raw force. Kick 
the liberals in the teeth be¬ 
fore their meddling delivers 
us to evil enemies. As It was, 
the book simply bored me. 

It was therefor* a relief to 
turn to Gerald Durrell's Gol¬ 
den Bats and Pink Pigeons. 
This Is an account of his trav¬ 
els to Mauritius in his contin¬ 
ued attempts to save endan 
gered species by taking back 
pairs to breed at his Wildlife 
Preservation Trust in Jersey 
and to organize a similar 
captive breeding program In 
the animals' native country. 

As usual, Durreil provides 
a light and frothy read, but I 
get the feeling of a self-con¬ 
scious effort to entertain. He 
has gained the reputation of 
describing animals and peo 
pie In an unsentimental yet 
amusing way, so his books 
have become studded with 
set-pieces where he piles up 
words to exaggerate his pic¬ 
ture. 

I still enjoy his books and I 
admire what he is trying to do 
for wildlife, but I find that 
he's best when his Irrespres- 
slble curiousity overcomes 
that urge to be funny. This 
book contains a stunning 
chapter describing the coral 
reef around the Island. Here 
Durreil Is In an unfamiliar 
world and he helps us see it 
all through his own sense of 
wonder without striving for 
effect. 

The book makes no attempt 
at a coherent narrative; each 
chapter is an independent 
’’occasion”. But It’s worth 
reading for those moments 
when his unquenchable ex¬ 
citement overpowers the 
word-maker In him. 


Science Fiction With a 'Religious' Theme

As the popular success of 
the film Close Encounters of 
the Third Kind demonstrates, 
science fiction owes much of 
its appeal to its implicit reli¬ 
gious dimension. Just as our 
forefathers sought enlighten¬ 
ment In the sagas of superhu¬ 
man gods and goddesses, so 
we today turn to our own 
contemporary "myths of the 
space age" to find new reve¬ 
lations tailored to fit the 
needs of a technological era. 

And in response, SF writers 
are being Increasingly drawn 
to explicitly religious 
themes. One example is If the 
Stars Are Gods, a novel-of- 
sorts assembled by Gregory 
Benford and Gordon Eklund 
around their award-winning 
novelette of the same title. 

The book version recounts 
five distinct episodes In the 
space-going pilgrimage of 
Bradley Reynolds, an astron¬ 
omer-astronaut who has con¬ 
stituted himself “a sort of 
one-man proselytizing force 
for the long-neglected reli¬ 
gion of Man In Space." And 
the basic posture is one tacit¬ 
ly underlying a great deal of 
SF, past and present — that 
the quest for alien Intelli¬ 
gence is a fundamentally re¬ 
ligious one, motivated by a 
deep-seated hunger for cos¬ 
mic communion on the part . 


of a species until now con¬ 
demned to an earth-bound 
purgatory of Ingrown solitude 
amid an overwhelmingly 
vast universe. 

Each episode is a variation 
on this common theme, fo¬ 
cussing on the various muh- 
dane forces which interfere 
with Reynolds’ single-minded 
pursuit of his cosmic epipha¬ 
ny. Unfortunately, while the 
two longest sections are very 
good stories in their own 
right, the book as a whole Is 
regrettably less than the sum 
of Its part. The individual 
episodes fail to meld together 
properly Into a coherent 
unity, while far too much 
weight Is placed on a hurried 
and rather pretentious epi¬ 
logue. 

A very different, and on its 
own terms far more success¬ 
ful, treatment of religion is 
offered In Michael Bishop's A 
Little Knowledge. This is the 
latest in an ongoing series set 
in the Atlanta, Georgia of 
the 21st century — a domed 
city firmly under the theo¬ 
cratic thumb of "Ortho-Ur¬ 
banism,” a neo-fundamental¬ 
ist political-religious move¬ 
ment. 

The plot centres around the 
troubles the Ortho-Urban es¬ 
tablishment has in coming 
to terms with the unexpected 


conversion of a grotesquely 
inhuman visitor from outer 
space. Despite occasional 
lapses Into self-consciously 
literary mannerisms. Bish¬ 
op's writing Is delightfully 
witty, abounding with subtle 
ironies and neatly humorous 
touches. 

Standing poles apart from 
the Bishop novel is The Dark 
Design, the third volume in 
Philip Jose Farmer's ex¬ 
tremely popular “ River- 
world" series. 

The first and best book in 
this scries, To Your Scattered 
Bodies Go, appeared in 1971. 
Through the eyes of the great 
Victorian explorer. Sir Ri¬ 
chard Francis Burton, it In¬ 
troduced Farmer's brilliant¬ 
ly compelling premise — that 
on the banks of a 10-million- 
mile-long river on an alien 
planet, everyone who ever 


lived on Earth has been mys¬ 
teriously resurrected by a 
shadowy group of technologi¬ 
cally super-powerful strang¬ 
ers, the "Ethlcals." The 
same year brought a second 
volume, The Fabulous River 
boat, in which Sam Clemens 
(better known as Mark 
Twain) struggled to build a 
giant paddlewheeler which 
could carry him, like Burton 
before him, to the river's 
source and the legendary 
Dark Tower where the Ethi- 
cals and the secret of their 
motivations might be found. 

The third volume, readers 
were promised, would round 
off the series, and there the 
secret of the Ethlcals would 
finally be revealed. But in the 
event, after six years of wait¬ 
ing, The Dark Design proves 
doubly disappointing. 

For one thing, although 
longer than its two predeces¬ 


sors put together, it ends in 
midstream — the climactic 
revelations, it turns out, have 
been reserv ed for yet another 
volume, The Magic La¬ 
byrinth. This one might not 
mind so much, if it weren't so 
patently evident that Farm¬ 
er has lost control over his 
material. 

The Dark Design is a dif¬ 
fuse, wordy, and self-indul¬ 
gent book — an embarrass¬ 
ingly pretentious betrayal of 
what remains a magnificent 
concept. Riverworld buffs 
will have to bear with it, since 
almost despite itself the nar¬ 
rative does further the 
progress towards the series’ 
promised climax. But I. for 
one, feel let down. 

For compensation, one 
could do worse than turn to 
Earthwind, the second novel 
by a very promising new 
British SF write*, Robert 
Holdstock. Here, too, things 
fall apart at the end, but for 
most of its length Earthwind 
is a remarkable achieve¬ 
ment, a consistently exciting 
blend of other-worldly adven¬ 
ture with searching meta¬ 
physical speculation. 

Superficially, this Is the 
story of Elspeth Mueller, a 
black amazon who voluntari¬ 
ly strands herself on a planet 


where the lost descendants of 
a human colony have unac¬ 
countably re-created the 
7,000-year-old culture of 
Stone Age Ireland. But It is 
also a serious consideration 
of the complex relationships 
between the human will, with 
its capacity for free choice, 
and the “cosmic tides" of 
transhuman destiny that 
sweep the universe. 

What makes Holdstock’s 
treatment of this material 
particularly satisfying Is the 
fact that he has the courage 
to approach his story on its 
own terms, rather than fall¬ 
ing Into the trap of self-con¬ 
scious pretentiousness in 
which so many modern 
myth-makers become 
snared. For most of its 
length, as a result, Earth- 
wind is not just a story about 
a pilgrimage, but an imagi- 
native pilgrimage In its own 
right. 

And that is as It should be 
— for it is precisely this dis¬ 
tinctive capacity to enable 
the sophisticated modern 
reader to participate vi¬ 
cariously In symbolic pil¬ 
grimages that accords SF its 
special status as one of the 
pre-eminent vehicles of reli¬ 
gious exploration in tha 
bright new Age of Space.

History of the Congo River 
A saga of adventure, courage, evil 


In 1964 Peter Forbath, a much-trav¬ 
elled American foreign correspondent, 
was In the Congo covering the ghastly 
Simba uprising which followed libera¬ 
tion from Belgian rule. At Stanleyville 
he saw the River Congo for the first time 
and began to understand why the West 
had been fascinated by the Congo for 
centuries. 

He sought a book that would tell him 
of the liver’s history and found that 
none existed. He decided to write such a 
book and now, 14 years later, we have 
The River Congo, in which Forbath 
describes the discovery, exploration 
and exploitation of the world’s most 
dramatic river. 

Before going to the Congo Forbath 
had read Alan Moo rehead's twin clas¬ 
sics, The White Nile and The Blue Nile, 
so he must have known that his book 
would overlap those of Moorehead’s be¬ 
cause the search for the source of the 
Nile led to the discovery of the Congo 
and some of the characters Involved 
were concerned with both rivers. 

Early slave trade 

However, centuries before the Congo 
was explored and exploited by explorers 
and traders entering Africa from the 
west, the Portuguese had discovered Its 
Atlantic estuary and had established a 
* profitable trade In slaves and Ivory, so 
the story rightly begins at the river’s 
estuary, at the boundary between pre¬ 
sent-day Zaire and Angola. 

In fact, Forbath doesn’t really come 
to grips with the river until page 142, 
having been carried away by the events 
that led to the accidental discovery of 
the Congo. This Is fortuitous because 
this Is by far the most Interesting por¬ 
tion of the book. 

We begin therefore in the 12th cen¬ 
tury with the failure of the first two 
Christian crusades to oust Moslems 
from the Holy Land. The Pope and the 
Christian rulers of Europe badly needed 
some help and they hoped that this 
would come from Prester John, the 
legendary Christian king who was be¬ 
lieved to live in Africa and possess 
untold riches and a vast army. 

The fruitless quest for the non-exis¬ 
tent Prester John eventuallay led to the 
exploration of the western coast of Afri¬ 
ca and at the height of that exploratory 
period, In 1482 to be exact, a Portuguese 
naval captain named Diogo Cao dis¬ 
covered the estuary to a great river, a 


possible route to the interior — and so to 
Prester John. 

Cao traded trinkets for ivory and 
eventually made contact with the Manl- 
Kongo, king of Bukongo, who turned out 
to be an enlightened monarch who over 
the years gladly allied himself to the 
Portuguese, converted to Catholicism 
and welcomed priests and all the other 
doubtful benefits of civilization. 

Soon, the traders arrived and reli¬ 
gion, Prester John and the naive Mani- 
Kongo were forgotten in the lhad 
scramble for ivory and, later, the much 
more profitable slaves. As time went on 
every maritime nation of Europe mus¬ 
cled in on the filthy trade in an effort to 
supply the insatiable demand for slave 
labor in the West Indies and America. 

When in due course the fiendish 
cruelties practised by the slave-traders 
began to stir consciences In England an 
attempt was made by the British navy 
to negotiate the 32 cataracts on the 
Congo In a bid to reach the interior. The 
object, as advertised, was to stop slav¬ 
ing and colonize the country. The real 
objective, as usual, was to find and 
exploit raw materials and create a mar¬ 
ket for imported manufactured goods. 
The cataracts proved impassable, the 
navy withdrew, and slaving continued. 

Switch to other side 

This early history of the Congo, 
which spans some seven centuries and 
occupies one half of Forbath’s book, Is 
enthralling. The author has done a for¬ 
midable amount of research and has 
presented his findings with sensitivity 
and has managed, not without difficulty 
1 imagine, to retain the impartiality re- 
quled of a journalist-historian. 

At this point — and we are now In the 
19th century — Forbath switches his 
attention to the other side of Africa 
where Arab slavers operated ruthlessly 
and a succession of British explorers, 
including Baker, Burton, Speke, Grant 
and, of course, David Livingstone, ven¬ 


tured Into the interior In search of the 
source of the Nile. 

It was, you’ll recall, Henry Morton 
Stanley, the intrepid journalist, who 
found the lost Livingstone and who, 
following Livingstone’s death, turned 
explorer and after confirming lake Vic¬ 
toria as the source of the White Nile 
decided to carry out Livingstone's In¬ 
tention to explore the Lualaba River. 


Hostile cannibals 

His epic Journey, which Included a 
double crossing of the Equator through 
rain forests never before seen by a 
white man, and frequent battles with 
hostile cannibalistic tribes, led him the 
full length of the mighty Congo River, 
and back again, and established him as 
the greatest African explorer of them 
all. 

Before reading the latter half of For- 
bath's book I re-read Moorehead's Nile 
classics, and I would advise everyone to 
do this. After all, these are the proto¬ 
types of what this sort of book should be 
and not only are they magnificent ex¬ 
amples of the work of this master of the 
art of reliving, but they are the essential 
preliminary reading to a full under¬ 
standing of the horrors that befell the 
Congo prior to and after independence. 

After re-reading Moorehead I had to 
read about 100 pages of Forbath's book 
which covered some of the same 
ground. To compete with Moorehead's 
distinguished mind and creative Imagi¬ 
nation, to say nothing of his lucid prose. 
Is a devilishly hard task for any author 
so I cannot pay a higher tribute to 
Forbath than to say that he never lost 
my attention for a moment. 

For the final hundred pages Forbath 
again leaves Moorehead territory to 
concentrate on the Congo. Here we see 
how the Arab slavers exploited the river 
route Stanley had pioneered and how, 
when slaving was finally abolished, Bel¬ 
gium's Infamous King Leopold II 


tricked the European powers Into giving 
him the entire Congo as his personal 
kingdom 

Leopold never set foot In the Congo, 
but he exploited its natural resources — 
chiefly rubber and copper — in such a 
way that he gained a personal fortune of 
some $100 million. This heartless swine, 
who was a sort of absentee Idi Amin, 
appointed white agents, who were-pald 
on a commission basis, and sanctioned 
the formation of a private army com¬ 
posed of feared cannibal tribesmen who 
were encouaged to mutilate, kill, and 
eat natives who could not produce their 
daily quotas of raw materials. 

Before the Congo was taken from 
him and given to the Belgian govern¬ 
ment In 1907, Leopold was personally 
responsible for some ten million deaths 
and for unspeakable atrocities. 

Leopold died comfortably In his bed. 
The Belgian government stopped the 
killings but continued the exploitation, 
and when the colonial powers shed their 
African possessions during the wind of 
’ change after the Second World War, 
Belgium shed the Congo with indecent 
haste, leaving behind not a single black 
professional man or trained bureaucrat 
and no soldier above the rank of ser¬ 
geant, so making the horrendous civil 
war of the 1960s Inevitable. 

The River Congo is liquid history, a 
fantastic seamless story of adventure, 
courage and unmitigated evil and Peter 
Forbath has (old it well. 


Origin of 'Zaire' 

The Belgian Congo Is, of course, no 
longer called that. In common with 
other newly-independent African states 
its rulers sought a new name for the 
country and its great river, one that 
would erase from memory all connec¬ 
tions with white men. 

With fine Irony they chose, not an 
African word or indeed any other kind 
of real word, but a word coined by the 
Portuguese who was Indirectly respon¬ 
sible for all their woes. The Bakongo 
called their river nzere, meaning the 
river that swallows all rivers, but our 
old friend Diogo Cao couldn't pronounce 
It; the best he could manage was Zaire!

Murder Yarn Strong Stuff But It's Gripping

True Confessions is a re¬ 
markable study of two Irish- 
Catholic brothers, with Los 
Angeles as the setting — a 
smashing first novel by John 
Gregory Dunne, known pre¬ 
viously for three excellent 
non-fiction works and collab¬ 
oration with his wife, novelist 
Joan Didion, on screen plays. 

Dunne's prose seems to be 
an amalgam of the toughness 
of a Raymond Chandler, the 
dialogue of a Damon Runyon, 
and the outrageous imagery 
of a Thorne Smith. Crudity 
shines through every page; 
potential readers should take 
warning, but somehow It all 
seems In context. 

Tom Spellacy Is an L.A. 
detective-inspector, living in 
a semi-world of favors and 
payoffs. These days he is In¬ 
clined to be honest, having 
narrowly missed being 
caught as a bagman between 
a mobster named Jack Am¬ 
sterdam who controlled hun¬ 
dreds of prostitutes, and the 
vice squad. Tom's link with 
Amsterdam was his former 


mistress, Brenda, a madam. 

Tom can't help thinking 
that he might have been 
saved from disgrace, or even 
prison, by the Influence of his 
brother, Monsignor Desmond 
Spellacy, chancellor of the 
Catholic diocese. But he's 
afraid to ask, for fear it may 
be true. Des is brilliant, hard, 
a Machiavellian administra¬ 
tor for the diocese and Cardi¬ 
nal Danaher. who hears 
everything and forgets noth¬ 
ing. 

The two brothers have a 
love-hate relationship typical 
of many brothers. In truth, 
they are very much alike, 
and come to realize this as 
the book rolls to Its conclu¬ 
sion. • 

The book revolves around 
the investigation of an unusu¬ 
al murder that dominates the 
front pages for weeks on end, 
and inevitably Involves every 
major and minor character 
in the novel. The murder vic¬ 
tim, Lois Fazenda, is a pros¬ 


titute who has been killed, 
mutilated, cut in half, and 
dumped In the shadow of the 
Los Angeles Coliseum. 

Tom and his partner, 
Frank Crotty, who is little 
Interested in police work but 
consumed by putting togeth¬ 
er deals to buy motels with 
partners, start to work on the 
crime. 

During his Investigation, 
Tom finds that his brother 
and Jack Amsterdam — who 
is improving his current 
image by building cathedrals 
— bad innocently picked up 
the murdered girl coming 
back from the racetrack one 


day, and therefore knew her. 
Des can’t recall the incident 
until he remembers the girl 
telling him she was a Chris¬ 
tian Scientist, but said, 
"Who?" when he asked her 
about Mary Baker Eddy. 

The detective eventually 
solves the murder through 
some extremely dogged po¬ 
lice work, but forgets to tell 
anyone when he finds that the 
murderer was killed in an 
automobile accident even be¬ 
fore the grisly corpse was 
discovered. His scheming na¬ 
ture can’t allow him to pass 
up the opportunity to pin the 
rap on Amsterdam. And Am¬ 


sterdam, in turn, has the 
grace to die before coming to 
trial. 

Unfortunately for Des, his 
link with Lois becomes pub¬ 
lic, and there is scandal about 
Amsterdam's building con¬ 
tracts with the diocese. The 
cardinal's recommendation 
that his chancellor be ap¬ 
pointed a bishop — and be 
considered as a future cardi¬ 
nal — is rudely withdrawn, 
and Des must settle for a poor 
parish the rest of his days. 

Tom eventually retires, 
and the brothers find they 
can adjust to life and share a 
feeling of mutual respect and 
fondness that they never had 
before. 

True Confessions— an odd 
but apt title — is never going 
to be a favorite of police offi¬ 
cials or the Catholic church. 
And It will offend many read¬ 
ers. 

But If you like raw, taut, 
compelling prose, don't miss 
it. 


Cast In the same rude mold 
Is Flesh and Blood, a credit¬ 
able third novel by Pete Ha- 
mill, a self-educated former 
newspaperman. Lacking the 
depth and superb characteri¬ 
zation of True Confessions, it 
is still a powerful look at a 
young Irishman, Bobby Fal¬ 
lon, who decides In prison to 
become a prizefighter and 
makes it to the point of be¬ 
coming the leading white 
heavyweight of his day, and a 
contender for the crown. 

Although he can’t get his 
weight above the low 180 s, 
Fallon is a vicious punching 
machine who often fights In a 
white haze of rage that leaves 
him unaware of whether he 
has won or lost. 

Deserted by his father at a 
young age, Fallon eventually 
winds up In an incestuous re¬ 
lationship with his attractlva 
Irish-Indian mother, then re¬ 
meets his father. 

Crude, and rather shallow 
in many respects, Flesh and 
Blood is still a hard book to 
put down.
